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over, for certain years paft, to an idle and obfeure 
kind of life, fequeftred as it were, and retired from 
Affairs for fear of Nero ; under whom to do ill was 
not always fafe, always unfafe to do well, and of doing 
nothing no Man conftrained to yield an account. 
Whereupon the Letters arriving, he flood much a- 
niazed, divided in mind what courfe he ftiould follow, 
to truft them i Peradventure it was but a Train, to 
difclofethem and fend them to Nero ? That were in¬ 
deed to put in his head an eternal jealoufie, and him¬ 
felf into a needlefs peril: and perhaps alfo there might 
be good meaning. Whereupon in fo doubtful a cafe, 
the extremes feeming dangerous, he took the mean way, 
fuppreffing the Letters, and not entring into the Caufe 
any further, referving to govern himfelf in the reft, 
as Events and Occurrents fhould lead and direbl him. 
The other Lieutenants fent all their Letters to Nero, be¬ 
traying Vindex , betraying the Caufe, whereof them- 
felves anon were partakers. 

Now Vindex certain days after the Calends of March , 
though not fully aflured,* yet hoping well of Galba s 
intent, and prefuming good luck to fo good a mean¬ 
ing, aftembled them of his Province, fuch chiefly as 
were in their Country of great credit, and chiefly had 
been touched in Goods or in Honour. To whom re¬ 
counting in order the Tyrannies of Nero, 

namely his paring of f France to the f Gallia. 
quick, to the utter deftrudtion of fo many 
Men, the univerfal decay of fo goodly a Country, lie 
exhorteth them all to take Arms, to fuccour them- 
felves, to fuccour the Romans , and to free the whole 
World from fo heavy a Yoak. Or if, which the Gods 

forbid in fo good a Caufe, yet let us (quoth he) fell him 
our lives in the Field with Honour, feeing we cannon 
poftefs them with Safety. For another Prince (our 
broken State, and Age void of Vertue, not bearing a 
.free Common-wealth) we have here at hand a Man 
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of great Birth, great Wealth, and great Forces, one 

that hath made honourable proof of h.mfelf, at home 

and abroad; in all refpefts worthy the 
x Hi r pmia place : Galba Lieutenant of t Arragtn. . It 
Tarraconenfis * you like of the Man, there remaineth 

then only we Mufter the Country to the 
mod that we may, without whofe Swords all talk ot 
War is but vain, and this pernicious. His demands 
being all accorded by common content, he levieth a 
Power; many Men and few Soldiers, taken up on 
the fuddain, not Dilciplined, not trained to the order 
of Service; he publilhes Bdifts defaming the Perfon 
and Government of Nero. Then canting Galba to 
be Proclaimed, he writes him a Letter* now, or elle 
never, to declare himfelf in favour of Mankind againlt 
that Monfter of Nature, tofurnifh the Body of an hun¬ 
dred choufend Frenchmen in Arms, and more ir need 

were, of * Head. The Styumi, o£dui, Jtruerm, Re- 

mi and the Flower in a manner of France, were all or 

the Party, contributing Men, Horfe, Armour, 
and what elle was requifice for ferviee in Field. Rm- 

fivus, Flavius, Afaticus , with others were appointed 

Captains, and Vtenne the Seat of the War; whofe next

the Parthian fpirits, brought Arfaces UnQ on their Knees 
before Nero , after he had fo highly deferved at his 
Hands, it coft him his life, that fome Men in lecpet 
thought him a Man fit to fucceed. We are, as they 
fav, openly proclaimed, we have an Army in Field : 
ftall he then repent it, that never repented but when 
he did well? Let him look that lift for Succours from 
Rome , where Liberty is loft fit Men to free others. 
Galba and Vindex, their Swords and their Armies mult 

purchafe our freedom. This Opinion prevailing, as 

poflible to prove, but of force to be followed, a day 
was appointed by Galba, therein to difpatch the freeing 
of Slaves. The Country came in at the day, imped¬ 
ing the matter, apt to receive any new impreliion.

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abroad. For his part he {aid he had no need of the 
place, which all Men befide fo greatly defired ; nor 
was any to fuffer, but fach as by Order of Senate 
fhould be appointed; that they were the Men, to 
whom that Eleftion belonged, whofe right he would 
furely maintain againft whomfoever. The Soldiers be¬ 
ing in part thus appeafed, he commands the Infcrip- 
tion to be defaced, and with his whole Army entreth 
France , pretending to War againft Vindex. The City 
of Bezanfon, which firft refilled to receive him, he 
ftraitway befiegeth. Vindex to fuccourthe Town, and 

levy the Siege, or bid him Battel, if it might be no 
better, with Twenty Thoufand Men comech againft 
him. Lying encamped not far afunder, there paffed 
Letters between them; whereupon they fecretly met 
and conferred together, none elfe being prefent on 
either fide. - Their conclufion was friendly, doubt- 
left to joyn againft Nero : Ibme thought to fet down 
Galba allb, and it was not unlikely. Thus departing 
as Friends, each to. his Gamp, Vindex fecure as in a 
Quarrel already compofed, and nothing attending left 
than the Ihock, meaning to enter the Town, and re- 
pofe his Army, with all his Men made towards the 
Gates. The Soldiers of Germany lying at the Walls, 
and perceiving the Army'approach, marched as it 
feemed, directly upon them, not privy to their Gene¬ 
rals purpofe, or not willing to lole fo fair an Occa¬ 
sion, ran out without bidding, and falling upon them 
at unawares, and in dilarray, not able on a fudden to 
remedy the Error, as Men newly trained and un¬ 
expert in War, flew them all in a manner, and fpoil- 
ed the Carriage. Vindex feeing the unlucky Succefs 
of this unlooked for Battel, having loft in a manner 
the Flower of all France , and fulpe£ting Fraud on 
Vergtnius’s fide, as though he meant^ to entrap him t 
and fend him to Nero , ran himfelf upon his own 
Sword; many coming after, bellowed their Blows

at Naples, about the twentieth of March ; whereof he 
made maw (o lightly to fet, that he would not vouch- 

fife once to intermit his accuftomed Paft.mcs and 

Pleafures, but rather feemed to ie)oyce, and embrace

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the occafion, as falling out fitly to convert to his Cof¬ 
fers by the Laws of Arms, the Spoil of fo large and 
fo wealthy a Country : at Supper alfo, receiving more 
Letters of frefher Advice, and certainer Danger, he 
wifhed them only ill Chance, which thus by Rebelling 
had troubled his Drinking, and fo for eight days he 
neither wrote Letter, nor gave out Order for any 
fuch difpatch. Ac length, through Vindex s Edi&s, fo 
thick and fo biting, being awaked, he warned the 
Senate by Letter toavengg his Caufe, and the Com¬ 
monwealths, excufing his abfence by reafon of Sick- 
nefs. In Vindex" s Edi£s, fupporting the reft patiently, 
one thing above all troubled him raoft, that his Skill 
was impeached in playing; wherein he thought furely 
there was not his peer; eftfoons demanding of them 
about him, whether, without flattery, they knew any 
in that Profeflion more skilful than him; by this, then 
fo manifeft an untruth, in an Art that he had fo pain¬ 
fully laboured, fo perfectly learned, he willed them 

to efteem of the reft. The Senate, receiving the Let¬ 
ters, flattering and fearing, adjudged Vindex a Traitor, 
the felffame Men which foon after beftowed the like 
upon Nero. But urged by News upon News, at laft 
in a fright he repaired to Rome ; where not calling 
Senate, nor People together, but fome principal Men 
to the Palace at an unfeafonable hour of the Night, 
as to confult of urgent Affairs, he fliewed them cer-., 
tain Conceits, and new ftrange Devices of Mufick 
by Water-Inftruments, difeourfing of the manner and 
difficulty of each, and chat he had found out a way to 
make them found fweeter and louder, and fhortly 
meant to produce them in Stage, if Vindex would 
give him leifure to do it. But hearing that Galha and 
Spain had rebelled, he tare his Cloaths, beat his Head, 
and would in no wile receive any Comfort, till fuch 
time as the Senate by Decree had declared Galha 

Enemy to the State. Then reluming Courage, and

As for Policies and Plots of War, he told his 


familiar Friends 


he had one molt allured 


As loon 
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as he entered the Province, he would venture him- 
ielf unarmed amongfl them , and with filence and 
Tears move them to Compaflion, and lo they re¬ 
turning to former Obedience Without more ado , he 
would the next day merrily ling, in that merry Com¬ 
pany, Sonnets of Victory, which, he willed to be 
compofed out of hand againft the time came. 

As Nero was thus bufily occupied in making provi¬ 
fion for the War againft Galba and Findex, Letters 
were brought in at dinner of Fergimus defection, and 
the reft of the Armies. Whereupon in a defp'erate 
rage he tare the Letters, overturned the Table, 
dallied two Cups on the ground , which he dearly 
efteemed, and calling away all care of himlelf, not- 
withftanding the Peril prefled no nearer, he called for 
Poyfon, which he put up in a golden Box, that his 
Death at the leaft might be according to his Eftate, 
and lo walked forth into the Serviiian Gardens. From 
thence he lent of his trufty Servants to OjHa to make 
ready the Ships, purpofing to have fled with his Friends 
into Egypt, and there to have taken himlelf to his Mu- 
fick to gee him a living; fottilhly luppofing in Egypt 
an imaginary lurety to himlelf by his Mufick, wnen 
he could not live lafely Emperor at Rome . To that 
purpote founding the minds of the Tribunes and Cen¬ 
turions of the Guard, and finding them fome to draw 
back, and fome flatly refule to go with him, one 
among others directly to tell him, that lure his beft 
way were to make an end of himlelf, he was diftra- 
<fted into divers Opinions, carting about what courfe 
he Ihould follow; flee to the Parthian , whom of late 
he had pleafured? to Galba , who peradventiire might 
pity his eftate? Or were it elle better in lamentable 
fort and mourning weed to go out abroad,, and in the 
place of common aflembiy, moft humbly, for tha£ 
which was part, demand pardon : Or if he could

Now at Rome Njmphidius making his count that 
Nero's fall was his only deed, that no recompence is 
fuffiicienc for bellowing the Diadem but the Diadem, 
that Galba was old, and (carce could laft out in a Litter 
to Rome , not by degrees, but with a main courfe drew 
all to himfelf. The Guard in refpeft of their Dona¬ 
tive, were at his Devotion, to be employed as he fhotald 
dired them. The Lords of the Senate courted him 


daily, and feemed to depend wholly upon him. Where¬ 
upon Usurping Authority undue to his place, he com¬ 
mands by and by Tigellinus his Companion to put off 
his Sword and furceafe from his Office. The Confuls

not by Nero, much lefs expected in Galba's beginnings. 
He diredleth out warrant to Trebottius Garrucianus Pro- 
curator of Africa to put Macer to death, difmifs the 
Legion lately muttered, and quiet the Country: and 
appoints in Verginius place Hordeonius Flaccus Lieute¬ 
nant in Germany . Then without Coat-Armour on 
back, a fickly old Man, himfelf and his Men in war¬ 
like order march over the Mountains* The Cities of 
F ranee that took part againft VIndex he punilheth with 
lofs of Revenue and Country : the reft were relieved, 
their Tributes a quarter abated, themfelves made Citi¬ 
zens of Rome by means of their mony, and Vmius jj 
who carrying an ill mind, and ferving in great Place 
a weak Matter, made open lale of his Princes free 
Graces and Favours. At Narbon the Embafladours fent 
from the Senate met. him in dutiful manner, whom 
Galba received curteoufly with friendly and familiar 

Speeches, and feafted in fober fort all with his own, 
though otherwife he had plenty there of Nero s waiters 
and lervice fent by Nympbidius. But anon Vinius , which 
wholly poflefled and governed the old Man, coun¬ 
seled him to put of popularity, as not befeeming his 
place, to accept of Nero’s provifion, and to become 
Royaf in Expence and Service. Verginius having de¬ 
livered the Army to his Succeflor met Galba on the 
way, received of him not as in difpleafure, and yet 
with fmali honour, fo dangerous a point it is yea to 
have but only refilled the Empire. 

At Gellianus return Nympbidius hearing that Laco was 

Captain already, that Vmius had ail the Authority and 

Credit, that his Meflenger was fufpedfed and watched 

of all, not fiiffered to talk with the Prince in private, 

not once to approach to his Perfon, was w onderfully 

moved in mind. Whereupon aliembling the chief of the 

Guard, he Ihewedthem that Galba was for his own part 

a good harmlefs old Mm, but milled by tw r o peiibns

could neither be heard nor feen of the People making 
his Entry: neither could he appeafe them by putting 
them over to another time of greater Leifure and better 
Audience* but taking deferring as a kind of denying, 
feditioufly they murmured and followed with outcries. 
And fome of them alfo drew out their Swords, as 
though they would obtain it by force, which by fair 
means they could not. Whereupon Galba command¬ 
ing the Horfemen to ride in amongft them, flew of 
them, being unarmed, (even thoufand, and of the re¬ 
fid ue allotted every tenth Man to fuffer, and putting 
the reft clofe up in Prifon, which nevertheless he after 

enlarged to his difadvantage. 

Now Galba, being with general applaufe and great 

good liking of the Empire placed in State, behaved 
himfelf under expectation. And though in moft points 
be Shewed himfelf a vertuous Prince, yet were not his 
well doings fo well accepted, as thofe difallowed which 
were other wife. All perfons unjuftly exiled by Nero, 

as well of the Nobility as meaner fore, with their Chil¬ 
dren he mercifully reftored again to their Country and 
Honour, thought not to their Wealth. Contrarily 
Tetromus Turpdianus , an ancient Man and once Conlul, 
without form of Procefs or order of Law, he com¬ 
manded to die, being charged with no other Crime, 
but only that he had been faithful to Nero , and would 
not betray him as the reft did. Then was reprefented 
a plaufible and grateful Spectacle, Elius , Tolycletus , Lo - 
tafia, Vatrobius , Tetinus and others in Fetters drawn 
through the City and publickly Executed, as Minifters 
of Nero in mifohiefs, whereans Ttgellmus the Mafter, 
not without notable incongruity, was by Galba pro¬ 
tected. And notwithftanding the People in Theatres 

and all common Affemblies ceaft not importunately to 

demand 
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demand his death, as an accomplifhment of due and 
exemplary Juftice pleafing to God and to man, yet 
Gold with Vmius and Vinius with Galba weighed fo 
much, that not only he received undeferved Protefti- 
on, but alfo for his fake People were rebuked by pub- 
lick Edi& Whereupon Tigellwus folemnizing the Feaft 
of his deliverance, Vintut rofe from Supper with Galba 
and went thither with Crifpma his Daughter to Banquet, 
upon whom TigeHinus bellowed a Cour* 
tefie of * a thoufand thoufand Sefterces * T ' :at a- 
in ready mony, and befide all the Jewels 

and Carcanets of his principal Minion p ound Englifli. 
which fate there at Table, by eftimation 
t fix hundred thoufand Sefterces. Befide f Almofi five 
TigeUinus one Halotus of all Nero’s lnftru- thoufand 
ments the moft pernicious, was likewife ¥ oun * 
by Galba protected, and preferred alfo to an honorable 
Office. Now for nearnefs Galba was noted extreme¬ 
ly, a Vice though incident to Age, yet doubtlefs in a 
Prince much mifliked, and in a new Prince danger¬ 
ous. To a certain Mufician which had wonderfully 

pleafed he gave with his own Hands out 

of his own Purfe /.twenty Sefterces: Three Shil- 

and to his Steward at the making up of /*'»£* Englifli. 

his Books a reward from his Table. But 


that which was moft material of all. and prepared the 
way to his fall, was his hardnels towards the Soldiers:

was devolv’d on a fingle perfon, that noble Spirit ceas’d, 
and the Credit of Hiftory became divers ways im¬ 
pair’d : partly through Ignorance from the Peoples 
fharing now no more in the Adminiftration of the Pub- 
lick ; and partly through Courtlhip of the Princes on 
the one Hand, and hatred on the other; whereby the 

defire rightly to inform Pofterity was extinguilh’d. 

But Flattery is a proftitute Vice difcern’d with eafe, 
and delpis’d by all; while Detraction finds a better 
relifh, as being harder to know, lying for the moft part 
conceal’d under the difguife of a falfe Freedom. For 
my own part, as to Galha , Otho , and ViteUius ; I lhall 
mention them as unknown for either Favour or In¬ 
jury.; while I freely confefs that my firft Preferment 
was by Vejfafian ; that my Condition was bettered by 
Titus t and my Fortune further’d by Domitian: But a Can¬ 
did Author is without By as from either Love or Hatred. 

Towards my declining years (if the Gods fpare me) 
I purpofe to write the Hiftory of the Emperors Nerva 
and Trajan ; whole happy times yield a more fafe and 
plentiful Harveft of matter; where a Man may Judge 
without Awe, and Speak without Danger. 

i. The Work I have undertaken is replenifh’d with 
great variety of Events; bloody Battles, dangerous 
Seditions, Peace it felf deform’d with Cruelty : Four 
Emperors dead by Violence Three Civil Wars: Foreign 
many more: lometimes both together. Good Succels

Wavering: Britain though all fubdu’d, yet not all re¬ 
tain’d in Subje&ion. Invafions of the Sarmatian and 
Swevian People. The Dacians giving and receiving 
great overthrows. The Farthians difpos’d toHoftility, 
deceiv’d by a Counterfeit Nero ; while Italy it lelf 
groan’d under many heavy Afflictions, (ome without 
Example, others fuch as had not happen’d of a long 
lime before. Towns Plunder’d and difpeopl’d. The 
ftioft fruitful Country of Campania laid waft. Borne 

■ - burnt, 
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burnt, ancient Temples laid in Allies, and the Capitol 
con fum’d by flames kindled by the Citizens them lelves. 

Holy things prophan’d. Infamous Adulteries. Iflands 

peopled by Banilhments. The Rocks befmear’d with 
blood, while yet more barbarous cruelty rag’d .within 
the City. Wealth or Nobility were become Criminal. 
Dignities and Offices of Truft equally dangerous to re¬ 
ceive or refule, and Virtue the ready way to ruin. The 
abominable Arts of Informers were not more execrable 
than the recompence of their Crimes; fome reap’d 
as Spoils Pontifical and Confular Honours, and the 

beft Preferments were the reward of the vileft Actions; 
Ravage and Coirfufion Reigning every where without 
diftin&ion: Slaves out of fear or hatred accus’d their 
Mailers; and the enfranchis’d Man his Patron ; and 
where Enmity was wanting, one Friend betrayed ano¬ 
ther. Howbeit the Age was not utterly abandon’d to 
Infamy; but yielded fome Examples of Virtue: Wives 
and Mothers were found who chole Banilhment with 
their Husbands and Children: fome Truth was found 
in Friends: fome Truft in Relations: fome Bondmen 
the Rack could not remove from their Fidelity, and 
fome great Men gave proof of their Magnanimity 
by their Fortitude in Torments, fuch as might be pa- 
ralel’d with the Antient Rcwmw Vertue. 

Over and above thefe Difordep and Revolutions in 
human Affairs, many Prodigies were feen in Heaven 

and Earth; dreadful threatnings by Thunder, and pre- 
fages plain or obfcure of Good and Evil. In fhort, 
the unfpeakable Calamities under which the Roman 
State labour’d, were moft pregnant figns that the Gods 

are rather dtfpofd to punijh our Sins than redrefs our Mi- 

[ erics. But my purpofe, ’ere I begin my Work, is to 
recount firft the pollure of Affairs in the City ; how 
the Armies flood affe<fted; the State of the Provinces 
abroad, and what there was Sick or Sound in the Body

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Springs and Caufes of things; for as to Events t they 
are for the rHoft part in the power of Fortune. 

a. The News of Nero s death was at firft receiv’d with 
unfpeakable joy ; but the People were (bon obferv’d 
to be varioufly afte&ed: The Senate, Citizens and Sol¬ 
diers at home, and the Legions and their Leaders a- 
broad had difcover’d a fecret of State, that an Em* 
peror might be made other wife than by the Senate and 
People of Rome . Neverthelefs that Body feem’d 
pleas’d with an appearance at leaft of their Liberty re¬ 
viv’d ; which they forthwith put in pra< 5 tife, treating 
their n£w Prince (being abfent) With a freedom that 
was not cuftomary. The Nobility dlftinguifh’d them- 
felves, by the manner of their joy; the next degree of 
the People, fuch as had any fpark of Honour left, and 
fiich as had contracted Allyances with Families of Note, 
and the Retainers and Freedmen of thofe^who had 
been profcrib’d and were in Exile, conceiv’d hopes; 
while the bafer fort, bred to the Race and nourifh’d 
in the Theaters: Bondmen, and thofe who having 
fquander’d their Fortunes had liv’d on the diffolutions 
or Nero’s Court, droop’d and liften’d after Novelties; 
and the Praetorians , who for fo many Defcents had 
plighted their Faith to the Family of the C£fars y dnd 
had fworn Allegiance to Nero $ were wrought rather by 
the Arts of others, tjian of their own motion to de- 
fert him. Thefe when they came to defpair of the 
Donative promifed them in Galba s name, and being 
without profpeCfc now of bettering their Fortunes fo 
much by Peace as War, and loofing the thanks too 
that were due to the merit of firft proclaiming the 
Prince (wherein they were prevented by the Legions :) 
upon thefe, and the like motives, prone of themfelves 
to change, they Were Won by Nympbidius Sabinus their 
Captain, to take part with him, who by Treafbnable 
practices, afpir’d to the Empire': and though the Au¬ 
thor perifh’d, and the Treafon was nip’d in the bud * 
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vet raanv of the Criminals furviv’d, who through the 
Conference of their guilt, hated him whom they had 
offended. Furthermore Seditious whifpers were fpread, 
ftaining Galba with Avarice, and contemning his old 

Age • his ftriCt obfervance of Military Rules, which 
had eain’d him Reputation in better times, was now 
irkfom to them, who hating the antient Difciphne, 
and being foftned by fourteen years fervice under N<r*, 
bad karrid to love tbetr Prince, no left, for bis Vices, than 
they had reverenc'd them heretofore for tbetr Vertue. U 

happen’d too that Galba had unwarily utter d a Speech, 
which though beeomming enough the Dignity ot the 
State, was not fo fafe for him, in regard the reft of 
his ConduCfc did not anfwer the faying, namely* That 
he Wed Soldters by the Mufiers , not Bought them w the 
Market . He had two Favourites, Tttus Vimus , and 


Cornelius Laco, the one the moft wicked, the ether 
the weakeft Man alive; who by infamous Praftices, 
and a (hallow Adminiftration, contrafting hatred and 
contempt, haften’d the Fate of their feeble old Matter. 
His journey to the City was flow, and Tragical, dan ng 
which Cingonius Varro Conful Eleft, and Petromus Tur- 

tiliams who had been Conful, were by his order put 
to death: Cingonius , as having been a Complice with 

Nympbidius ; the other as one of Nero s Confidents; 

thefe though no body could gainfay the Merit or their 
punKhment, yet penlhing without form ot Law dyed 
as innocent. His Entry into Rome, wnere fo many 

thoufand of unarm’d Soldiers were Sacnhcd to his 


difpleafure, was ominous; and detefted even by the 
Executioners. The City was crowded with Extraor¬ 


dinary Soldiers; for Galba brought the Spamjh Legion 
with him, and found another there, Compos d by 
Nero out of the Naval Troops; over and above thefe 
were many Detachments out of the Bntamc.i, Ger¬

depriv’d fome of them even of part of the Territory 

they poflefs’d, ftomach’d at their own Hardlhips, and 

the partial Favours to their Neighbours.

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About the beginning of January came News from 
Tompeius Vropmquus, Procurator in Belgta, that the Ar¬ 
my of tipper Germany without Confidence of their 
Oath, or regard to Difcipline had demanded another 
Emperor; and to the end their Sedition might be taken 
in better part, had referr d the Ele&ion to the Senate 
and People of Rowe. This haften’d Galbd s determi¬ 
nation about the Adoption, whereof he ha'd before 
meditated and fecretly advis’d with fome about him; 

many were in Nomination, it being for a while the 
current Subjed of Difcourfe in the City ; not fo much 
out of foundnels of judgment and AfFedion to the 

Common-wealth, as through a licentious Cuftom of 
canvafing Publick Matters; Galba being now crazy and 
broken with Years. Many too out of Intereft, De- 
pendance or Inclination whifper’d their wifhes of this 
or that Man’s Succeffion to the Dignity ? 

Vinius now fwell’d with Pride and Power , was 
grown into mortal hatred of the People; Galba 9 s Weak- 
nels nounfhing the Avarice of thole about him ; who 
were become infaciable from the facility of accumu¬ 
lating ; offending with equal profit and impunity. 

The Authority of the Pnnce was in the PofTeffion 

of Titus Vinius the Conful \ Cornelius Laco Captain of 
the Praetorians , and Icelus his Freed-man ; who fharing 
Equal favour with the others was now made a Gentle¬ 
man , and priviledg’d to wear Gold Rings, and had 
taken the name of Marcianos. 

Thefe three otherwife difagreeing , and drawing 
three feveral ways in matters of lefler Moment; were 
in their deliberations about the Succeffion divided into 
two Fadions only : Vinius favouring Marcus Otho y Laco 
and Icelus not fo much agreeing in the Interefts of any 
one, as in the Choice of any other: nor was Galba 
Ignorant of the Caule of Vinius ’s paitiality for Oibo ; 
it being rumor’d among the People (which lets no¬ 
thing puis unlifted or uncenfar’d) that Otbo having no 

Wife, 
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Wife, and Vinius a Daughter a Widow, a Marriage 
had been agreed between them. Though it was 
probable enough that Galbds coldnefs to Otbo grew ra¬ 
ther from a regard to the Publick good •, for to what 
end had the Soveraignty been Tranfkted from Nero 

if it Ihould be conferr’d on him, who having been 
loofely Educated, (pent his Youth licentioufly and re¬ 
commended himfelf to Nero's acceptance no other- 
wife than by the fimilitude of their Manners, was be¬ 
come chief Confident of his Lulls; to whofe Trull 
he had depofited Popeia his beloved Millrefs, till he 
fhould be able to compafs the removal of his Wife 
Oftavia : though afterwards, out of Jealoufie of fome 
undue Intercourfe between them, he fent him to Por¬ 
tugal under colour of gracing him with the Lieute¬ 
nancy of that Province ; in which Truft having ac¬ 
quitted himfelf laudably, and coming early into Galbds 
Party, where Ading vigoroufly for the Revolution, 
and having lived munificently among the Soldiers 
during the War; the hope he had conceiv’d of the 
Adoption grew every day greater and greater; in pro¬ 
pped whereof he had won the Army for the moft 
part to his Intereft, while thofe who lik’d Nero could 
not but wilh him well who relembl’d above all others 
their dead Prince. But Galba on the News of the Se¬ 
dition in Germany , though he had yet received nothing 

well attefted of ViteJliUss proceedings, being anxious 
what beft Remedy to apply to the Inlolency of thole 
Troops, having no reliance on the Pratoriaus ; haftned 
the nomination of a Succefior: as conceiving k the 
furell Means to reftore and eftabhfh the Tranquility 
of the State.

and difiinguiflid Men only to Pofterity by the glory or oblivi¬ 
on of their Deeds . And that in a word ftnee the Guilty 
and the Innocent bad one : and the fame Defiiny , it became 
the Character of a Great 
than fearing it. 

Otbo was more Effeminate in Body than Mind, 
wherefore his molt familiar Domefticks corrupted by 
the (enfuality of a riotous life affail’d his weaker part 

by renewing the remembrance of Nero * Court ; the Magni¬ 
ficence and Delicacies of tbofe days, the multiplicity of Wives 
and Mifireffes, and the height of Luxury (bis own darling 
Vice) which was not attainable but with the Empire ; was 
all within his reach, would he but appear worthy by at¬ 
tempting it $ qnd which merely through bis Sloth woud be 
tn PoJJefiton of another. 

They further confirm’d him by what the Aftrologers 

had foretold ; that the Stars bpdflftlevolutions at hand, 

and that by Qtbo's Nativity, that year was Calculated 
tp be more than ordinary propitious to him. 

Thefe Fortune-Tellers are a Race of Vermin falfe 


Man rather to perifh daring Death 


and treacherous to great and fmall, inftilling vain hopes 
in curious minds; who in Rome fhall always be forbid¬ 
den, and always retain’d. With'many of thefe Wretches 
Topaa was wont to hold fecret intelligence about her 
Marriage matters; vile and pernicious Tools in the 
Hands of Princes. 

Ptolomy one of that Profeflion had attended Otbo in¬ 
to Portugal , and having won his Confidence by fore¬ 
telling he ihould forvive t?ero, and (comparing Galba\ 
Age with his Youth, confirm’d too in his conjecture 

by the rumour that then prevail'd^ had promis’d him 

(as 
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( as from the Stars ) his Succeffion to the Empire. 

While Otbo believ’d no lefs, and that his Exaltation 

was decreed in Heaven. Men oft confiding mofi in 
Means , wherein they leaft conceive the Manner. Nor 
did Ptolomy more urge him to proceed, than he him- 
felf was willing to advance; fo eafily in Crimes our 

Wiflies haft to Action. 

It is not agreed, whether his Gonfpiracy was new, 
and but juft then conceiv’d, or of a longer date* but 
this is certain, that he had long fecretly praftis’d on 
the Soldiers, either to infure or lmooth his Paflage to 
the Throne. In their March in their Incampments, 
on the Guard and in their Quarters, he ftill found 
means to endear himfelf to them. Old Soldiers whom 
he had known he wou’d call by their Names, treating 
them with familiar Appellations, as having ferv’d to¬ 
gether under Nero• With fome he wou’d renew for¬ 
mer Acquaintance, ufe kind Qpeftions, as one con- 
cern*d for their Welfare; helping them by his Favour, 
#nd fuccouring them by his Liberality ; while ftill by 
lecret Infinuations he fail’d not by doubtful Words to 
glance at Galbd% Weaknefs; the fureft way to few Se¬ 
dition and lhake the Soldiers Duty, who were already 
but too well prepar’d for bad Impreflions. 

Their tedious Journeys, fhort Provifions, and drift 
Dilcipline, was now irkfom to them, who heretofore

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that as often as Otho feafted Galba ; under colour of 
doing him Honour, he diftributed to each Soldier of 
the Regiment that was at that time on duty, the Sum 

of iooSefterces, which bearing the fhewofa publick 
Largefs, Otho increas*d by fecret Liberalities to others; 
growing at length lb bare-fac'd in thefe Pra&ices that 
Cocceif/s Proculus, one of the Guard of the Emperour’s 
Perfbn, having a Law-Suit with a Neighbour of his 
about the Boundaries of certain Grounds, Otho made 
a purchafe of the whole, and frankly beftow’d it on 
him; while Laco, their ftupid Captain, unable to pe¬ 
netrate fecret Arts, was blind even to thofe open Pra¬ 
ctices which every body elfe difeern'd. 

Onomafius , a Freed Man of Otho s, was firft in the 

Secret, and his.chief Inftrument in the Treafon; who 
having gain'd two for his purpofe, Barhius Proculus, a 
Sergeant of the Guard, ana Veturius his Cotnerade, he 
brought them to the fpeech of his Matter; who fitt¬ 
ing and finding them fecret and determin’d, open’d 
his Mind to them , and after a liberal Earneft of hij 
Bounty, and profufe Aflurances of farther Reward, 
and enabling them with a Sum befides to purchafe 
others to their Party, he difmifs'd them. 

Thus did two private Soldiers undertake to transfer 
the Roman Empire, and focceeded in their Attempt. 

Thefe being Men of Sagacity, admitted but a few 
into the main Secret, but artfully defus’d the Poyfon. 
The wavering were won with eafe; the principal of 
thofe who had been prefer r’d to Potts in the Army 
by Nymph'tdius , being told they liv’d fufpedfced by the 
Government, were prepar’d by fear, and the common 
fort by revenge, for the lofs or their Donative, where¬ 
of they now defpair’d; fome too vtere gain’d by hopes 

of feeing Nero's days again. 

In a word, the profpetft of Succefs was fo much the 

more promifing, by how much the Army was gene¬ 
rally grown dilaffedfed through the apprehenfiom they 

were 
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were in of Galba's purpofe, to renew the rigor of an- 
tient Difcipline. The Infe&ion tainting by degrees,

Matters being thus ripen’d for A&ion, whae through

cting on the danger of doing it by night, which was 
fubjeft to more Chances ana Mifrakes than by day: 
the Soldiers Quarters too being remote and difpers a 
about the City , and Men being then heated and difor- 
der’d with Drink, wou’d not go fo regularly to work. 
So that *cwas not deferrd out of:ompaffion to the Com¬ 
monwealth (which in cold Blood they were determin’d 
to pollute with the Murder of their Prince 5) but left 
by Miftake in the hurry of Aiftion fome other inftead 
of Otho (hou’d be prefented for Emperour to the Ger» 
man arift Hungarian Troops, who were for the moft 
part ignorant who it was that fhou’d be chofen. 

Many pregnant Signs were obferv’d of the approach* 
ing Danger, which were fupprefs’d by the Vigilance 
of the Gonfpirators; fome even in the hearing of 
Galba were ridicul’d by Laco himfelf; a worthlefs Of 
ficer, ignorant in the Duties oF his Charge, deaf to 
all good Counfel, abounding in his own Opinions, 

and an open Enemy to Men of Merit.

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One memorable vertuous Man tke Age produc’d on 
that occafion, Sempnnm Denfas. Centurion of aPr*- 
torian Cohort ; who being by Galba fpecially appointed 
to attend on Tifo , when he Taw the arm d Ruffians 
near; with his drawn Sword advaned to meet 
and with Exprobrations of their wickednels, with Hand 
and Voice lo far prevail’d as to give Tifo (already 
wounded; fpaceto fly their fury; who efcaping to the 
Temple of Vefta, was by the Mercy of a publick blave 
receiv’d and harbour’d in his Chamber i fo not from any 
Reverence of the Goddefs; but by hiding and being 
out of fight he a while defer’d his Fate; but by ex- 
prefs command of Otho (who thirfted after his blood; 
he was purfu’d by Sulpttm Floras of the British Cohort 
(who had been newly by Galbai made a Citizen) apd 
Statius Marcus of the Guard ; thefe two dragginghim 
from his Sanctuary, Murder’d him at the Gate of the 
Temple. Tifos death was faid to be above all others 
moft grateful to Otho . His Head with Avaricious Eyes 
viewing and reviewing j either perhaps loft is theflrlt 

Tranfports of his Succefs, or being now eas’d of the 
oppreflion of his Cares, he was feiz’d by that intem¬ 
perate joy; or elfe-it may be the memory of Galba s 
Majefty and the Friendflhip of Titus Vmius had fill d 
his mind ftho cruel) with relu&ant Images. While for 
Tijoi death, his Enemy and Rival, he thought he had 

an honeft licence to rejoyce. 

The Heads of the dead being fix d on Lances were 

carry’d among the Enfigns next the Standard of the 

Legion, the Soldiers (fetching out their bloody Hands 

with Exultation: fome as A<ftors, fome as prefent, and 

moft with Truth, or falfhood boafting of the deed as 

memorable and meritorious. 


ViteU'm difeovering afterwards about iio Petitions 
for rewards of notable Services perform d on that oc¬ 
cafion, commanded them to be all fought out and fen- 

tenc’d to death; not in honour of Galba, but through

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Cuftom of Princes, » hereby infuring tbetr own Safety by

And now behold the change both in People and 
Senate, all promilcuouflv haftning to the Camp; 
crowding and vying who Ihould be firft; defaming Gal- 
la extolling the Juftice of the Soldiers, crowching to 
Otho, where thofe who at the bottom bore him leaft 

who had been a faft and faithlul Friend to G^/^ to the 

laft: but fuch Vertue was to them a Crime wnereot 

thev woud have no Man guilty with impunity. 

Thefe A&ions plainly evidenc d their intention to 
be no other than to Sacrifice the beft and wealthieft 

Citizens to their wicked Avarice. _ , ., 

But Otbo (oon perceiv’d that Crimes are a£ted with 

much lefs Authority than reftrainM; whereforefe^ning 

perfonaWndignation to Gelfus, he was fav d from pr 

lent Violence by being hurry’d to Prifon, as it were to 
be referv’d for more deliberate punilhment, and fo 

refcu’d from the danger that fo nearly threatn d him.

their duo. Infomuch that when any Soldier was ob- 
ferv’d to have Mony, he was fare to be harafs d, beaten, 
and put upon harder Duty than ordinary, till he had 
fo purchas’d his Exemption; who at length impo- 
verifh’d with thefe kind of Exaftions, and become lazy 
and vicious through Idlenels and want of Exercile, 
return’d to their Companies, inftead of rich and able; 

poor, liftlels, and unfit for Service: from whence 
grew Difcord and Corruption of Difciphne, and in the 
end civil Diflention. But Otbo unwilling to gratihe 
the Soldier at the expence of the Centurions Love, 
bound both Parties to him by taking off the Impoftion 

from the one, and paying the other out of the Publick 

Revenue; wherein he did well, andi that A<ft became 
a PrelTdent to good Princes, who eftablilh d it among 

the Rules of future Difcipline.. . _ 

Laco, Captain of the Vrawtam, under colour of Ba- 

hifament to a certain Ifland, was waylay d and kill d 
by E meatus by order of Otbo ; but Icelus as a Freed¬ 
man receiv’d publick Sentence and Execution. 

14. The Day thus criminally Employ d, ended more 

wickedly in Publick Rejoycings. 

The Prator call’d a Senate while the other Magi- 

ftrates vy’din their fabmiffions to Otbo. The Senaiois 
haften’d to the Houfe, where they decred him Tribu- 
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nitial Authority; ; the Title of Auguflus, and all other 
Emperial Dignities; labouring as for life, by all pofi 
fible Arts, to compafs an Oblivion of their former ill 
treatment of him > whereof he gave no prefent figns 
of refentment, and which perhaps he was refblv’d to 
Pardon, or elfe referv’d his anger to a fitter occa¬ 
sion, which his fhort Reign gave him not leifure to 

Execute. 

Otbo was firft carry’d to the Capitol, and from 
thence to the Palace, through the heaps of the dead» 

to whom he permitted decent Sepulture; 

To Fife's Body, his Wife Verania and his Brother 

Scribontus did the lad Offices. Titus Vtnius , his Daugh¬ 
ter Cnfpina took the care of, after they had redeem d 
their Heads from the Murderers; who hadpurpoiely 

referv’d them to be purchas’d at a price. 

Fife had juft compleated the Age of thirty one 
Years, a Man of better Fame than Fortune: two ot 
his Brothers dy’d of Violent Deaths before him; 
Magnus by Sentence of Claudius ; Crajjus by Nero. 
Himfelf having been long in Exile, was by an halty 
Adoption hurry’d in four days to his Fate; teeming to 
have been prefer/d only to his Brothers that he might 
have the preference in the manner of his death. 

Titus Vinius had liv’d feven and forty years with great 
diverfity of manners; his Father wasbf a Prttortan Fa¬ 
mily; his Grandfather by the Mother was of the num¬ 
ber of the Profcrib’d; his firft behaviour in the Army 

was (Scandalous. Calvinius Sabinms Wife 

was Lieutenant General) in a wanton Guriohty habited 

like a Soldier, rambling one Night about the Y r arn P , 
where entertaining the Soldiers, and vifiting the Watch, 
coming to the main Guard was there violated, an as 
the report went, by this Titus Vim us : upon which Ac- 
cufation he was Imprifon’d by the Emperor Cajus; 
from whence, by change ot the Times,' being enlarg d 7 
he pafs’d through the degrees of Truft and Preferment 
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without blemifh to the Praetorfhip > and fo to the Com¬ 
mand of a Legion, though ’twas his change even then 
to be fufpe&ed of a low Action for a Man of his Sort, 
fuch as the purloyning a golden Goblet from Claudius' $ 
Table, for which he was difgracefully treated the next 
day ; being by the Emperors Order purpofely ferv’d in 
an earthen Cup. Howbeit rifing afterwafds to the 
ProconfuHhip of Gallia Narbonenfis , he difeharg’d that 
Truft with Reputation, and at length by Galbas fa¬ 
vour mounted to the Precipice from which he fell. He 
was bold and enterprizing, of a mind equally turn’d for 
good and evil: his Lift Will became void through his 
great Wealth, But Fife's Teftament was ratify’d by his 

Poverty. 

Galbas Body lying long neglefted, the Subjed of fe- 
cret (corn and paftime, at length had forry Sepulture in 1 
his own private Gardens by Argtus his Bondman, one 

in chief truft about him; his Head fix’d on a Pike (afi 
ter it had been defpitefully us’d by the Rakehelly • Camp 
Boys ) was found the next day mangl’d and disfigur’d 
near the Sepulcher of Vatrobius a Freed-man of Nerds , 
who by his order had been put to death, and fo was 

gather’d to the Body, already burnt. 

This end had Servius Galba in the feventy third year 
of his Age; who had profperoufly furviv’d five Em¬ 
perors; a happier Subject than a Prince. His Nobi¬ 
lity was Ancient, his Pofleflions great, his Endow¬ 
ments of mind butmoderate; rather not Vicious than 

diftinguifh’d by his Vertues: not carelels of Reputati- 
tion, which he would neither Buy nor Sell; not cove¬ 
tous after others Riches, of his own Frugal, and of 
the Publick Treafure a very Mifer; As to his Friends 
and Freed-men, if they chanc’d to be good he rather 
fuffer’d than approv’d them; if bad he conniv’d at 
their Faults to a Scandal. But his Eminent Birch and 
Fortune, and the Iniquity of the Age cover’d and dig- 

nify’d many of his frailties with the name of Wifdom.

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In his younger days he Had acquir d a good Reputation 
tn the Army during the German Wars; afterwards he 
govern’d in Africk with Proconfular Authority, which 
Office he difcharg’d with great Moderation. Grown

wherein he acquitted himfelf with equal Honour j al¬ 
ways appearing fomething more than a private Man

16. We (hall now recount the beginning and caules 

of ViteUiu's Sedition. 

After Julius Vmdex and his Troops were cut oft, the 
Armv was become dnfolent by Succels and Plun¬ 
der as having with Tittle toil and hazard obtain’d a 
moft profitable Viaory, whereby they grew more 
and more defirous of Action and Fighting > pre¬ 
ferring. Free-booty and the reward of Violence to 

t heir Pay. 

They had pals’d a tedious life in Pain and Poverty, 

through the inclemency of the Country where they had 

ferv’d, and the feventy of the Difcipline they were un¬ 
der : which in times of Peace being rigoroufly exafted, 
is in Civil Hoftilities quite diffoWd; the worft and 
moft criminal violation of Order paffing then with im- 
unity.

™ He observ'd to him that Virginias from the obfeuruy 

o£ his Quality (whofe Father had never born OHice) 

had juft cauie of Diffidence; to whom to have invaded 
the Soveraignty would have been dangerous, while coi> 
tinuingin the ftate of a private Man he was tuie to 0 
fafe. But that in Vitettm none of thole impediments 

were founds whole Father had been Cenlor thrice^ 
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Conful and Colleague with the Emperor; which qua¬ 
lities the more they indanger’d his fafecy in a private 
Condition, the more they enabl’d him to afpire to the 

Throne. 

But this Counfel wrought no prefent great eftea: on 
Vitellius's lumpifh Mind, and rather warm’d his willies 

than kindled his refolution. 

In Upper Germany Cacina had gain’d great popularity

Prefents to the Legions; and MelTages of Friendihip and 

Hospitality were interchang’d between them; their A - 
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gents (as they were inftruded) went in poor Equipage, 
and with penfive Countenances utter’d their grief and 
fufpicions every where among the Soldiers. Sometimes 
relenting the injuries done to themfelves; then the 
partial Honours conferr’d on their Neighbours: to 
which perceiving them to lend a willing Ear, they pro¬ 
ceeded to bewail the hard condition of the Army it 
felf; the contempt they (uffer’d, and the danger they 
were in. This practice coming to the knowledge of 
Hordionius Flaccus , who perceiving that by thefe and the 
like Arts the Soldiers had been Corrupted; he com¬ 
manded the Meflengers to avoid the Camp, and to the 
end their departure might be lefs obferv’d, order d that 
that they Ihould go by night; which gave occafion for 

more lufpicion, and thereupon a rumour ran that they 
had been fecretly made away; whereupon the Army. 
began to murmur and realon among themfelves, that 
it was high time to provide for their own Safety, left 
the braveft and belt Men among them, (and thole 
who leaft approv’d the prefent Condutt of Affairs) 
(hou d fhare the like Fate, and in the Night at una¬ 
wares be privily murder’d. 

Upon this the Legions fecretly combin d and enter d 

into Covenants for their common Safety, with whom 
the Auxiliaries alfo joyn’d, of whole Sincerity they 
were ac firft in fome lufpicion; and that with their 
Cohorts and Wings furrounding them they meant them 
no good: but they were foon found to be of another 
mind, coming heartily over to them. Bad Men being 
more eafily difpoid to agree in projech of War and mj- 
chief ’ than the good to Concord for the ends of Peace . 

Howbeing at length the Troops of the Lower Ger m 
many were won with much ado to (wear Allegiance to 
Galba ; which they did the beginning of January, a 
few in the firft Ranks perform’d the Ceremony with 

fome faint fignsof good will, the reft remind lullen 

and filent, looking as it were that fome one bolder than

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the reft would give them the Signal; it being natural 

to him with doubt what we afterwards purfue with vio¬ 
lence. But it appear’d that the Legions were diverily 
afetfted; the firft and fifth were Rebelliouflv bent, and 

iniurioufiy treated Galbas Images; the v fifteenth and 

Sixteenth were ripe enough for mifchief, but exprels d 
their minds rather in murmurs and menaces; hoping 
for others to lead the Example. In the upper Army 
the fourth and eighteenth Legions having had their 
Winter Quarters together : on the fame day that o- 
thers took the Oath, feiz’d on Galbas Images and 
broke them in pieces; the fourth in a rage, the o- 
ther with more deliberation, but at length with equal

In this Tumult notone Lieutenant or Tribune were 

found fteady to Galbas (ntereft; but fome (as is Cu- 
(lomary in the like Seditions) rather furthering the Re¬ 
bellion than otherwife; howbeit no body yet appear’d 
at their Head; nor publicity fpake to them by way of 
Oration from the Tribunal, they having not as yet it 
deems refolv'd whom to prefer.

17. Vitellius exprefling his approbation of the Soldiers 
chearfulnefs proceeded now to perfonate the Prince. 

The Offices of Qourt which were wont to be exe¬ 
cuted by Freed-men he appointed to Gentlemen of 
Rome, and paid the Centurion’s Vacation Fees out of 
the Publick Revenue. Many he yielded up to the Sol¬ 
diers bloody demands, preferving (bme by imprifon- 
ment, with colour of referving them for more fblemn 
Punifhment. Vompetus Propinquut was forthwith (lain. 
Julius Bur do. Commander of the German Fleet was 

lav’d by a Wile, who had contrafted the general ha¬ 
tred of the Army for having (b eagerly purfu’d Fon - 
terns Capita's life, for a Crime wherein he himfelf 
was fo notorioufly a Party. The Soldiers had retain’d 
a refpeftful memory for Capito , which edg’d their 
indignation, and in that fit of fury every Man openly 
wreak’d his revenge with impunity: while to preferve 
any one on whom their Malice was bent there,was need 
of Art and Subtilty; wherefore Bur do for the prefent 
being hurry’d to Prifon: after the Viftory, and when 
the Storm of rage was over he was enlarg’d: but Crifpi- 
nus the Centurion was given up to Expiate for Capitol 
blood which he had fhed, as being of left account with 
Vitellius, and more in the Soldiers hatred. Julius Ci- 
'vdu, a Man of great Authority among the Batavians 
was alfo preferv’d againft the Soldiers attempts; left 
by his death they Jhould provoke that fierce People, and 
the rather for that there were at that time eight Cohorts 
of the fame Nation quarter’d in the Territory of the 
Lingoni , being the Auxiliaries of the fourteenth Legion, 
who by reafon of the Stirs at that time were feperated 
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from the Body ; thefe were held of great moment in 

the balance of Affairs at that Conjuncture. _ 

The four Centurions we mention d Nemut r, Dona- 
tut, Romiliut and Calpurnim \ were by Vitellius s order 
put to death» as having been fo notorioufly guilty of 
fidelity to their Prince; which among Rebels is a mofi in¬ 
expiable Crime . . . 

Shortly after Valerius Afiaticus Lieutenant of Belgtca 

came over to Vitellius who gave him his Daughter to 
Wife; as did alfo Julius BUfus, who was Governour 

of Gallia lugdunenfis with the Italian Legion, and the 

Taurin Hor(e who had their Quarters at Lyons, * The 

Rhcetian Troops like wife haftn’d over. 

In Britain all things went to their wifo; in which 
Province Trebellius Maximus was Lieutenant General, 
a Man hated and contemn’d by the Army for his Ava¬ 
rice ; againft whom the Soldiers averfion was increas’d 
by the praftices of Rofcius Callus Lieutenant of the twen- 
tieth Legion : their ancient Enmity being now by the 

Licence of Civil Diflention grown to a greater height: 
TreheUm accufing Ccehus of Sedition and Diflbltttion of 
Difcipline, and Carte him of robbing and impoverilh- 
ing the Legions; thus the Difcord of the Lieutenants 
ipoil’d the Harmony of the Army which deferted Tre¬ 
bellius even to the Auxiliaries; which in Cohorts and 
Wings went over to Ccelius ; till at length flighted and 
terrifi’d, he was forc’d to withdraw and fly for refuge 
to Vitellius ; howbeit the Province though without a 
Head continu’d quiet; the Lieutenants of the Legions 
alternately (applying that want; Carte however as be¬ 
ing themoft forward, bare moft (way among them.

The Hedui againft whom the Army had conceiv’d 
fome diftaft, prevented their purpofe of ill treating 
them by (upplying them pun&ually with Mony and 
Arms, and over and above furnifhing them with Pro- 
vifion at their own Expence: but what thefe did out of 

Fear, thofe of Lyons perform’d out of good will: how- 
beit they took with them the Italian Legion, and Tats- 
rin Horfe, leaving only the Eighteenth Cohort with or¬ 
ders to remain in the (landing Camp there. 

Manlius Valens Lieutenant • of the Italian Legion, 
who though a known well*wi(her to Vitellius , was by 
the fecret Practices of Fabius in no efteem with him; 
of whom however his Rival publickly fpake well; that 
fo unguarded he might wound him with more fafety. 

The old Feud betwixt the People of Lyons and Viena 
had been by the Civil Contentions reviv a; and much 
mifchief done and fuller’d on both (ides; wherein they 
proceeded with fuch Rancor that it was vifible the Party 
of Galba and Nero was not the (ingle fubje& of their 
Quarrel. Galba in the mean time had wreak'd his An¬ 
ger againft Lyons by Mul&s and Confifcations, and on 
me other hand had confer'd Honours and Privileges. 
Oft thofe of Viena, which at the bottom was the true 
caufe of that averfion and diftance of mind between 
thefe two People, whom a (ingle River only other- 

wife feparated. 

On thefe motives thofe of Lyons fecretly incens’d the 
Soldiers againft their Enemies of Viena ; declaring 
how they had laid Siege to their City, took part with 
Vindex. and of late had levy’d Forces for the fervice of 

Gtlba.

This Peopie having 
heard nothing of Galbas death refus’d fobmiffion to 
ViteUius , and by that means incens’d the turbulent fpi- 
rit of Cacina againft them. Their firft Hoftilities 
fprang from the Rapine of the one and twentieth Le¬ 
gion, who had robb’d the Helvetians ot a fum of Mo¬

2 1. During thefe Tranfa&ions Otho ( contrary to the 
Opinion the World had conceiv’d of him) diffembling

his Party) topurchafe thereby an opinion of his huma¬ 
nity. Celfus with an honeft afliirance confefs’d the ac- 


cufation of his Fidelity to Galba ; not forgetting to in - 
finuate the utility of merciful Examples to Princes ; where¬ 
upon Otho rather admitting his Defence as vertuous, 
than remitting the fault; forgave him and took him 
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into his Worn, giving him a Principal Command in 
the enfiling War; which he ehofe rather to do than to 
treat him coldly and fufpitiouily as a pardon d Enemy,

The 
Statue of Divus Julius which Hood in the liland ol the 
Ttbur chang’d its pofition, turning from Well to Eaft in 
a day bright and ferene, without any appearing caule. 
An Ox was faid to have (poken in Jufcany. Monuru- 
ous Births, and the like ftrange fights were feen; which 
in ancient and ignorant times were much reckond on, 
but now had effect only when Peoples minds were pre- 

poffefs’d with danger and weaken'd by their fears. But 
what moft terrify’d them, both from the prelenc damage 
and theprolped of future evil was the hidden riling ot 
the River, which carrying away the Snblicim Budge, 
was by the ruins ot that Strudure lb damm’d up that 
wanting paflage, it fweil’d to an Inundation which 
drown’d not only the lower part of the City,but reach d 
many places that were never thought in danger: lo ra¬ 
pid were the Waters that many not able to than the V10 
lence were Iwept away in the Streets, andftirprizd in 
their Habitations. Afterthis follow’d fcarcity of Provisi¬ 
ons, decay of Commerce, and a Famine among the

thele fears, when either by calual or natural means the 
Campus Mart,us and the FUminmn way DScame ltoppd 
up; which being the Quarter by which Otho s Army 
was to htarch, bred new and ominous forebodings in 
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ful Armv by Sea to invade the Narbon Gaul ; being well 
aflur’d of the Fidelity of the Marine Militia; having 4 
taken the remnant of that Legion ( which Galba had 
jo cruelly treated at the Mefaian- Bridge J out of Pri- 

fbn into Pay; whereby thole of that Order conceiv’d 
hopes of future Honour and Truft. 

This Army he reinforc'd with City Cohorts and de¬ 
tachments out of the Praetorians: of good ufo both for 
Str^igth and Counfol. The General Command of 
the Expedition was given by joint Commiffion to An - 
stratus Novellius and Suedius Clemens (who had been 
Centurions of the firft Order ) and lALmilius Pacencis 
whom Otbo had reftor’d to his Poft of Tribune from 
which Galba had degraded him. A feus his Freed man 

cariy’d the Flag, who was inftru&ed to have a watch¬ 
ful eye on the Behaviour and Conduct of Abler and 

Honefter men than himfelf. Suetonius Paulinas, Ma¬ 
rius C 4 fus, and Annius GaUus were at the head of the 
Horfe and Foot; but Othos chief confidence was in 
Licmius Proculus Captain, of the Praetorians, who, tho 
well enough pra&is’d in his bufinefs at home, was to¬ 
tally to feek in Service in the Field > howbeit through 
Impudence and Self-conceit ( which has an eafie ad¬ 
vantage of Defert ) the Authority of Paulinas s Judg¬ 
ment, the Promprnefs of Celfus s Courage, and the 
Warinefs of GaUus 's Condudk ( wherein they refpe< 9 > 
iveiy excell’d ) were by his Arts and Obftinacy defeat¬ 
ed. About the fame time Cornelius Dolabeila was con¬ 
fin’d to Aquinum, _ tho a Prifoner at large; as being 
guilty of nothing but great Nobility and Kindred to 

Galba. , 

Many of the principal Magiftrates (and fomeof 
Confolar Dignity ) were by Otbo's command order’d 
to prepare their Equipage to attend him in the Field; 
not to be employ’d in the Army, but to do him Ho¬ 
nour : among the reft Lucius ViteUius , who was treat¬ 
ed neither as Brother of an Emperor or of an Enemy. 

And now a face of Sadnefs was fpread throughout 

the 
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the City, no Condition being free from fear* or dan¬ 
ger : the prime Senators decay’d with Age or through 
long Eafe unable; the Nobility foftn’d by Sloth and 
unexercis'd in Arms; the Gentlemen unskill’d in Mi¬ 
litary Science; all by driving to hide, fo much the 

more bewray’d their Weakneft. 

On the other hand fome out of an ignorant Often- 

tation, bought up rich Armour and able Horfes for , 
Service; while others inftead of Arms for War made 
Provifion of Supplies for Riot and Senfuality. Wifer 
Heads in the mean time were foil of anxiety to foe 
the publick repofe thus broken ; and yet there wanted 
not (hallow Fools (unfeen in Confequences ) who 
were (well’d with the air of Expectation: and many a 
Bankrupt Wretch ( who in Peace was in danger) jaw 
himfelf (afeft amidft the gr^ateft Perils of the State. 

But the Body of the People ( who for its Bulk cou’d 
not partake the burthen of Publick Cares ) began 
now to have a feeling of Publick Calamities: the 
War devour’d their Mony, and the Armies their Pro¬ 
vifion at home; this begot Scarcity and Poverty, 
which Evils were not fo much felt in Vindesc s Com¬ 
motions; for their Hoftilities being at a diftance, the 
City was in no Care; and their Battles being betwixt 
the Legions and the Forces of France , gave it the 
Countenance of a Foreign War. For after Augusts 
came to the Empire, all Military A&ion was kept 
far off, and the Credit and Conduct center’d in one 
alone ; During the Reign of Tiberius and Cairn, Peace 
was more calamitous than War: the Confpiracy of 
Scribonius againft Claudius was nipt in the bud; and 
Nero rather by rumour than Arms was dethron'd; 
but at this time the Forces by Land and Sea, and (what is 
rarely (een) the Prartorians and City Troops were com¬ 
manded into Service; the Legions of the Eaft and Weft, 
andwhatfoeverftrength was yet behind; all took pare 
in the difpute, as they werediverfly affeCled, infomuch 

that had other Men commanded than thofo who did,

The 
City Militia not ufed to this kind of fatigue began pre- 
fently to cool upon the Matter. The graver fort and 
mod confiderate reproached themfeives for their own 
credulous fears, argued the Danger and Confufion 
they fhould be in, it Carina fhould have been there 
deed, and how eafy a Matter it would have been for 
him with fuch an Army to have hemm’d in a tew 
Troops in the midft of an open Country, where he 
had them at his Mercy. And in a little while no- 
thing was to be heard throughout the whole Gamp, 
but Duty and Refpeft, and juft Commendations of their 
Commander’s great Prudence, who had wifely made 

choice of lo powerful a Colony, and a Town fowell 

fortified, to receive the Enemy in. All which advan¬ 
tages Reflections the Centurions and Tribunes, as 
occafion ferved, took Care to infinuate and promote. 
At Lift Spurmna h imfelf interpofed, yet fa as not to 
reproach their Difobedience, but calmly to convince 
them from Reafon and their own Experience. And 
having gained his Point, he left foms Scouts and out- 
Guards; and marched back the reft to Placentia , in 

very good temper, and much better difpofed to obey 

Orders 
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Orders afterwards. There they fell to work in 
ftrengthning the Walls, building new Fortifications, 
railing Towers and Bulwarks. And thus the Effect 
of this Expedition was, not only diligent Provifion 
for receiving the Enemy, in Point of Arms, but which 
was chiefly wanting, to Men who had Valour fuffi- 
cient in point of Condudfc and Difcipline, and chear- 
ful fubmilfion to their fuperiour Officers.

Nor ought this to be^matter of wonder to us, when 
we reflect, how natural it is to all Mankind, to look 
with Envy and Difcontent upon the Plenty and Pro¬ 
motion of Men that rife apace ; and above all others, 
to expe<ft a rigorous obfervance of Moderation and 
Modefty, in thofe who were very lately upon the fame 
level of Fortune with our felves. 


Carina , upon paffing the To , made his firft Attempts 
by Parlies and Promifes, and laboured this way to re¬ 
duce Othos Friends; nor were they wanting in return 
to ufe the fame Methods with him. At lafl, when he

tier of Covering or Care td defend their Perfons. In 

that Rencounter (for it was no better ) the Amphi¬ 
theatre , a Noble and Beautiful Stru&ure, unfortunately 
took Fire, and was confumed to Allies: But whether 
this Mifchance came from the Brands, and other Com- 
buftible Matter, which the Befiegers threw into the 

place, or that which thole who defended the City retur¬ 
ned upon the Aflailants, is not certain. The Common 
People of that Colony, who, according to the conftant 
Jealoufieof their Temper, are eternally lulpe<fting 
feme Defign, would needs have it, that combuftible 
Matter was laid in, and Fire fewo it privately, by feme 
of the Neighbouring Colonies, who envied them the 
Glory of the Jargeft and moft magnificent Building 
of that kind, that all Italy could boaft of. But which 
way loever the Misfortune came, the Relentments of 
the People were fech, that, while the fear of greater 
and more fenfible Calamities continued upon them, 

this was fearce thought worth their Concern 5 but al- 

foon as thefe Apprehenfions were removed, and the 
Siege railed, the Lamentation for their Amphitheatre 
was fo great and general, that any other Lois they 
could poffibly have fuftained, was reprefented very 

tolerable in comparifon of this,

and large Timbers, huge Stonei, and maffy Weights 

of Leid and Brafs to break through their Works, burft 


their Coverts, and crulh thole to Pieces, who under 
that Prote&ion advanced to fap the Walls. Shame 


and Honour were powerful incitements to each Party 

to do gallantly, and neither were wanting m proper 
Arguments to encourage their own Men. The Vitel- 

lian fide valued themfelves upon the Strength or old 
Handing Legions, and a hardy German Army; the 
Othmtan magnifying the City Troops, and the Glory 
of the Praetorian Cohorts. Nor did thele Arguments 
reft in themfelves and their own Commendations, but 
were as vigorously ■ enforced by the Contempt and Re¬ 
proaches caft upon the contrary Party. The Auailants 
upbraided the Befieged with Lazinels, and Effeminacy, 
and a Life (pent in Plays and Shews, fit only for De¬ 
lights and idle Recreations; and Thele again reviled the 
fiegers,' as foreign, and rude, and barbarous. And 
when they had once let loofe their Tongues thus far, 
they naturally went a little higher, to Otbo and Fttel- 
Um % themfelves; each crying up or running down the 
Head of his own, or of the adverfe Faction, with great

motion. The loftieft and ftrongeft part of the Walls 
they try to difmantle by Sling-ftones, and to beat oft 
the Men from the Battlements by Darts. The ruinous 
and negleded parts they attack in dole Fight, and en¬ 
deavour to Scale where they find any breach or decay. 
The Befieged in the mean while lofe no advantage # o£ 

the higher ground, but with due poize and certain, aim 

galled the Aflailants with their Darts; efpecially the 
German Cohorts, who, fighting after their Country 
Falhion, ran in with loud Huzzas, and waved their 
Ta rgets over their Shoulders without any care to defend 
their'Bodies. The Legionary Forces with more confi- 
deration and difcipline advance under their Hurdles, 
and by the help of that Shelter Sap the Walls, throw 
up Ramparts, and try to force the Gates? The Praeto¬ 
rians on the other fide roll down huge Mill-Stones up¬ 
on the Enemy, laid ready in convenient parts of the 
Walls for that purpofe; part of the Affailants were 
bruiled and crufhed to pieces with the weight of thefe, 
part (lain and wounded with Dares, part mangled and 
maimed; at laft the Terror and Flight made 
Carnage, fo much the greater, by reafon the befieged 
were in lefs confternation, and took furer aim from 
the Walls, than the Befiegers could do from a lower 

ground, and in the Confufion of a Repulfe. Carina, 
ienfible of the diladvantage and lofs he had fuftained, 
retreated with fome prejudice to his honour. However, 
partly that he might not undergo the Reproaches of the 
Tlacentiam , and continue a jeft to them, by lying ftill 

in the fame ground (the Scene of his infamy and raih 
attempt,) and partly being ftraightned forProvifions; 
herelolved to repafs the Po 9 and make up to Cremona .

the Horfemen were ordered to advance, and bid the 
Enemy Battle* When they had drawn them to an 
Engagement, their Inftrudions were to give ground, 
and contrive to keep the Enemy warm in purfuit, till 
they ihould fall into this Ambufcade. This defign was 
luckily difcovered to Otho\ Generals, of whom Pan- 
ItrtHt had then the Command of the Foot, and Celfus 
of the Horfe. In the Left Wing were a Standard of 
the thirteenth Legion, four Cohorts of Auxiliaries, and 
five hundred Horfe. Three Praetorian Cohorts drawn 
clofe together kept the High-way. On the Right were 
pofted the firft Legion, two Cohorts of Auxiliaries 
and five hundred Horfe more. And befides all thefe a 


Referve of a thou fa nd Horfe, drawn out of the 
Guards and Auxiliary Troops, defigned to fuftain 
the former if they ihould lofe ground, or topulh the 
advantage more vigoroufly if they ihould gain it. 

The Vitelltan Party, beginning prefently to give 
way, before the main Body of the Army were engaged, 
Celfus, who had been let into the Secret, reftrained 
his Men from purfuit, and ordered them to give back.

But although Valens his Army 
were more, almoft indeed double the number of that 
he jeyned, yet many things concurred to recommend 
Carina more to the Affections of the Soldiers; fuch 
as his Genteel Humour, and Liberal Difpofition in 
which he was much faperior, the Vigour of his Youth, 
the Gracefulnefs of his Perfon and Stature, and withal 
a winning fort of Addrefs, and other luch trifling 
qualities to recommend him; This bred emulation 
and ill blood between the Generals. Carina contem¬ 
ned Valens > as a Man fordid and fcandalous; and Va- 
lem made as great a jeft of Carinas Vanity and Pride* 
But, ftifling the averfion they had to each other, they 

contributed to promote the.fame .common Intereft, 

and by frequent Letters expofed Otho for his infamous 
Converfation without making any allowances; though 
at the fame time Otbos Officers fpared Vitellius, who 
yet was not wanting to furnifh them with Matter in 
abundance for Cenfure and Reproach. For, to deal 
impartially between them, (and letting afide the man¬ 
ner of their Dying, which in Otho was juftly renown¬ 
ed, in Vitellius mofl fcandalous,) it mutt be confefr* 
tfiat the lazy Pleafurcs of Vitellius provoked lets Jea¬ 
loufie and Fear, than the furious Lufts of Otho, He 
alio was had in greater horrour and detection upon 
the account of Galhas murder; whereas no Man pre¬ 
tended to lay the beginning of the War at Vitellius his 
door. In fhoit, Vitellius was his own Enemy by Glut¬ 
tony and Intemperance 5 but Otho had not Luxury a- 

lone, but Cruelty, and Ambition, and an Audacious 
fpirit, to render him more formidable and definitive

way their Standard; the refentment whereof fo en¬ 
raged the Legion, that they bore down furioufly upon 
the firft Legion, forced them to give Ground, killed 
Qrpbidiut Benignus the Colonel, and preffed them fo 
hard, as to take many Colours and Banners from them. 
In another Quarter, the Thirteenth Legion was forced 
by the Fifth, and a Detachment of the Fourteenth lur- 
rounded and greatly diftrefled by a Number of the E- 
tieroy pouring in upon them. And the Battel was 
now brought to that pafs, that while Otbes Ge¬ 
nerals were quitting the Field, and fhifeing for them- 
felves, Carina and Valens were fuftaining their fide 
with frefh Recruits. As a farther addition of Strength, 
Alphenm Varus advanced with his Batavian Troops, ha¬ 
ving routed a Party of Gladiators , who were {lain by 
the Enemy’s Cohorts in the very River, as *hcy were 
endeavouring to pafs it in Boats. Thefe came fleih d 
with their late Vi<5tory, and fell in upon the Enemy s 
Flank. At laft the Main Battel was broke, and Otho s 
Army fled in great diforder, and all made the beft ofc 
their way to Bedriacum .

Conqueror’s good Graces. 

But, though the War feemed now to be at an end 

in all parts of the Empire, a confiderable part of the 
Senate, who had attended Otho from Rome as far as 
Mutina, and ftaid there by his Dire&ion, ran a very 
great rifque of their Lives. The News of Othos de¬ 
feat was come thither, but the Soldiers, difregarding it 
as a Report falfe and groundlefs, and (iifpedting with¬ 
al, that the Senate did not bear all that good AfFe&ion 
to'Othos Caufe, which they ought to have done, lay 
upon the catch for every word they fpoke, made ill in¬ 
terpretations of every A&ion, nay, even of their very 
Looks; and not only fo, but by reviling and infolent 
Language plainly fought occafions to Quarrel, and 
only wanted a pretence to murder them. The Se¬ 
nate in the mean while were no lefs apprehenfive of 
Danger from another quarter; and concerned, what 
Contfrudfrons would be made of their flownefs to be¬ 
lieve the Vi&ory, and make any Declarations in fa¬ 
vour of Vit e liim , when all the Power was in his hands. 

In this perplexity, and fear what would become of 

them either way, they aflemble themfelves together.

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Confultatioris, and he very readily offered himfelf to 
receive their Complements: But it happened at this 
critical juncture, that Cenus a Free-Attendant of Nero, 
confounded all again with a peremptory but monftrous 
Lye : Averring, that the Fourteenth Legion was come 
np, that the Forces at Brisceilum were joyned and ral¬ 
lied again; that they drew out and bid the Conque- 

rour Battel, and had abfolutely turned the Fortune of 
the Field by a very bloody Engagement, and total Rout 
of the ViteUian Army. That which put him upon in¬ 
venting this Story, was a Deflgn to get Otho\ Orders 

for prefling ofCarriages obeyed,which upon the fuppofi- 
tion of his Death, would be utterly neglected as null and 
void. And accordingly, it took effect fo fir, that 
Cemts went Poft to Rome by this means, but within a 
few days he was taken and executed by Order of 
Vitellius. In the mean while this Rumor, however 
grcundlefs, rendred the Senator’s cafe more difficult 
and dangerous; for Otho s Soldiers partial to their own 
Interefr, firmly believed all this Account to be trjje; 
and their hafry removal from Mutina , made the Mat¬ 
ter ffili worfe, becaufe this plainly look’d like quitting 

the Party with all the Formalities ot a Council of 
State. After this therefore they conlulted every Man 
his own Salecy, and met no more in a Body, nor con¬ 
ferred at all together concerning any pubhclc Bufinefs, 
till fuch time as Letters from Fabius Valtns brought a 
full Account of the pofture of Affairs, and fet their 
Hearts at eafe from Doubts and Fears. 

The Death of Otho would be lure to fpread fafler, 
in proportion to the Difcourfe, which fo extraordinary 
an A diion muft needs create. But the News was re¬ 
ceived at Rome without any Commotion at all: Things

peint in fuch Cafes, while Hope and Fear, Reafon and 
Chance were under his Contemplation, Vefpafian, up¬ 
on his Lev£e was faluted by the Soldiers of the Guard, 

with the Title of Emperor inftead of General: and chela 
were immediately follow’d by the reft with Acclama¬ 
tions, calling him Cafar and Auguftus, and giving him 
all the Appellations which denote Imperial Power. The 
Diffidence which before poitefs’d his Mmd was now 
chang'd into a Refolution of trufting his Fortune. In 
this Change of Affairs he appeal’d the fame Man, with¬ 
out any thing of Pride or Arrogance > but as loon as 
his Thoughts were fettled upon the Surprize of this 
Alteration, he made 'em a Soldierlike Speech, and all 
things on every fide look’d promifing and luccelsrul; 
for Mucianus , who ftaid only for this Juncture, had 
before brought over the Army to Vefpafan s Party. Then 
entring the Theatre at Antioch , their place of meeting 
about Publick Bulinefs, he made a handfbme Harangue 
to the Multitudes who came from all Parts to Comple¬ 
ment him; he being well skill d in Greek Eloquence, 
and one who well underftood to give a becoming Air 
and Grace to all his Speeches and A&ions. Nothing 
had more incens’d the People of that Province as well 
as the Soldiery, than what Mucianus had given out. 
That Vitellius had refolv’d that she German Legions (hould 
take their Quarters in Syria, a plentiful Country and undi~ 
fiurb'd\ and that on the contrary, the Syrian Legions fhould 
Winter zwGermanv, a plaee of extreme Cold and Hardjhip„ 

For the Soldiers chemlelves had continued fo long in 
thofe Parts, that they were perfectly well acquainted 
and eafie there,and began to like and love the Countiy, 
as their own Native S01L Ail Parties thus difpoied to 
Confent, the whole Province of Syria was in Fealty to 

Fefpafiatt* before the Fifteenth of July , 

' 3 S oh emus 
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S oh emus , a Prince of con fiderable Strength, and all 
his Subje&s came in to the Confederacy, fo did An- 

tiochm, by far the wealthieft of all the Kings that were 
Tributary to the Roman State. After a little time, A - 

rrippa, upon private Intelligence received from home, 
flipped away from Rome , and, unknown to Vitelline, 

took a hafty Voyage to his own Territories, that he 
might fix himfelf in this new Intereft. Nor was Queen 
j Berenice left zealous in the Caufe , a Pnnceft in the 
perfection of Youth and Beauty, but Ihc had other 
Charms for old Veppafian, to whom fhc chiefly reconi* 
mended her felf by the many and magnificent Pre- 
fents fhe made him. All the Provinces of the Sea-coaft, 
as far as Apa and Achaia , and all the Champain upto 
Pontus and Armenia , declared and (wore Obedience 
likewife. But the Governours in thefe Parts had no 
Forces to defend themfelves,' for as yet there had been 

no Legions fettled in Cappadocia . 

The Generals had appointed a Grand Conlultation 
at Berytus , for adjufting all Matters relating to the 
management of Affairs. Hither came Mutianm with 
many General Officers and Tribunes, and fuch of the 

Centurions and private Soldiers, as were capable of 

making the beft Figure; The Flower and Gayecy of 
the Jewifh Army met him here likewife. So great an 
appearance of Horfe and Foot, and the vaft retinues 
of Princes, who feemed ambitious to outvie one ano¬ 
ther, made up the Splendor and Majefty of a Court 

truly Imperial. 

The firft great care in order to the War, was to 
levy new Men, and to invite the old and disbanded 
Soldiers to return into the Service again. Then leveral 
Cities of Strength were affigned, for making Arms 
and other Implements of War: At Antioch a Mint 
was ere&ed, and Gold and Silver Money coined; and 

all thefe things wcreinfpe&ei by proper Officers, each 

sn 
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in their feveral places. Nor was Vefpafian himfelf want¬ 
ing, in following the Meafores agreed upon; for He 
in Perfon would often go among the Officers and 
Workmen, to quicken and entourage them; the Dili¬ 
gent he excited by his Commendations, the Slothful 
and Negligent he rouzed by his Example; always 
choofing rather to win them by gentle Methods, than 
compel them by Severity and Correction; and more 
apt to cover and feemingly overlook the Faults and 
Failings of his Friends, than to conceal their Virtues 
and Delerts. Several he rewarded with Commiffions 


in the Army and Governments of Provinces; others 
by conferring upon them the Dignity of Senators, Per- 
fons, for the generality, of juft and great worth, and

Letters were difperfed to the feveral Armies, and 

their refpedtive Commanders in Chief, requiring them 

to bring in the old Pratorian Soldiers, who bore a 
grudge to Vitellius ; and to offer them Bounty-money 
in cafe they return’d to their Ann?. Mucianns fee for¬ 
ward with a light Army himfeif, bearing the Poft ra¬ 
ther of a Partner in the Empire, than an Officer in 
it His Marches he temper’d fo prudently, as not to 

give the Enemy reafon to fufpe& him of Fear by ad¬ 
vancing too flow, and yet at the fame time to give 

leifure for Fame to go before him, by not moving too 
faft : For he was confcious that his own Strength was 

not Formidable of it felf, and wifely confidered, that 
Report always magnifies things at a diftance. But the 
Sixth Legion, and a detachment of Thirteen Thoufand 
VexiHaries followed after in a great Body. The Fleet was 
ordered from Pontus to Byzantium \ and he was in lome 
difpute with himfeif, whether he ffiould not rather 
leave Mafia, and march his Horfe and Foot diredly 

to Dyrracbium ; and at the fame time block up the Sea 

toward Italy with great Ships; Care being taken to 
fecure all Afta and A chat a behind him, which, had 
they not been ftoutly Garrifoned, muft have lain at 
VittUm his mercy, without any poflibility of defending 
themfelves. By this Method Vitellm would be at a lols, 
which part of Italy he ffiould cover, if a Land Army 
fhould come before Brundufium and Tarentum, and the 
Coafts of Lucania and Calabria were at the tame time 

alarmed by an Enemy's Fleet. 

And now, upon the former Refolutions being takan, 

all the Provinces were employed in Preparations; and 

nothing but building of Ships, railing Men, and making 

A ms, 
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Arms, was to be feen or heard. But that which gave 
them thegreatefl difficulty, was the raffing of Money; 

which Mucianus upon all occafions ufed to call The 
Sinews of War : And he purfued this Notion fo far, 

that without any regard to the Mariner or the Juftice 

of procuring it, the only thing he feerned to have any 
concern for, was the Greatnefs of the Sum. To ferve 
this purpafe, frequent Informations took place, and 
Eftates fo greedily confifcated upon them, that the 
Wealthier any Man was, the nearer and furer he was 
to be devoured; Which Oppreffions were in truth in- 
fupportable; and,, however the Necefficies of the State 
might be aliedged in mitigation of them while the 
War continued, yet thofe vile Practices did not ceafe 
with the Extremities that gave them countenance. 
Peace had its notorious Extortions too; and Vefpafian 
himfeif, though in the beginning of his Reign he took 
unrcafonable and unjuft ways of fqueezmg the People 
with fome fort of Remorfe ; yet afterwards embolden¬ 
ed by Profperity, and confirmed by the Examples and 
Inftru&ions of very ill Mafters, he learned the Art of 
Wickednefs apace, and exercifed it without any fear 
or relenting. ’Tis true indeed, Mucianus contributed 
largely to the ex pence of the War, but kis as true, that 

he found his Account in it; for, by advancing Money 

out of his own Purfe, he gained an opportunity ofre- 
imburflng himfeif fo much more largely out of the 
Publick Stock. And, although a great many followed 
his Example of advancing (applies for carrying on the 
War, yet few, if any, took the liberty, or had the power 
indeed, tq pay themfelves again with fo exorbitant

Vefpafian : In which they were influenced exceeding¬ 
ly by Primus Antonim ; A Perfon obnoxious to the Laws, 
convi&ed for Forgery in Nerds Reign. But among the 
many other Misfortunes of War, Impunity to ill Men 

is not ( we know) the lead; and He by this means had 

gotten himfelf reftored to his Dignity of Senatour again, 
and was fb far in Galbas good Graces, as to have the 
Seventh Legion given him. Some think he lent to 
Otho with profers of his Service, but thofe not being 
thought worth acceptance, he was not concern d on 

either fide during that War. Now, as ViteUm _ his Inte- 
reft began to decline apace, he fell in with Vefpafian, 
and did him very confiderable Service; for he was a 
Man of Courage and Activity, of Eloquence and rer- 
fwafion ; a cunning fomenter of Mifreprelentation and 
Malice; expert at creating Differences, and at blow¬ 
ing them up into Mutiny and Fa&ion; an infatiablc 
Oppreffor, and a profufe Giver; Not to be endured in 
time of Peace when Law could have its free Couue, 
and as little to be negle&ed in time of War, when In¬ 
trigue and mifchievous Qualities have fo much influ¬ 
ence. Thus the Mafian and Pannonian Armies quick¬ 
ly uniting, brought over the Dalmatian too. The 

Common Soldiers there exprefling their good inclina¬ 
tion, without any influence at all from then; Superior 
Officers. Titus Ampius Flavians was at that time Lieu^ 
tenant-General of Pannonia , and Pompeim Subanus ot 

N 4 Dawatit, 
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Dalmatia, both Men of great Years, and great Subflance- 
But there was another fort of Man Procurator men, 
Cornelius Fufcus , in the prime of his Age, and nobly 
defcended: He had, when he was very young, ex- 
cufed himfeif from ading as Senator, fond of Eale and 
Privacy, and reviving to retire altogether. After¬ 
wards he was Captain of his Colony for Gatia, from 
thence role to the Procuratorfhip, and now, efpoufing 
Vefpafians Caufe, was one of the warmed Men con¬ 
cerned in the War. He feemed to take greater Satif- 

fa&ion in Danger, than in the Prize and Reward td 
be attained by iti and thus loving Difficulty for its 
own fake, he was much fonder of any thing New, and 
in profped only, nay uncertain and hazardous in the 

purfuit, than of any Advantages already fure and in 
his own poffeffion. Antonius and He thus joyning 
Forces, leave nothing unattempted, but wherefoever 
there was the lead Difcontent, apply themfelves with 
great Diligence, to loofen and bring Men off from 
their Obedience. Letters accordingly were fent into 
Britain to draw over the Fourteenth Legion, and others 
into Spain for the Fird Legion, to the fame purpose, 
becaule both thofe Legions had formerly ferved under 
Otbo, and had particular Refentments againd Vttellm. 
Letters were likewife dilperfed all over the Gallias } and 
in an indanc of time a mighty War broke out in all 
Parts. For the Illyrian Armies now revolted openly, 
and the reft were as ready to follow that fide, which 

they faw Fortune molt inclined to favour. 

While thefe Matters were in agitation by Vefpafian 
and the Generals of his Party in the Provinces abroad ; 
Vite/lm , whofe Sloth and Vices grew every day more 
notorious and defpicable at home, made frequent halts 
at every Town and pleafant Seat, where he could find 
Enrcrtainmenc for his Luxury. Moving towards Rome 

with a flow March ; and a numerous Train. Three- 

• * * / 
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/core Thoufand Men in Arms attended him, all infa¬ 
mous for infolent and licentious Behaviour. The num¬ 
ber of Slaves was yet greater than the former, and a 
Rout of Suttlers more vile and fcandalous, and an- 
fwering all the diffolutenefs of that Chara&er: The 

Retinue of fo many General Officers and. Friends 
would have been hardly kept in any tolerable Decorum, 

though Difcipline had been exercifed in the ftri&eft and 

moft regular manner: But, to make this Grievance 
yet more infuppoitable, a mighty appearance of Re¬ 
man Senators and Gentlemen added greatly both to 
the crowd, and the diforder: Some of which upon a 
principle of Fear, Others from an officious Flattery, 
the Reft, and indeed almoft All, came at laft, to avoid 
the Imputation of fingularity and difiatisfadion, Be- 
fides an infinite Number of rafealiy Fellows well 

known to Vitellius for the infamous Services done him. 
Buffoons, and Parafites, Players and Charioteers. For 
in fuch fcandalous Friends and Acquaintance as thefe, 
this Emperor took wonderful Satisfaction. By this 
means not only the Colonies and Free Towns were 
beggered, by furnifhing Provifions for fo many Mouths, 
but the Farmers, and their Fields, (it happening to be 
then the Ssafon of the Fruits being ripe ) were wafted 
and ravaged, as if they had been contriving to make 
havock of an Enemy’s Country. 

There had been many Outrages and frequent Blood- 
Ihed among the Soldiers, after the Mutiny at Tki- 
num * ; For ftill the old grudge was kept up between 
the Legions and Auxiliaries: But when any Quarrel 
happened with the Country People, thefe then took 
one another’s Part, and treated Them as Common Ene¬ 
mies. But the bloodied Encounter was about feven 
Miles fliort of Rome. VittUim there had delivered out 
to his Soldiers Provifions, in a manner and proportion 

more like the cramming of Gladiators, than the fu- 

ftaining 

* tavja> 
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Raining of an Army: The Common People in pro* 
difious Numbers had difperfed themfelves in all Quar¬ 
ters of the Camp: Some of thefo, intending a fort ot 
rough Jeft, had cut off the Soldiers Belts unobferved, 
and then began to rally them upon the Matter. They, 
who were not ufod to be aff ronted, could not bear the 
Jeft, but enraged at this difdainful ufage, fell upon the 
People, who had nothing to defend themfelves, with 
their drawn Swords. Among the flam was found a 
Soldier’s Father, who came to meet and congratulate 
his Son; this Difcovery put fome reftraint upon their 
Furv and prevented the {bedding more innocent Blood. 
S in the City there was great Confufion, occafioned 
by the Soldiers breaking their Ranks, and crowding 
forward without Order. The Forum they chiefly 
thronged to, defirous to fee the Place where Galba 
was (lain. And in Truth, this was not a more (hock¬ 
ing fight than the very Spectators themfelves; with 
huge mafly Partisans in their Hands, and Hides oi 
Wild Beafts about their Shoulders, brawling and cuf¬ 
fing, and fomecimes drawing upon the People, when 
they by their own ignorance or inadvertency had run 
upon the Crowd, or happened to juftle in their pat- 
fage, or fall in a flippery way. The Tribunes alio and 
other Principal Officers marched in Martial manner, 
with terrible Pomp and vaft Bodies of armed Men be¬ 
hind them. ViteRm himfelf came from the Melvian 

Bridge with Sword and Armour on, mounted on a 
ftately Horfo, putting the Senate and People before 
before him, as if he had been making his Entry into 
a City taken from an Enemy. And thus he had en- 
tred Rome , but that his Friends faw the indecency, and 

what con ft ruction would be made ; by whole Advice 
fuffering himfelf to be pet (waded, he changed his Ha¬ 
bit to a Roman Gown, and the Face ot his Equipage 

50 that cuftomary in Peace. The Four Standards ot 
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the Legions marched in the Front, attended with as 
many Colours drawn out of other Legions; after 
Them the Banners of Twelre Wings, then the Foot^ 
in Ranks, and in their Rear the Horfo. Thefo were 
followed by four and Thirty Cohorts, diftinguifhed by 
the Names of the foveral Countries they belonged to, 
or the different forts of Arms they bore. Before each 
Standard went the foveral Camp Matters and Tribunes, 
and eldeft Centurions, all in white; the reft marched 
each with their refpe&ive Companies, glorioufly fine 
in Arms, and Marks of Honour; the private Soldiers 
too with their Furniture and Collars made a very fplen- 
did appearance. In fhsrt, the whole Cavalcade was 
brave and noble, and the Army much too good for 
fiich a Prince as VtttUius. In this order he went dire&Iy 
up to the Capitol, and meeting there his Mother, he 
paid her his Refpeds, and faluted her with the Title of 

* Augufia . 

The day following he made a tnoft pompous Speech 
concerning himfolf; extolling his own Induftry and 
Temperance at a moft extravagant rate. You would 
have thought he had addrefied himfelf to fome Fo¬ 
reign Senate, and an Aflembly who never knew nor 
heard of him; when, alas! the whole Audience were 
well acquainted with his fcandalous Debaucheries; and 
all Italy , through which he had lately marched with all 
the Marks of fnameles Riot and Sloth, had been Eye- 
Witneffes of his Conversion and true Character. 
But, all this notwithftanding, the Common People, 
whofo Hearts are always open upon fiich great Solem¬ 
nities, and fo well taught in nothing as in Flattery with¬ 
out diftin&ion of Perfon or Merit, according to Cu- 
ftom were loud in their Shouts, and liberal of their 

Applaufo, infomuch that they perfo&Iy conftrained him 
to take the Name of Augu[tus t in defpight of all hie 
Relolutions to the contrary; And in good Truth, the 

accepting 
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accepting it now, and the refufing it before, were e* 
. qually infignificant to him. 

A City fo remarkably foperftitious as Rome could not 
but make inaufpicious Conftru&ions upon any Adion 
of Importance, done upon a Day infamous for former 
Calamities to the State. And accordingly it was interpre¬ 
ted,as exceeding ominous,that^>f5/W/,upon his Entrance 
upon the Pontificate, ftiould iflue out his firft Edi&s 
concerning Religion on the Eighteenth of July . A 
Day of fo melancholy remembrance in Roman Story, 
for the two great Defeats at Cremona and AUia , that 
People thought a Man guilty of fuch an abfurdity loft 
to all regard both of human and divine Laws; and all 
his Attendants and Friends fo ftupid and void of 
thought, that no Man fober and in his Senfes, could 
have behaved himfelf at this rate. But, when he ap¬ 
peared at the Solemn Aftembhes upon the Creation of 
new Confuls, his Deportment was full of Courtefie 
and Condefcention; and he affeded to render him¬ 
felf popular, after fo mean and naufeous a manner, 
that, whether he were in the Theatre at the Prizes, or 
in the Cirque at the Race, he laboured to ingratiate 
himfelf with the meaneft of the People, by concern¬ 
ing himfelf eagerly for fome one fide. 

All which Methods are indeed taking enough, and 
feidom fail to recommend a Man, when they proceed 
from Virtue and good Qualities; but in Vitellises, where 
every body knew they could have no fuch Foundation, 
they were defpifed as they deferved, and lookt upon 
as littlenefs of Spirit, very unbecoming his Station. He 
alfo frequently appeared in the Senate, even when the 
Matters before them were of very fmall importance. 
It happened, that in fome Debate Helvidm Prjfcus, 
then Pmor ele<ft, had given his Suffrage contrary to 
what Vitellm had moved For. This at firft gave him 
fom$ diforder, but the impreffion went no farther,

Others were well enough pleated to fee, that, when he 

defigned to mention a Pattern of true Glory, Thrift* 

was thought a properer SubjeA for the Companion, 

than any of the Court Favourites, whole Fortunes and 

Intereft as much exceeded his, as his Wifdom and Vir¬ 
tue was fiiperiour to Theirs. 


Publius Submits he advanc’d to be Captain of the 
Guards, from Prefedt of a Cohort, and Julius Trifcus 
was taken from a Centurion to the fame Pollthe 
latter ow’d his Promotion to the favour of Valins , and 
the former was as much in the good graces of Cactnna: 
For between thefe two, who manag’d all the Con¬ 
cerns of the Empire, VittUim had little or nothing left 
at his own difpofal, and confidering the piques and fe- 
cret emulations between them, he had enough to do 
to fatisfie them both. But thole Refentments which 
the Condition of the Publick Affairs made it necef- 
fary to diflemble in a Camp and during the War, 
were now by the perverfenels and ill offices of Friends, 

and by the intrigueings of a City Convention, which 

feidom fails to produce a world of Quarrels and Mif- 
underftanflings, blown up to a great height. The af- 
fedting to out-do each other, in the Court made to 
them, in their Retinue and Appearance; and not on¬ 
ly the aiming at excelling in thefe particulars them- 

felves, 
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felves, but the Comparifons made between them in 
common Diicourfe by others, all contributed to en- 
flame the Quarrel, efpecially too, confidcring that 
Vitetttus was exceeding mutable, and gave greater 

countenance, fbmetimes to the one, fometimes to the 
other ; For Power and Princes Favour when too great 
is never conftant and to be long depended upon* 
They on the other hand were every whit as different¬ 
ly affe&ed toward ViteUiut ; and cither dreaded or 
defpis’d hhn , as they obferv’d the uncertainty of his 
Temper to fhift from one extreme to another, upon 
every flight Provocation or naufeous Flattery, unac¬ 
countable Piques or vile Submiflions. This put them 
upon making the beft ufe of their time, for getting 
the Seats, Gardens, and Revenues belonging to the 

Empire into their hands; while many wretched Ob- 
je&s among the Nobility, whom Galba had recall’d 
from Exile, found no manner of Compaflion from 
the Emperor, nor could obtain fo much as relief for 
their very Wants. This indeed was lookt upon as 
a worthy and a reafonable Favour, that he granted 
to all that return’d from Exile, the full Right of Pa¬ 
trons over their Freed-men ; But tho both the Nobi¬ 
lity and Commonalty of the City applauded the Gift, 
yet the Perfons concern’d found bwt a very poor ac¬ 
count in it; The difpofitions of Servants, which al¬ 
ways lie to tricking, evacuating the Defign, and con¬ 
triving a thoufand Frauds to conceal their Money, 
either by fome fecret contrivance of their own, or by 
putting it under the Name and Prote&ion of Great 
Perfons: and fome of them took a furer Courfe than 
either, for by getting into the Emperors own Family, 
they grew above the Law, and too big for tneir 

Mailers. 

As for the Army, the number being much greater 

than the Camps could pofltbly contain, the Overplus 

wer§ 
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were difpers’d in all quarters of the Town, loitering 
in the Porticos, and Temples, and every Street, with¬ 
out Ward, Watch fet, or any manner of Bufinefs or 
Exercife to keep them in ure; but taking their full 
fwing in the Debaucheries of the Town, and indul¬ 
ging Pra&ices not fit to be nam’d, their Bodies were 
wafted and enfeebl’d by Lazinefs, and their Spirits 
broken by Luxury and Luft. Nay there was no care 
taken fo much as to fecure their Health i Several 
of them were fuffer’d to quarter among the damp un- 
wholfom Bogs about the Vatican , which bred a great 
Mortality among the common Soldiers; And the Ger- 
ntans and Gauls, whofe Conftitutions were more apt 
to take Colds and other Diftempers, ruin’d their Bo* 
dies with immoderate and unfeafonable Swimming, a 
Remedy which their impatience of the Heat, and 
lodging upon the Banks of the Tiber % put them upon 
ufing to their very great prejudice. Then for the Or¬ 
der and Difciplme of the Militia, either Corruption 
or Imprudence had abfolutely confounded it all. There 
was contriv’d a new Eftablifliment of Standing Force! 
for Rome , Sixteen Praetorian and Four City Cohorts, 
each amounting to a thoufand Men. hi the forming 
this Conftitution Vakns pretended to the greateft (hare, 
to which many things concurr’d. His having refeu’d 
C*cima out of imminent danger: And true it is, that 
from his joining the Army, the Advantage of that 
fide ought to be dated: and the ill Conftru&ions, 
which the flownels of his march had expos’d him to, 
were efFe&ually got over by the Succefs of the Battle { 

Befides too, all the Troops of Lower Germany were in- 

tirely in his Interefts* And this preference given to 
a Rival, is thought by fome the firft occafion of ftag- 
gering Cacinna s Fidelity to Vitelline . But Hill how in¬ 
dulgent foever the Emperor fhew’d him fe If to the Ge¬ 
nerals, he was much more fo to the private Soldiers, 
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every one here had the privilege ofchoofing his own 

Port, and without regard to Qualifications or Delert, 
might put himfelf upon the City Roll: and on the 
other hand, if any proper for this Service were con¬ 
tent to continue dill in the Legions or Wings, that 
was allow’d too: And many rather chofe to do io, 
upon account of the Diftempers and Unhealthfulnefs 
of the place, and the exceffive Heat of the Climate, 
which they found by no means to agree with their 
Conftitutions. But (till the Legions and Wings were 
extremely weaken’d by this means, and yet the Grace 
of the Praetorian Camp mightily impair d at the lame 
time, while indeed it had the name of Twenty Thou- 
fand| but then they were rather confuledly jumbled 

together, than regularly chofen Men. 

As Vitellius was haranguing the Army, > 

and Flavius, and Kufinu,, who com manded in Gallia, 
were demanded, as Perfons obnoxious for having ap¬ 
pear’d in Arms for Vindix. ViuUim gave no check to 
their infolent and tumultuous Clamours; partly re- 
ftrain’d by his own natural Cowardice and Fear, part¬ 
ly, becaufe the day of the Donative came on, and he 
was fenfible he could not anfwer their Expectations. 
Since therefore ic was not in his power to gratihe em 
with Money, he was content to anfwer it m every 
thing elfe. To fupply thefe Deficiencies, a Tax was 

laid upon all Freed-Servants of the Nobility, in pro- 

portion to the number of their Slaves. He, for his 
part whofe only concern teem d to lie, in contriving 

how' he Ihould fpend all that came in, built large and 
noble Stables for the Charioteers, provided Sequent 
Shews of Gladiators and wild Beads: andfquander d 
away Money, as if the very plenty of it had been a

written in confternation and furprife, it was very im- 
perfed and ihort of the truth; and as far were the 
Friends and Flatterers of Vitellius from giving credit 
even to that little which was fent upon the Subject. 
They let themfelves to put the beft face upon the mat¬ 
ter; and allowing all they had heard to be true, yet 
comforted them (elves that this was only One Legion 
which had deferred, but as for all the Armies befides, 
they continu’d ftancb, and firm to their firft Mafter. 
Ac this rate Vitellius in perlbn difcours’d to the Soldiers, 
falling foul upon the Praetorians lately disbanded, and 
reproaching them with Ipreading falfe, and feditious 
News; affirming in general terms that theie was no 
danger at all of a Civil War, but never once menti-

in particular, and planting 


Soldiers up and down the City, to check all difcourfe 


of that kind. 


But this extraordinary caution to lupprels 


the Report, contributed more than any other Circum-

but mod of Vefpafians defigns were kept dole, partly 

by reafbn of Vitellius his ftupidity and negle<fting to 
get Intelligence, partly becaufc the Garrifons, which 
guarded the Vannonian Alpes flopped all Meflengers; 
and more particularly, bccaufe it was the Seafon for 
the Trade Winds, which are fair for carrying News in¬ 
to theEaft Country, but contrary for bringing any back 

from thence. . _ 

At length, Vitellius , rouzed with the Enemies in¬ 
vading the Frontiers, and terrified with ill Tidings 
from every Quarter, gives order to Cacina and Valens 
to prepare for War* Cacina was fent out firft into the 
Field, Valens at that time being juft rifing up again 
from a very dangerous fit of ficknefs, and fo not in 
condition for beginning a Campaigne. It was very 
obfervable that the German Army, in their inarch out 
of the City, made a figure chemoft diftant that could 
be, from their coming in. The Strength and Vigour 

of their Bodies was wafted and gone; the Courage and 

Fire of their Spirits damped and'drooping; their march 
was thin and flow, their Arms not well fixed, their 
Ilorfes out of Heart. The Sun^the Duft, the Wea- 
ther, none of which could make impreftion upon thefe 
Jvlen before, were now grown troublefome and in-

Succefs. It was There put to the Qiieftion, whether to 
poflefs themfelves of the Paflesof the Pannoniap Alpes, 
and ffand upon their Guard ; or to Advance, without 
more ado, and Pulfi th e Main Caufe of Italy it felf to 
a Battel; as the Braver Enterprize of the Two. 

They that were for th® Dilatory way of flaying for 
more Forces, and Protrading the War, took Occajionto 
enlarge upon the Force and Reputation of the German Le¬ 
gions :

their Courage. Now if we were once Makers of the

us out of the Eaft; Vefpafian would fupply us with

and confequently, Men and Necejfaries fufficient for Ano¬ 
ther War, if there fhould be Occafion : So that a little Pa¬ 
tience would make us every Day Stronger and Stronger, 
without any Hazard of lofing what we had already. 
Antonius Primus (a Violent Inflamer of the War,) 

was, on the Other fide, altogether for Difpatch / 

infixing upon it, that nothing could be more for Their 
Interefl, or more DeftrucHve to Vitellius. The Enemy, 
he fa id, was fo far. from being more Daring and Vigorous 
for their Late Vifiory, that on the Contrary, they were only 
grown more Slothful , and Effeminate, There was not a 
Man of them to be found at his Command, or upon the 
Place of Arms ; but Gulling and Pampering Themfelves, 
up and down the Pleafant Towns of Italy, ayd Dangerous 
only to their Hofts. Nay the Bolder and the Fiercer they 
were before This Licentious Difiolution, the more Abandon'd 
would they be now to the Liberty of Indulging Them]elves 
in a Courfe of Pleafures they had not been us'd to. Their 

Bus'nefs, in fine, lay in the Circus; the Theaters; and 
Other Unmanly Diverfions , to the common Ruin both of 
Mind and Body .

He got him- 
felf This Reputation by his Behaviour at a Publique 
Meeting, upon the Reading of fome Letters from 
Vefpapan, where it was obferv’d, that he did not keep 
himfelf upon a Referve, under Arobiguityes and 
Double-Meanings, as Others commonly did, and fo 
to accommodate an Interpretation afterward to his Ad* 
vantage; but enter’d frankly into the Merit of the 
Caufe, and Treated the Soldiers as his Companions in 
the Fortune of the War, Good or Bad, which was the 
Higheft Obligation he could lay upon them. 

The Next in Authority to Antonius , was Cornelius 
Fufcus the Procurator, who was fo Open, and fo Bitter 
an Enemy to Vitellius, that he was never to hope for 
Mefcy, in Cafe of a Mi (carriage. Titus Ampins Fla~ 
warns, the Lieutenant General of Pannonia ; a Man 
Naturally Slow' aftl Heavy, and yet more (o by the 
Burden of Years ne had upon him. : This Flavianus 
lay under a Strong Sufpicion of a Secret underftanding 
with his Kinfman Vitellius: which was chiefly grounded 
upon his quitting the Army, at the Firft Breaking out 
of the Revolt, and returning afterward of his Own 
Accord ; in order, as was prefom’d, to the Advancing 
of fome Treacherous Defign. For after his Rehn- 
quilhing Vannonia , and his Retiring out of Harms 
way into Italy, he took up his Old (Jommand again, 
out of a Delire of Novelty, at the Inftance of Corne¬ 
lius Fufcus, and play’d the part of an Incendiary in 
the Promoting of a Civil War. Not, that Flavianus 
was of himfelf fo Confiderable, but the very name of 

a Lieutenant General was enough to give Credit to a 

Party, though at That Time but beginning to Shew 
their Heads. Letters were fent upon This to Haften 
away Aponius Saturvinus with the Moefian Army to fe- 

cure a Paflage into Italy . And for fear of leaving the 
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v inces expos’d to the Barbarous Borderers, upon the 
with-drawing of the Legions, The Heads of the Sar- 
mata jazyges , and the Principal Men of the Country, 
were taken into the War : and they offer’d the Service 
likewife of the Common People, and Strong Bodyes 
of Horfe; (the only Force they valu’d themfelves upon) 
but for fear of Confpiracys and Factions, and of 
Trading to Mercenaryes that fought purely for Mony, 
without any Regard to Honefly and Honour; they 
durft not entertain This Propofal. But for the Suevi- 
ans , a People of more Faith and Probity ; and the 
Romans Ancient Allyes: Two of their Kings, Sido 
and Italicus, were gain’d over. Rhctia flood for Vi- 
tellius under the Command of Portius Septimius the 
Procurator ; his True and Unchangeable Friend; with 
Garrifons on the Other fide to keep a Check upon 

him. So that Sextilius Felix was difpatch’d away with 
the Aurian Wing , Eight Cohorts , and a Ssled Body of the 
Youth of the Country, to poflefs himfelf of the Banks 
of the River Enus , that parts Rhetia, and Noricum. 

There was little of A&ion on either hand, but the 
Fortune of the War was decided elfe where. 

z. Arrius Varusy was a Man of More Valour than 
Virtue *> he got his Military Reputation under Corbula, 
in Armenia, and it is faid that he Bafely Calumniated 
him afterward to Nero in Requital: who gave him a 
Confiderable Gommiflion for the Good Office: But 
as it was the Reward of an Infamous A&ion, (o, how 
Wellcome foever, tit firft, it prov’d his Ruin in the 

Conclufion. 

This Varus joyn’d Antonius Primus, as he was upon 
his March toward Italy, with a Party of Horfe, and 
certain Detachements out of the Cohorts. They took 
Apuleta and the Country about it, in their Paflage; 
and’after a Friendly Reception at Opitergium , and Al- 
tinum, they left a Garn(on in the Latter to defend it 
againft the Naval Force of Ravenna ; (which was re- 
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volted it (eems; though as yet they knew nothing of 
it) and fo they advanced to Tadoua , and Efte. They 
were there given to underftand, that Three Vitellian 
Cohorts , and, the Scribonian Wing (as they call’d it) 
were at Ferrara, and had laid a Bridge over the River 
there. They had it in their Intelligence alfo, that they 
Jay Ioofe and Carelefs, arid fo took the Opportunity 

of falling upon them by Surprize. They gave the At¬ 
tack by Break of day, and finding them without ei¬ 
ther Guard or Arms, they Kill'd and Took what they 
pleas’d. But having it in their Inftructions beforehand, 

not to put it to a Bloody Execution, but rather after a 
Moderate Slaughter, to try what might be done by 
Terror, or Other Means, to bring the Reft over: 
There were divers came in immediately upon Terms 
of Quarter, but the Greater Part made their Efcapes 
over the River, and by breaking down the Bridge put 

a flop to the Enemy’s Purfuit. 

Upon the Noyfe and Fame of This Victory, being 

the Flavians Firft Eflay, there came prefently to Pa¬ 
Joua Two Legions ; that is to fay, the Seventh call’d Gal- 
liana , and Gemma , the Thirteenth , with Vediits A quit a 
the Lieutenant of it, and Titus Ampius Flavians Lieu¬ 
tenant General of Pannoma : All in Good Heart and

An- 
tonius at the fame time commanded all the Statues of 
Galba that had been thrown down, or defac’d, in the 
Confufions of the War, to be fet up again in all the 
Fi ee-Towns: a Thing long and Earneftly defir’d, and 
greatly for His Honour, Especially if Galba $ Interest

Soon after This, Carina took up his Station betwixt 
Hofliha in the Territory of Cremona , and the Fenns a- 
long the River Tartarus ; a Safe and Advantageous 
Pod:; with the River at his Back, and a Morafs on 
each fide of him. Now Antonius had as yet only Two 
Legions with him; for the Moe/ian Army was not as 
then come up. So that if Cacinna had but been Honed, 
and True to his Trud, the Vitellians might have made 
Pure either of Dedroying Thofe Two Legions, or elfe 
of Beating them fhamefully back again out of Italy. 
But Cacinna Perfidioufly Trifled away his Time, with¬ 
out making any Advantage of Thefe Opportunstyes, 
and inftead of bringing them to'Reafon by Force of 
Arms (as he might and fhould have done) he only 
treated them with Schooling Epiftles: till in the End, 
after feveral Meflages back and forward, the Bargain 
was Struck and the Articles of the Treachery agreed 
upon. 

In This Interim came Aponius Saturninus s with Clait- 
diana the Seventh Legion, under the Command of Vip- 
fanius' Mefj'alla a Tribune: a Great Man both in Him- 
jfelf and in his Extra&ion; and the only Conflderable 
Perfon that engaged in This War upon a Principle of 
Honour. There were as yet but Three Legions come 
up ; a Number that fell much fhort of the Vitelhans ; 
and yet Cacinna kept plying them with Letters of Re¬ 
proach, admiring how they durft fhow their Heads a- 
gain, after fuch a Baffle. They dropt a Word now 
and then alfb to the Honour of the Germans. Some¬

: The Sedition being by this time advanc’d from 
Courfe and hard Words to Blows, Antonins order’d 
Flavianus co be taken up and laid in Irons, but that 
Trick would not paf's upon the Soldiers, fo that they 
brake thorough the Guards of the Tribunal, and when 
they were juft upon chePoynt of Affaflinating Flavi- 
anusy Antonins in the fame Inftant drew upon the Mu¬ 
tineers, with Proteftations, that if a Stop were not put 
to That Outrage, he was refolv’d to Sacrifice himfelf, 
either upon their Swords or his Own. And fo looking 
about him, he call’d as many of his Friends and Ac¬ 
quaintance by name, to his Affiftance, as he could fee 

Eye on; befide Others that look’d like Men of Honour, 

and were likely to Second him. 

He turn’d himfelf and his Difcourfe in the next place 

to the Enfigns, or the Gods of the Legions, as they 
account them: begging of them rather to difeharge 

the Vigour of This Martial Fury upon the Heads of 
their Enemyes. The Heat of the Tumult began now 
to abate, and the Day being far gone, the Soldiers 
Fil’d-off one after another, every Man Quietly to his 
Quarter. Flavianus went his way the fame Night; and 
in his Paflage met with Letters from Fefpajian that put 
him out of all Danger. But the Mutinous Humour 
of the Legions fpred like a Contagion: for they were 
now as fierce a gam ft Aponius Saturninus , the Lieute¬ 
nant General of the Mxfian Army, as they had been

to them without any Delay. Bajfus was now taken 
into a kind of Honourable Cuftody; put abord, and 
fent to Ha dr ia, where Mennius Ruftnus a Captain or a 
Wing that lay there inGarrifon made him a Pnloner: 
but he was prefently fet at Liberty again, by the means 

of Hormus a Freedman o $ Vefpafians \ who was alio

This was fo Ge¬ 
nerous an A&ion, that it put a ftand to about a Hun¬ 
dred of the Runaway Horfe, out of pure fhame, even 
an the middle of their Flight. 

This happen’d \in a Narrow Paflage > a River be¬ 
hind them, and the Bridge broken down, which, with 
the Steepnefs of the Banks, and the uncertainty of 
the Depth of the Channel, did all together, contri¬ 
bute to the Obflru&ing of their Courfe. Under the - 
favour of this Accident,. they retriv’d the Fortune of 
the Day. For the Vitellians Charging them loofe and 
out of Order, and the Other .receiving them Clofe 
and Firm, they Rood the Shock and worfted the E- 

nemy. Antonius , upon thisDifafter, made his Advan¬ 
tage of the Confufion, and following the Blow, car- 
rv’d all before him, while the R'eft of the Soldiers were 
eicher Pillaging, Spoiling, taking Prifoncrs, Horfes, 

Arms, or fome other fort of Booty as the Humour led 
them. And fueh a fhouting ail this while of Joy and 
Triumph, as brought back the very Fugitives and Strag- 
lers out of the Fields and their Hiding Places, to take 
. part of the Victory. 

They got fight after this of the Enfigns of the two

Others were 
for drawing the Praetorian Cohorts out of the City, and 
lo Forcing their Paflage. But Valens trifled away thole 
Opportunityes informalities of Deliberation , that 
Should have been employ’d upon Action ; and at la it, 
when neither of the Advifes pleas d him, he^tppk a, 
Middle way, which in a difficulty was the worSt of all, 
when a Man is neither Daring enough on the one 

hand, to encounter a Danger, nor Provident enough 
on th*e other to divert it. Now the Medium he pitch’d 
upon was to follicite Vitellm by Letters, for Relief; 

whothereupon Sent him an Enforcement of lht ee Co¬ 
horts, with a Bricifh Body of Horle - which were too 
many for a Feint, or a Pretence, and too few for an 
Attack. But Valens in all his. Extremities was not re¬ 
form’d one jot yet from his old.bcandaious Pra&ice of 

unlawful PleaSures, polluting all Places where ever he 
came, with Adulteries, and pt^.Excravagant Lults; 
for he had Power and Mony at command, which with 
a Luxurious Appetite is enough to consummate the Mi- 

feries of a Sinking Fortune, . 
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He came at length, upon the arrival of his Horfc 

and Foot, to find the error of his Proceedings, for as 

they were not enough to Force the Enemy, fuppofing 
them never fo HoneffS So was there great Realon on

rions and Soldiers of Vitellius's promoting, that having 
a Prince they had try’d already, were not willing to 

change their Mafter. , ' ' 

Upon Thefe Heartburnings, and the Talk every 

where of art Inteflint War ; the Britaim took Courage, 
and at the Inftigation of Venufius , enter’d into a Re¬ 
bellion. This Venufius , over and above his own Na¬ 

tural Fiercenefsf and the Violent Avernon he had to 
the very Name of a Roman , had yet a more Power¬ 
ful Incentive in the Perfon of Carthifmandua ; the 
Queen of the Brigantes, and a Princefs of an Illuftri- 
ous Defcent; who made her felf yet more conndera- 
ble, by a moft Difoonourable A<ft of Treachery up¬ 
on King Cara&acus ; whom foe firft betray d, and 
then deliver’d up to Claudius Cafar for the Glory and 
Ornament of his Triumph. This was the making of 
her Fortune; and of Wealth came Luxury: arid in 
the Licenfeof that Riotous Humour, foecaft on Venu¬ 
fius her Rightful Husband, and took Velocatus his Ar¬ 
mour-bearer into his Place, both in her Bed, and Go¬ 
vernment. This Lewd Extravagance prov’d in a foorc 
time the Ruine of her : the People were for the Hus¬ 
band, but the Wanton*, Cruel Queen and her Party 

for the Adulterer; and all in a Confufion. Venufius , 
upon this Provocation, got an Army together, and 
with the Help of a Defertion from thoBngantes them¬ 
felves, made a War upon the Queen, and put her to

Fonteius Agrippa, after a Year (pent in the Govern¬ 
ment of Afia, was now made Lieutenant-General of 
Mafia : with a Competent Strength align’d him out 
of the Vitellian Legions , which was look’d upon as a 
Point of Political Prudence; both in keeping them 
difpers’d and in the hampering of them in a Foreign 
War. And the People were, at this time as Unquiet 
elfewhere too. As for Example. There was one A - 
nicetus , a Freed-man of Folemo s the King of Pontus ; 
and a Perfon formerly in Great Place and Authority, 
but at prefenc highly Difgufted at the Reducing of 
the Kingdom to a Province. This Anicctus, a Bar¬ 
barous Bond-Slave in Pont us, and formerly the Kings 
Admiral, put the whole Country all on a Hidden into 
» Commotion, by Lifting and Inveigling the Inha¬ 
bitants into the Party of ViteBius, and woi king upon 
their Neceflicies by the Hopes and A {fin ances of Ra¬ 
pine and Booty. When bv Thefe Arts and Pra&ices 
he had gotten together a Confiderable Strength, he 
took Tarpezus by Surprize* an Antient City of Afid 
upon the utcermoft Borders of the Euxine Sea , and 
Founded by the Greeks. There was a Cohort cut 

off upon the taking of it, which in time paft was in 

the King’s Pay; but coming afterwards to be made 
Free of Rome , they only made Ufe of Our way of 
Arming and Difcipline, b .t ftuck to the Grecian 
Methods ftill, in the Diflolution of Order and Man¬ 
ners. He fet Fire to the Navy too, without any Op- 
pofition or Obfti u£hon : For Mucianus having order’d

Haranguing "his Soldiers, there came fluttering over his 

Head lo Prodigious a Flock ol Birds of ill Preiage, that

Tuere was a 
Bull,that being design’d for a Sacrifice, brake loo(e f roiri 
the Altar; overturn’d the Sacrificing Veflels, and was at 
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laft knock’d down a great way from the Place where 

the Sacrifices were ufiially kill'd. But the moft Horrid 
Portent of all Portents was Vitellius a Prince 

that was neither cut out for a Soldier, nor for a Statef* 
man : a Prince that underftood nothing at all of War, 
neither the Dilcipline or the Duties of it; when to Pro¬ 
tract, or when to Quicken it, or the Military Methods 
of Defence and Attack: He knew nothing of all 
This,but as he was told it. He was fo Timerous that his 
Lips and his Knees would tremble at every Idle Ru¬ 
mour, befide that, ac the Bsft, he was feldom Sober. 
In the Conclufion he grew Sick of the Camp, and up¬ 
on the News of the Navy’s Revolt at Mifenum , he went 
back to Rome ; the laft Blow though never fo fmall ftill 
making the deepeftlmpredion upon him; and on the 
other hand, he was as Carelels of Matters of the great- 
eft Importance. What could he have done better in 
the World, when his Army was in Heart, and entire, 
and the Enemy in a manner ftarving betwixt Hunger 
and Cold, then to have Attack’d them in their Polls 
upon that Odds ? But Vitellm, inftead of puihmg at 
the Appennine, when he might have carry’d all before 
him, he was for the difperfing his Troups, and Sacri¬ 
ficing the braveftj Men he had; Contrary to the Opi¬ 
nion of the Beft Officers about him, as they would 
have told him if he had but ask d the Queftion. But 
Vitellius s Flatterers and Favourites kept Honeft Men 
and Sound Advice ac a diftance, and had 10 Vitiated 
the Prince’s Pallate that he found nothing agreeable, 

but what was Pernicious to him.

We have 
Authorities for it, that Flavius Sabtntn, an&Dminan 
might have got away as well as Ctrealss: and Antonina 
^undoubtedly (end them feveral MelTages that came 
to the Right Hands, with particular Hints and Dire¬ 
ctions of Time and Place, and by what Ways and 
Means they might gain their End. Submits en cus d 
himfelf that he was Old and Crazy, the Work re¬ 
quir’d Strength and Vigour, and he had not a Body 
for filch an Enterprife. Domitian had a good Will to 
the Propofal, but durft not trull the Guards Vitellius 
had let upon him, for fear there might be fome Trick 
in’t; though they frankly offerd themfelves to joyn 
with him in the Efcape: Befide, that for pure Love and 
Kindred-fake, Vitellius would never have been fever#

Some 
few that refilled were cut off in the Attempt, but the 
reft threw down their Arms and called for Quarter, all 
but thofe that fled to the Camp, and they, where*ever 
they went, carried Fright and Confufion along with 
them: ftill crying .up the Strength and Courage or 
the Enemy, to excufe in fome meafure the Dilhonour 
of loofing she Place# And fo it was befides* that as no 
Criminals were punifh’d on the one fide, (o no Revol¬ 
ted pa(s\i unrewarded on the other. So that the Que- 
ftion was now brought to this (ingle Point; to wit, who 
(hould be the greateft Tray tor: Nay, the very Tribunes 
and Centurions deferted as well as their Neighbours. The 
Common Soldiers all this while ftood Firm to ViteUm, 
till their Generals, Prifcus and Alphenus quitted the 

Camp, and went back to him: which Prefident gave 
fome fort of Credit to the Defertion. 

About that time Fabius Valens was aflauinated in the 

Prifon at Urbin, and his Head expofed for a Spe<ftacle 
to the Vitellian Cohorts to ihew them what they had to 
truft to : for it was bruted about that Valens was got¬ 
ten away into Germany, and there at work upon Levies 
and Recruits, but the fight of the dead Body put them 
all into a Defperation: and the Flavians took a Fancy 
upon it, that the Death of Valens would certainly put 
an end to the War. This fame Valens was, by Birth, 

of Anagnia ; of an E^ueftrian F amily ; loofe in his Lite 

and 
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and Manners: and he did not want Wit neither, fuch 

as it was; but that which other People call Buffoonery , 
paft with him for Gallantry , and Good Humour . In the 
Juvenals a under Nero , he play’d the part of a Mimiek ; 

firftupona kind of Neceflity, and then upon Choice; 
which he perform’d with more Addrefs than Honour. 
Iii this Command, as Lieutenant of a Legion, he 
fided with Verginm, and in fo doing, effectually, de¬ 
fam'd him. He took away the Life of his Lieutenant- 

General Fonteius Capito, either becaufe he was a Tray- 
tor, or becaufe he could not Make him one. He was 
Falfe undoubtedly to Galba , but True then to Vitellius, 
where his Fidelity was fet off by the Perfidy of other 

People. The Vitellians being now out of all Hope, 

had no more to do but to give themfelves up to the 
Enemy; and they were out of Countenance at the 
very thought of that too : lo that they march'd down 
into the Plain below Narnia , in a Military Order, 
and with their Colours difplay’d, where they found 
the Flavian Army ready drawn up, and in Pofture 
for a Battel. Upon the Vitellians advance, the Fla¬ 
vians open'd to receive them, and fo furrounding them, 
they were treated by Primus Antomus with great Tendei- 
nefs and Relpeft,orderingpart of them to flay at Narnia , 
and part at Interamna , and fome of the Conquering 
Legions along with them, with Orders to let all thole 
live EafiJy that would live Quietly, and to Govern

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Upon the Eighteenth of December, word was brought 
from Narnia, that the Legions and Cohorts Were re¬ 
voked ; and thereupon, Vitellius mov’d out of the Pa¬ 
lace in a Deep Mourning, with a Train of his Family 
and Servants; and his little Son in a Chair, like a 
Corps to a Burial, along with him : the People ply¬ 
ing him all the way with Naufeous Flatteries and Un- 
feafonable Acclamations: and the Soldiers looking on, 
in a kind of a Stern, Menacing Silence. No Crea¬ 
ture could be fo hard and infenfible, as not to be 
mov’d with that Spectacle. To fee a Roman Emperor , 
and a Prince that had but lately given Laws to the 
Univerfe, quit the^Seatof his Fortune and Command 
and march thorough a Lane of Soldiers and Citizens 
to the Refignation of his Empire. There was certain¬ 
ly never fuch a Thing feen or heard of before. Cafar 
the D iff at or was cut off by a Party of Ajjajjins.

With that Word he took up his Son in his Arms, and 
having prefented him to the Company, firft one by 
one, and then altogether:

go one Word further. In this Confufion he took his 
Sword from his fide to make a Prefent of it to Cactlius 
Simplex the Conful that was there prefent, as a Recon¬ 
veyance to him ©f the Sovereign Power of Life and 

Death. 
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Death. But the Conful abfolutely refufing it:, and th® 
Aflcmbly it felf being as much againft it, ViteUtu* 
withdrew, in a Refolutiou to divert himfelf of all his 

Regalities, and depofiting them in the Temple of Cony 
cord , to betake himfelf to his Brother’s Houle for his 
Retreat. The Clamour was now mpfc Impetuous, 
and the People more Outrageous than before. They 

would: have nothing to do they faid with Private- 

Houfes, let him come to the Palace ; and fo they blockc 
up all other Ways but that to the Via Sacra. This put 
Vitellius to fuch a Lofs, that he was fain to go back a- 
gain to the Palace : but the Rumour was got thither 

before.him, that he had renounc’d the Empire: and 

Flavius Sabinus had already taken Care, with the Tri¬ 
bunes of the Cohorts to keep their Men in Order ; fo 
that things look’d now with Vefpafian as if the Govern¬ 
ment had dropt into his Mouth. Divers of the Prin¬ 
cipal Senators, Men of the Eyaefirian Quality, the 
whole City-Militia and the Watch, went all in Throngs 
to the Houfe of Sabinus: and there it was that they 
came firft to underftand, the Muttering and Menaces 
of the German Cohorts , and how ftrangely the People 
flood affe&ed to Vitellius. But Sabinus was now gone 
too far to come oft, and every Man as his Fear led 
him, pu fil’d him forward to A&ion, how averfe foever 
to it, for fear.the Vitellians lhould fall upon them, when 
they were lcatter’d, and confequently weak, and in no 
Condition to receive them. But it fell out in this as 
in other the like Cafes, they were all in at the Advice,

This was the Miferable End of Sabinas: a Man in 
Himfelf not Defpicable, and one that had born Office 
Five and Thirty Years in the Commonwealth: where¬ 
in he acquitted himfelf with Great Honour both in 

War and Peace. Upon the Matter of Integrity and 
Juftice. no'Creature could ever Tax him, unlefs per¬ 
haps that he was fomewhat top Free of his Tongue, 
which was the OnlytThing his very Enemies could 
charge upon him, in the whole Seven Years of his 
Command in Mafia, and in his Twelve Years Go¬ 
vernment in the City. As to the Character of the 
Man toward his Latter End: Some took him to be 
Falfe, and Cowardly; Others judg'd him to be rather 
Moderate and Tender of fpilling Blood. But This 
however is not to be deny’d, that before Vefpafian* 
mounted the Throne, Sabinas was the Pillar of 
the Family.

By this, the Standards and Colours began to lliow 

themfelves, Glittering upon the Tops of the Moun¬ 
tains, under the Semblance of an Army, though in 
truth no better than a.Medly of Common People. They 
drew toward the Town in Three Bodies; One by the 
Ftaminian JVay, Another along the Banks of Tibur> and 
the Third toward the Gate Colima s by the Via Salarta , 
Scattering the Burghers, with their Horfe, in a Trice. 

Th zVitellians advanced alfo in Three Bodies to Encoun¬ 
ter them: and there pafs’d feveral Ski rnuihes before 
the Town with Different Succefs. The Flavians in¬ 
deed had commonly the better of it, as the more Ex- 

pert Commanders of the Two. Thole were hardeft 
put to’r, that a&ed on the Left Hand among the De¬ 
files toward the Sahsfiian Gardens , while the Vitelltans, 

from the Top of the Walls, kept them off with Scones 
and Piles ; from Morning till toward Evening, when 
the Horie that enter’d at the Collina-Gate came upon 

their Backs and Surpriz’d them. • There were Divers 

Sharp Encounters in the Campus Martins too. The 
Flavians had both Fortune and Victory on their Side, 
while the Viteliians were purely fupportcd by their De- 
jpaiis, and rallying again, and again, ftdi as often as 
they were- defeated, till they came into the very City. 
The People were rather Lookers on, then Parties to 
this Tragedy, and made no more of the Spedfacie than 
a Frolique: dapping and animating both Parties one 
after another as the Humour led them; and'ftili as any 
of them Shrunk, and betook them {elves to Hiding- 
Places for Sanctuary, they call’d to have them taken out 
and cut to Pieces: by which Means they engrofs’d the 

Greateft part of the Booty to themfelves and ran away 

with

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with the Spoil while the Soldiers follow d the Execution. 
Never fo Barbarous and fo Scandalous a Mixture of 


Cruelty and Lewdnefs as was to be feen in the City at 

that time; Fighting and Tearing one anothers Hearts 

out in one Place, Bathing and Gourmandizing "'a n °- 

ther: Luft and Murder; Living Ptoftitutes and Dead 
CarcafTes jumbled together in a Confufion, with all 
Voluptuous Excefles of a Luxurious Peace, and at t e 
fame time the Licentious Outrages of a rooft Impious 

War: and thefe Contradidhons too, fo Notorioully 
Grofs, that whether the City was more Mad,or Wanton, 
m j„hc be a Queftton. Not that it was a New 1 htng 
neither, to hear of a Civil IVar in Rome Tnete were 
Two Battles fought in C tuna’s time, and a lhird in 
Sytlas, wherein they were Both Conquerors : and the 
War was as Cruel as any we have had fince. But cue 

City labour’d at prefent under a kind of Inhuman, in- 
fcnfible Security over and above. They were no>v Ce¬ 
lebrating their 'Saturnalia, and rather than not enjoy 
the Pleafares of the Uftvoal, they converted the Com¬ 
mon Calamity into a Rejoycmg, and without any 

Regard to Parties, found a Rehlh in their veiy 


Mderies. 


The Pratorian Camp was the Main Difficulty they 

had to Encounter, and therefore the Pit Mans put the 

Braved Men they had to defend it, as the laft Retreat 
they had totruftco: while the Flavians, on the other 
hand, (especially the CM Prxtorian Cohorts) were as 
intent upon the Taking of it, and employ d all the 
Arcs, Methods, and Internments of Attack, that might 
be Servifeable to That Purpofe; as Target-Fences, 
Engines of Battery, Platforms, Fire-Works, &e. cal¬ 
ling out one to another, that the Gaining that Sing e 
Point would crown all their Pad Dangers, and a- 
tigues. The City, they laid, was the Senate s and the 
Peeples, the Temples were the Gad’s ; which were Both 
in the Right hands already, kic^the Soldiers Province 
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was the Camp. It was his Home, and his Honou , they 
cry’d, and if it were not immediately recover’d, they 
muft continue in Arms all Night. The Vitelliam on 
the Other hand, how Inferiour fbever in Number and 
Fortune, made a fhifc yet to Puzzle the Vi&ory, and 

to Protract the Peace; to Pollute the Temples and 
the Altars with Bloud, and pleafing themfelves, with 
the Laft Comfort of the Miferable, in Doing all the 
Mifchief they could. Several were found Dead, Ci¬ 
thers Gafping, about the Turrets, and upon the Bat¬ 
tlements of the Walls. Others upon the Forcing of 
the Gates advanced directly up to the Conquerour, 
and then dy’d every Man of them with his Face to< 
ward the Enemy ; fo Tender were they of That 
Tunttilio of Honour, in the very Article of Death. 

When Vitettm law that the Town was taken, he 
was carry’d in a Chair the Back Way, out of the 
Palace, to his Wive’s Houfe at Aventine ; propounding, 
if he could but lie there that Day conceal’d, to get a- 
way at Night to Tarracina, to his Brother,and the Cohorts 

there; but betwixt Levity and Fear, the one Sticking 

to nothing, and the other Dreading every thing, he 
changed his Mind, and went back again to his Palace, 
which he found Defolate and Empty, and not fo much 
as one Domeftick to be feen in’t: Or perhaps they 
were all gone out of the way purpofely to avoid their 
Matter. The Frightful Horrour of this Solitude and 
Silence put Vitellius to his Wit’s End : efpecielly fee¬ 
ing fo many Apartments lock’d up, and upon opening 
the Doors nothing at all to be found in the Cham¬ 
bers. 

When he had tir’d himfelf out with wandring, and 
fearching, he made Choice at laft of a Shameful^ Hole 
to Hide in ; where he was difoover’d, andLugg’douc 
by Julius P lac ulus the Tribune of a Cohort, and fo 
led thorough the City, all in Raggs, with his Hands 

ty’d behind him; a Scandalous and a Deplorable Spe¬ 
ctacle, 
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<ftacle, the Generality of the People tnfu’ting over 

him, and no Creature pitying him: lor the Odious 
Infamy of his End had left no Room for Companion. 

As he was upon the Way in this Condition, a German 

Soldier made a Defperate Blow toward him, but whe¬ 
ther at himfelf, or nor, or whether in Anger, or to put 
him the fooner out of his Pain, or whether it was le¬ 
veled at the Tribune Himfelf or not. This is ah uncer¬ 
tain: but fo it is that the Tribune’s Ear was cut oft 
and the Soldier Himfelf immediately cut to Pieces. 
Upon the way as they were Haling ViteUim along, they 

would be Poking of him now and then with their Dag¬ 
gers to make him hold up his Head and look about 
him, for the greater Aggravation of his Calamity : and 
fo they fhew’d him, in his Paffage, the Downial of his 
Statues, the Tribunal, and the Place where Galba was 
(lain, calling the Body at laft intothe Gemonia, as they 
had done by Flavius Sabinas before him. He let rail 
one Glorious Expreftion however, in the Depth of his 
Extremity, and very well becoming his Cnaraaer. 
The Tribune that had him a Priforfer was lnlulting 
over him; [Ton /hall do wed to remember,, fays Vitedm, 
that I was once Tour Prince The Soldieis fell upon 
him in thac Moment, by Content, and with that Ge¬ 
nerous Word in his Mouth, he fell down Dead of the 
Wounds they gave him. The Multitude mowing 
them (elves as Implacable and Malicious to him now at 

his Death, as they had been Fauning and Servile to him 

Living. . , 

His Fathers Name was Lucius Vitellius , and he was 

full Fifty Seven Years of Age when he Dy’d ; He had 
pafs’d thorough the Dignities of a Conjul , and a Hi£h - 
Brief, and had gotten himfelf an Umverfal Efteem a- 
mong all the Great Men of Rome: not upon the Foun¬ 
dation of his Proper Induftry and Merit, out purely 
' upon the Fame of his T Jluftrious Father, for there were 

teveral that contributed toward his Promotion to the 

T 3 Empire, 
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Empire, that did notfo much as know the Face of him; 
and never any Prince made luch an Intereft in an Ar¬ 
my, by the Methods of Honefty and Honour, as He 
did; even in Defpite of a moft Notorious Pufillani- 
mity and Sloth. But to give him his Due, he was a 

Plain-Dealer, and Open-Handed, two Dangerous 
Qualities if they be not very Difcreetly menaged. It 
may be (aid of him, rather that he delerved Friends, 
then that he found them ; for Friends that are pur¬ 
chas’d with Bounties are rather Mercenary than Virtu¬ 
ous. It was well undoubtedly for the Common-Wealth, 
that Vitellm was deftroy’d, but they that betray’d him 
to Vefpafian had very little to brag of, when they them- 
feives had been Tray tors to Galba. 

The Day was fo far gone already that it was now 
too late to call a Senate, befide that the Senators 
themfelves and the Magiftrates had withdrawn in a 
Fright out of the City, or elfo fhifced away into fome 
Private Places among their Friends. But now the 
Danger was over, D omit tan addrefs’d himfelf to the 
Flavian Commanders; the Soldiers faluting him with 
one Voice as <£m$er0Ut, and fo they attended himiq 

in Arms to the Honfe of his Father.

had given it to Vefpaftan* Neverthelefs, covering their 
dildain, and flattering him openly, they decreed the Tri¬ 
umphal Ornaments for his Service indeed in the Civil 
War, but his Expedition againft the Sarmatians was pre¬ 
tended. The Confular Ornaments were granted to 

Primus Antonius y and the Praetorian to Cornelius Fufcus 
and Arrius Varus. Then they went about Religion, 
and enaCted the Capitol to be Re-built* All were 
ipecifi’d in the Speech of Valerius Analicus , the delign’d 
Conful, to whom the reft aflented moft, with head 
and hand, fome few Eminent for Place or Flattery, 
avith fet Orations; when the turn came to Helvidius 


Prifcus , the delign d Praetor, he gave his Opinion ho¬ 
nourable to a good Prince, and free from falfhood, 
which was applauded by the Senate, fo that this Day 
was the beginning to him of much Offence, and much 


Glory.

12. The City receiv’d the News of the overthrow 


in Germany with much unconcernednefs. The Slaugh¬ 
ter of our Armies, the Seizure of our Camps, the 

Defe&ion 
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Defection of Gaule, were talk d of as things indiffe¬ 
rent. That War, its Rife, and with what Vigour it 
was maintain’d on every fide, 1 fhall here relate. 
The Batavians whilft they liv d on the other fid* 
of the Rhine were part of the Cotti ; being thence 
expell’d by Civil Diflention, they feated themfelves 
in the Extreme parts of Gaule which had no Inha¬ 
bitants , and withal feiz'd upon a Land htuated a- 
mongft the Flats, with the Sea before it, and the 
Rhine behind, and on each fide. By their Alliance with 
the Romans they foffer’d not in their Riches, as it often 
happens in unequal Confederacies, they only fupphed 
the Empire with Arms and Men, and for a long time 
were Employ’d in the German Wars. Afterwards they 
became more famous by the Conduct of fome Co- 
horcs fent into Britain > Commanded, accotding to 
their Cuftom, by the Nobleft among them. They had 
alfo at Home a Body of Horfe, whd skill d m Swim- 
niing, could in whole Troops armed and managing 

their Horfes, pafs and repafs the Rhine. 

13. Julius Paulas , and Claudius Ovths fprung from 

a Royal Stock, bore the greateft fway amongft them. 

Fonteius Capita, by a falfe Accufation of Rebellion, put 
to death Paulas Civile, who was lent in Chains to Nero 
and acquitted by Galba : under Vitellius he hardly elcap d, 
the Army earneftly demanding his Execution. Hence 
arofe his Rage, and from our Confufions bis hope. 

Civilis having a Genius much above the pitch of thole 
barbarous Nations, and behaving himfelf like Sertorm, 
with all the cunning of Hannibal, as indeed in the de¬ 
formity of his Face he fomething refembled them, 
would not declare open War, left our Armies fooufo 
neat him as an Enemy, but pretended himleit the 
Friend and Ally of Vefpafian ; having receivd Let¬ 
ters from Primus Antonius to divert the Aids de¬ 
manded by Vitellius, and under pretence of Diitur-

of the fame Lineage and Language with the Batavians , 
equal to them alfo in Courage, but inferiour in Num¬ 
ber. He alfo fecretly follicited the Batavian Cohorts, 

who had formerly been Auxiliaries in Britany , but 

lent from thence into Germany , and at that time re* 
fiding at Magontiacum There was amongft the Ca - 
nmefates one Briuno of a brutal Courage, but high 
Birth, his Father had often hoftilely attempted us, and 
fecurely laught at the feeble Expeditions of Cam the 
Emperor. This Perfon pleas’d befl: upon the account 
of his Defcent from fo rebellious a Race ; being put 
upon a Shield, and carryM about after their Country 
manner, was defied their General, who calling in 
the Fri/ians, a Nation beyond the Rhine , invaded the 
Camp of two Cohorts next the Sea ; the Romans did 
not fore-fee this fudden Attempt, neither if they had, 
were they ftrong enough to repel it, (o that their 
Camp was taken and plunder’d: The Suttlers and 
Traffickers wandring abroad as in the Security of 
Peace were alfo cut off Thence they proceeded to 
attack the Cattles, which by reafon they were not de- 
fenfible were fet on Fire by the Captains of the Co¬ 
horts: The Enfigns, Standards, and what Troops 
' were left, affembled in the upper part of the Bland 
under the Condud of Aqutlivs a Chief Centurion,

for Vitelltus had drawn out the Strength of the Co¬ 
horts, and in their room had arm’d a-feeble Rabble, 
taken from the neareft Villages of the Servians and

j 6. Civilis judged it for his Intereft to continue his 
DiJhmuhcion, blam’d the Praefefts for quirting their 
Caftles, allur’d them that he alone, with his Cohort 
would reprefs the Caninifates, and that every Man 
fhould return to his Station. This fraudulent Advice 
was loon detected, it being evident he defign’d only 
the Deftru&ion of our Troops, which had been ea¬ 
sily effected, by reafon they were lo difpers’d : and 
from mamfeft Arguments, which the Germans ( pleas’d 
with the War) could not conceal, it plainly appear’d 
that Civilis not Briuno was the Head of the Confpi- 
racy. This Plot not taking he proceeds to open Vio¬ 
lence, and places the Canine fates , Frifians and Batavians 

each by themfelves in order of Battel: The Romans 
drew up againft them not far from the Rhine , oppo- 
iing alfo their Ships which they had order’d thither after 
the burning of their Caffles. After fome flight Skir- 
miihing, the Cohort of thtTungriaris revolted to Civile,

At the 
Onfet the Singing of the Men, and the Howling of the 
Women, much exceeded the feeble Shouts of our Le¬ 
gions and Cohorts: The Batavian Wing flying, and 
immediately turning upon us, made bare the left Flank, 
however, the Legionary Soldiers ("tho* in (o great 
Danger) retain'd their Arms and Ranks. The Auxi¬ 
liaries ot the Ubii and Treviri fled fhamefully, and the 


Germans preffing upon them, gave an Opportunity to 
our Legions to retire to their Camp called Vetera. 
Claudius Labeo Prxfetft of the Batavian Wing, of a con¬ 
trary Fa&ion to Civilis at home, left his Death Ihould

adminifter Difeontent to the People of the Countryj 
or his being detain’d, prove the Caufe of a Diffenflon 
amongft them, was fent away into Frifia. 

j 9. In the mean time the Meffenger fent by Civilis 
to jfollicite the Cohorts of the Batavians and Cantm- 


fates , reach’d them at Mogontiacum , ready to inarch 
towards Rome by Order of VitelUus : Upon receiving 
the Meflage they immediately grew Infolent, demand¬ 
ed their Subfiftance for Marching , their Donative , their 
Double Pay , the Augmentation of their Horfe , all which 
VitelUus -had promis’d, and which they infilled upon, 
not in hopes of obtaining, but that they might have 
an Excufe for Mutimng. And all that Flaccm gain’d 
by yielding to feveral of their Demands, was, that they 
more vehemently ask’d, what they knew he neither 
would nor could grant; fo that defpifing him, they 
march’d towards lower Germany, to joyn Civilis. Hor¬ 
deonius confolted the Tribunes and Centurions, whe¬ 
ther it was not befi to reduce them by Force , having thus 
quitted their Obedience : But his innate Cowardice, and 
the Fears of thofe about him, who had an ill Opi¬ 
nion of the Faith of their Allies, and no Confidence 


in the Legions compos’d of raw Men, alter’d that Re- 
folution; and it was held more advifable to keep 
within their Trenches, and let the Batavians pafs. Soon 
repenting of this ill taken Meafure, thofe alfo blam¬ 
ing it who a little before had advis’d it, he writ im- 
mediatly to Herennim Gallus Governour of Bon, and 
Lieutenant of the Firft Legion, to intercept their Paf- 

fage, and that he with his Forces would bang upon their 

Rear. And indeed they had been deftroy’d, if Hordeo - 
nins and Gallus had march’d their Troops, and attack’d 
them before and behind ; but Flaccus quitted that De- 
fign alfo, and in a fecond Letter advis’d Gallus not to 
interrupt them. Hence it was fufpected that thp War 

was fomented by the Lieutenants, and all the Mif

Civil War at the fame time. The large Com pa is of our 
Trench encreas’d alfo the hopes of the Collegers, imee 
what was made for Two Legions, was at pretent 
guarded but with Five Thoufand arm d Romans^ jc- 

fides a Rabble of Followers, who at the h.P ^P r,lie 
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gather’d together there, and had fince lerv d in the 
Drudgeries of the War. 

Our Camp was fituated partly on a riling 

Ground/and partly on a flats that upon the Plain 

Augufius had fettled for a Curb, and as it were to 

Befiege the Germans, not imagining that the Face of 

Affairs could be fo alter’d, as they ihould ever prefume 
to attempt our Legion ; For this Reafon he was not 
very Curious in the Choice of his Place, nor had there 

been much Labour or Coft beftow’d upon it; con¬ 
cluding our Men, and their Reputation in Arms had 
been a fuffident Defence. The Batavians and Ger - 
txans from the other fide of the Rhine , to the end tbat 
their Valour might be more diftinguifh’d, chole each 
a different Attack, and began to throw their Darts 
from afar; but finding moft of them ftuck in the 
Towers and Pinocles of the Walls, and that teveral or 

themfelves were wounded with Stones thrown from 
bove; they chang’d their purpofe, and of a hidden 

with Shouts and Out cries a flail’d the Trenches, fome 
with fealing-Ladders, others paflSng Over the Target 
Fence; as they climb’d they were thruft down again 
with Swords and Pikes, and over-whelm d with Clubs 
and Darts; they were always Hot in the beginning, and 
upon the leaft Advantage, Bold; but now they Rood 
to’t in hopes of Prey, even when they had the worlt 
on’e. They alfo made ufe of Engines, a thing unpra- 
£tis d by them before, and of which they had no Ex¬ 
perience nor Knowledge; but fome Deferters and Pn 
loners had taught them to frame a Machin in form or 
a Bridge, which they forc’d along upon Wheels; from 
this they fought as upon a Mount, whilft thofe witn- 
in it undermin’d the Foundations of the Walls. The 
befieg’d with Stones fhot from their Bakfta , foon de- 
molilh’d this rude and ill form’d Engine ; and moot¬ 
ing burning Darts, fet Fire to the Hurdles and Planks 

which they had procur’d to cover them in their AL

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fault ; thus they infefted their Enemies with the fame 
Methods of Deftru&ion they themfelves were pro¬ 
moting; the AfTailers treated after this manner, began 
to defpair of effecting any thing by main Force, and 
refolv’d upon a lingring Siege, knowing they had Pro- 
vifions but for a few Days, and many ufelefi Mouths a- 
mongft them ; that Treachery would follow Want, 
that the Faith of Slaves was Fleeting, they compu¬ 
ted alfo for the many Cafualcies which happen in 

War. 

24. Ftaccus advertis’d of the Siege of Vetera, fends 
into Gaul to levy Aids, and commits a Band of Men 
chofen out of his Legions, to the Charge of Dittius 
Vocula Lieutenant of the Eighteenth Legion, with Or¬ 
ders to haften his March along the Bank of the River; 
whilft he fearfully lingred behind, being mortally ha¬ 
ted by his Soldiers, who openly declar’d, that the Ba¬ 
tavian Cohorts were fent on purpofe from Mogontiacum, 
that Civilis his Attempts were conniv'd at , and the 
Germans by bis means united to the Caufe ; that Vefpa- 
fian had been (trengthnd by him more than by all that 
Primus Antonius and Mucianus had done ; that declar'd 
Enemies and open War might be repelTd , but Fraud and 
Deceit more unjhu finable ; Civilis appear'd in the Field\ 
and Hordeonius drew up againjl him in his Bed-Chamber t 
and directed to bis Enemies Advantage ? Why {hould fo 
many arm'd and valiant Soldiers be govern'd by a feeble 
old Man ? Rather by the Death of a Tray tor, let their For¬ 
tune and their Valour be abjolvd from fo ill an Omen, In 
the heat of this Tumult Flaccus receiv’d Letters from 
Vefpafian, which by reafon he could not conceal, he 
order’d them to be read publickly, and the Meflengers 
to be fent bound to ViteUitts. 

25. This pacified them a little, and fo they march’d 
to Bon , the ftanding Camp of the Firft Legion; the 
Soldiers whereof were much more enrag’d againft 

fiordmitfs than the former, charging their late over¬ 
throw 
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throw wholly upon.him, That by his Command they were 
drawn forth to oppofe the Batavians, with ajfurances that 
the Legions front Mogontiacum (hould attack them be¬ 
hind ; that no Succours coming , many lofi their Lives by 
that Treachery ; that thefe Matters were kept fecret from 


the refi of the Forces , nor fo much as molltfied to the 
Vrince ; elfe by the help of fo many Provinces this Rebel¬ 


lion had been nipd in the bud. 


Hordeonius to oppofe 


them, order’d the Copies of the Letters which he had 
fent to Gaul, Britany , and Spain for their Affiftance, 
to be read to the Army, and began the ill President, 
of having all Letters from abroadj deliver’d to the 
Standard-bearers of every Legion, who read them to 
the Soldiers, before they came to the General's Hand. 
Then he commanded one of the Mutineers to be ap¬ 


prehended and bound, rather to exercife his Power, 
than that one alone was guilty; from Bon he march’d 
to Cologn , where he met the Aids from Gaul , who at 
firft did the Romans good Service; but finding the 
Germans prevail, many of the Cities took Arms againft 
us, in hopes of Freedom firft, then of Sovereignty. 
The Wrath of the Legions fill! encreas’d, nor did the 
Pumfhment of one Soldier terrify them ; the Prifoner 
accus'd the General of Treafon, and depofed. That he 

had been the Mejfenger between him and Civilis, and that 
this Colour was made ufe of to prevent his tefiifymg the 
Truth . Vocula afeends the Tribunal, and with a won¬ 
derful Refolution, orders the Soldier calling out for 
help, to be immediately carry’d away to Execution. 
This terrified the Bad, and encouraged the Good ; in 
the mean time Vocula , by the Content of all, was e- 
le&ed General, Flaccus refigning his Authority up to 


him* 

16. Want of Pay and Provifions, and Gaul refuting 
Supplies and Tribute, enraged their Minds already mu* 
rinoufly endin'd : The Rhine , by an unufual Draught 

epuid hardly bear their Boats, the Stores diminilh’d, 

and 
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and Garrifens plac’d along the Bank to keep the Ger¬ 
mans from pafling, deftroy’d fo much Forage, that it 

bred a fearcity amonft us. The lownefs of the Water 
was look’d upon by the ignorant as a Prodigy, as it 
the Rivers and the old Defences of the Empire had 
forfaken them ; and what in Peace had been accoun¬ 
ted Chance and Natural, was now call d Fate and the 
Anger of the Gods. The Thirteenth Legion joyn’d 

them at Novefium, and Herenntus Gallus Lieutenant of 
the firft Legion was added to Vocula in the manage¬ 
ment of Affairs; yet theydurft not advance towards 
the Enemy, but encamp’d 2xGelduba\ where tney en¬ 
deavour’d to raife the Courage cf their Soldiers by Ex- 
ercifing, Fortifying, Entrenching, and all the practiles 
of War, and to the end that by Spoils he might en- 
flame their Valor the more, Vocula led forth part of 
the Army to ravage the Country of the Gugernt , who 
had taken part'with Civilis , the reft remain d with He- 

rennius Gallus. 

27. A Bark laden with Corn happened to run upon 
a (helve not far from the Camp, the Germans endea¬ 
vour’d to fetch her off which Gallus ftrove to prevent, 
and fent f a Cohort to their Relief; the Germans en¬ 
creas’d their Number, and Supplies marching on both 
fides, it at length came to a Battel, wherein the Ger¬ 
mans were Superiour, and after a great Slaughter of our 
Men, became Mafters of the Bark. The conquer d 
( as it was their Cuftom ) blam’d not their ovva Co¬ 
wardice, but the Treachery of the Lieutenant, whom 
they feiZr’d on, drew out of his Tent, tore his Gar¬ 
ments, intuited him, and infolently demanded for 
what Price, and with what accomplices he had thus 
betravM them : But Hordeonius was charg’d with thd 

whole Envy of the Fact, him they call’d the Contri¬ 
ver of their Ruin, this Man only the Inftrument. He 

terrified- with their menaces, charg'd Hordeonius with 

she Treafon alb, and being put into Bands, at the re¬ 
turn 
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turn of Vocula was fet at Liberty, who the next day 
put to Death the Authors of the Mutiny. Such ftrange 
Con traditions met in this Army; an unbridled Li- 
centioufhefs to commit Enormities, and as patient a 
Submiflion to whatever Punifhment was inflifted for 
it. Without all doubt the Common Soldiers were 
hearty for ViteUitts, but the Officers enclin’d to Vefpa- 
pan ; hence fprung this great variety of Crimes and 
Punifhments, and the unnatural mixture of Rage and 
Obedience i whilft they who could not be contain’d in 
their Duty, could eahiy be punifh’d for their Of¬ 
fences. 

28. All Germany ftrove to advance the Interefl: of 
Civilis , and entring into a drift Alliance with him, 
gave him the chiefdl of their Nobles as a Pledge of 
their Fidelity; whereupon he gave Orders' to thofe 
which lay neareft to wade the Ufa and Treveri ; and 
another Party to pafs the MaeJe to infed the Menapii 
and Morini , and the Frontiers of Gaul . In every place 
a Spoil was made, but the Ubii fuffer’d mod, becaufe, 
being of German Extraftion, they had renounc’d their 
Country, and afliim’d the Roman Name of Agrippinenfes; 
Their Cohorts negligently dragling from the Bank of 
the Rhine, were cut off" in the Village of Marco durum. 
The Ubii in reprifal fetch’d much Booty out of Ger¬ 
many, at fird without lofs, but in length of time they 
were circumvented and many flain ; in all this War 
more Faithful than Fortunate . By this blow given to the 
Ubit, Civilis grew more haughty, and more difficult to 
be dealt with, and with drifter application prefs’d the 
Siege of our Legions; he plac’d his Guards about, that 
; no Meffenger might enter, to give them notice of the 

! approaching Succour. To the Batavians he affign’d 

| tne management of the Engines and the Works; and 

to the Inhabitants beyond the Rhine, who were fond of 
Fighting, he gave Orders to break down the Trenches; 

Jie commanded them being repuls’d to give a freih Al¬ 
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fault, bearing their Lofs with great Tranquility, ha¬ 
ving fuch a multitude of them with him ; nor did the 
Night put an end to their Toil; 

29. They heap’d up Wood, and fetting it on Fire, 
fell a Feafting, heated thus with Wine, with a fruit- 
leis raftmefs they renewed the Attack, for their Darts be¬ 
ing thrown thro’ the dark, fell without doing much 
hurt;. whild the Romans affided by the Light their 
Fires had made, dexteroufly leveli’d all thofe Barba¬ 
rians who either boldly prefs’d forward, or were con- 
fpicuous by their Furniture. This was foon perceiv’d 
by Civilis who order’d the Fires to be put out, and the 
Fight to be tumultuoufly continued in the dark : There 
a rofe confus’d Noifes, uncertain Adventure, no fore¬ 
fight either in driking or warding ; wherever the cry 
was, thither did they turn, and ffioot towards that 
place: Valour did nothing, Chance govern’d all, whilft 
the mod Valiant fell by the Hands of Cowards. The 
Germans fliew’d an unadvis’d Rage, but the Roman 

Soldiers acquainted with Danger, hurl’d their Clubs 
headed with Iron, and huge Stones to great Advan¬ 
tage, where by the found they judg’d the Aflailants 
were, or where the fcaling Ladders had brought 
them within their reach, thofe they repell’d with the 
Spikes of their Bucklers, and purlu’d them with their 
Darts; and feveral who were got on the Walls they 
ftab’d with their Daggers: Thus was the Night (pent, 
but the Day difcover’d a new kind of Aflault. 

30. For the Batavians had built a double boarded 
Tower, and brought it near the Praetorian Camp 
which was of eafieft Aceefs, but our Soldiers broke it 
with great pieces of Timber which they threw againft 
it, and thereby did great Mifchief to thofe which ftood 
upon it, killing fome, and wounding others. And 
afterwards fet upon them of a fudden, and with that 
good Fortune and Succefs, that many of them were cut 
qC and deftroy’d. Our Legions being more skilful in 
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the Art of War, did on their fide invent many Engines • 
but that which gave moft terrour of all, , was a moving 
Machine which was (b Compofed, that being let down 
of a hidden, if would fnatch up a Soldier or two, and 
mounting them on high, would by the turning of a 
Beam let them fail into our Camp. Civilii feeing 
this, was out of Hope to do any good by Attacking us, 
and therefore relolved to do that by length of time 
Force could nor, and to try whether the Faith of the 
Legions might not be corrupted by Promifes, and Re- 

wards, and by various Methods entred into private Trea- 

ties with them. 

31. Thefe things were done in Germany before the 
Battel of Cremona, and figmfied by the Letters of An . 
tomus Primus, who fent Cecirmas Edidt along with them • 
and Alpinus Mont anus a Prafeft or Captain of one of 
the vanouifhed Cohorts, being then prefent confefs’d the 
lame.. This cauled various motions and AfFedions in 
the Mind of the Army; for the Auxiliary Gauls who 
neither lov’d or hated one or the other Side, were eafily 
perfuaded to forfake Vitellms. But there was more to 
do with the old Soldiers, for tho upon Hordeontus and 
the Tribunes perfuafions they were with difficulty pre¬ 
vail d upon to take the Oath they yet boggl’d at the 

name of Vefpaftan, and either left it quite out, or 
Joolely and ftightly pronounc’d it. 

3 *) The Letters of Antonius to Civil is , were after¬ 
wards read publickly, and thefe created fufpitions a- 
mong the Soldiers, becaufe they (poke of the German 
Army as Enemies, and feemed to be wrote by one of 
the Fadion. The like was both fpoke and done in the 
Camp at Geldula , when the Meffenger arriv’d there, 
and thereupon Mont anus was lent to Civilis to exhort 
him to defift from War, and not to make the pretence 
of taking Parties, a Cloak for Rebellion, and that if 
he intended to help Vefpaftan, his delire and purpofe 
was by them accomphfhr, To thefe Civile replied at

when of a fudden the Fortune of the Beetle began to 
change its Face. For certain Cohorts of the Vafcones 
Levied by Galba , happening to be fene for, came near 

the Camp at the fame time, and hearing the Nolle of 

the Battle fell in upon the backs of the Enemy, and 
gave a more terrible Alarm, than lo Imall a Number 
could have done,: had not the Enemy been intent ano- 
ther way. Some of them believed that all thole which 
Quartered at Noveftum , and others that, the whole 
power of Moguntiacum was come, and this Error in- 
creafed the Courage of the Romans , becautc while 

they expected other Forces, they recovered their own. 

The mod valiant of the Batavian ¥ oat were Item, 

and the Horfe efcaped, and carried off the Prifoners 
that were taken at the firft. On our fide the number 
of the fliin was greater, but they were of lets Note, 
whereas on the other fide, the Germans loft the very 


Flower and Strength of their Army. 

24. Both the Generals deferved to be beaten ror the 

like fault, for if Civil « on his fide had lent a greater 
Force, he had not been enclofed by fo finall a Number, 
and by Confequence the Roman Camp had been forced. 
And on the other fide Vocula was furpris d, for w.ant of 

Scouts to give notice of the Enemies approach, and fo 

was almoft vanquilh’d without fighting .but being afi 
terwards Victorious more by Fortune than Merit, he 
knew not how to make any advantage of the Victory, 

for whereas he fliould have marched immediately to¬ 
wards the Enemy, he trifled away the time, whi™ if 
he had taken, he might at that inftanc have ™fed the

the Spot, which did not only Verifie his Relation, but 
they could fee that their ©wn Victorious Army was ap.

ingof the Country as they march’d towards them. 

When Vocula came near the Camp at Vetera , he 
Commanded the Enfigns to be pitch’d as near the Ene¬ 
my as might be, and Tome Works to be immediately 

thrown lip for the Security of our Army, and gave 
Orders that the heavy Baggage fhould be fent to a 

place, of Safety, that they might have nothing to in¬ 
commode or incumber them when they went to Fight: 
But the Soldiers being impatient, demanded to be led 
on fo the Battle without delay, having now learn’d the 
Pratflife of threatning their Commanders. So that he 
was conftrain’d to fight, though his Men were fatigu’d 
in the March, without putting his Army into Order 
againft Civile , who was ready to prefent him Battle, 
and repos’d no lefs Confidence in the faults and follies 

of his Enemies, than in the Strength and Valour of 
his own Soldiers. The Fight therefore went very ill 
' on the Romans fide, and the mod Mutinous prov’d 

the greateft Cowards; however there were fonie 
Who flood firmly, and repell’d the Enemy with Va¬ 
lour , and by their Examples animated others tar 
do their Duty , when the Soldiers within feeing 
from the Walls how things paft, iffued out of the 
Gate, and fetting upon the Enemv, by that Means 
changed the Face of the Battle.

37. Being now become like a Mob without an 
Head, timorous and unadive; as Icon as Civilis came 
upon them, they ran away half arm’d, or without any 
Armour at all, and which was worfe, the upper Army 
would not take part with them. They let up the 
Images of ViteUius in the Camp, when him (elf was 
quite down; but the Soldiers of the firft Four and 

Eighteen Legion, bethought themfelves at laft, fub*

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mitted to Vocula, and took the Oath to Vefpaftan ; upon 
which they were led to raife the Siege at Moguntiacum, 

. where the Catti, Ufipii, and Matiaci that. befieg’d it 
were departed loaden with Booty, but being met by 

ours upon the way difpers’d hither and thither, were 
beaten, and many of them kill'd. The Treveri alfo on 
their fide defended their Confines by calling up Works, 
and had many bloody Skirmiflies with the Germans , 
but afterwards revolted, and by that means fullied the 
Merit of all thofe excellent Services they had hereto¬ 
fore done to the Romans . _ 

38 While thefe things were doing F - ?fpafian, and 

Titus were made Con fil ls in their abfence , and the 
City was in great Fear and Perplexity; for befides the 
real Mifenes they endur’d, they were alarm’d with a 
falfe Fear of the Revolt of Africk, and that Pifo en¬ 
deavour’d to create New Troubles. He was Pro- 
Conful of thofe Parts, and a Man of a quiet Difipo- 
fition, but becaufe the Ships could not come by rea- 
fon of the Winter Tempefts, the Common People who 
were us’d to buy Corn, believ’d that Traffick was re- 

itaain’d, and Commerce ihut up. Thefe Fears were 
augmented by the Vitellianift s , who had not yet relin¬ 
quish'd their former Affections and Humors,'and were 
not at all ungrateful to the Victors, whole infatiable 

defires after Profit, neither Foreign War, nor Civil 

Difcords could fatisfy. 

The Senate call’d by Julitrs Frontinus the City 
Praetor upon the Firfl of January, decreed that So- 
, lemn Thanks fhould be given to the General Officers, 
Armies, and KLings who were on their fide 5 that the 
Praetorlhip fhould be taken away irom Tertius julianus 
( becaufe he deferted his Legion upon their taking 

Vefpafians Part) and given to Plotius Gripbus. Thac 
Hormtfs fhould be made a Gentleman of Rome, and that 
Frontinus flnuld reiign his Pra^torfhip to Domitianus 

Ca ar, and that all Letters and Edicts fhould be pub- 
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lifh’d in his Name» but at lafl the Power and Dire¬ 
ction of Affairs refted upon Mueianus , except that now 
and then Domitian either at the Inflance of his Friends 
or his own Pleafure, would do fomething hnnfelf. 
The greateft Fear Mutianus had was of Antcnius Primus 
and Varus Arrim, whom (befides the Fame of their 
great Actions and their Credit with the Soldiery ) the 
People lov’d, becaufe they had neither kill’d nor 
ftiew’d Cruelty to any, except in the Field ; and Was 

laid that Antonias had folicited Scribonianm Graphs ( a 

Perfon greatly Illuflrious, not only in refpect of the 
Nobility of hisAnceftors,but his Brothers being adopted 
into the Family of the Cafars ) to take upon him the 
Government of the Common-wealth, but that he had 
refilled the Offer, being a Man that was fo much a- 
fraid of Uncertainty, that even Aflurance it (elf could 
not eafily have ftirr’d him to A&ion. And there¬ 
fore Muttanus judging it convenient todifTemble, be¬ 
caufe he durft not ufe Violence towards him, gave 
him good Words and commended him to the Senate, 

made him alfo Promifes of the Nearer Spain , vacant 
by the ceflure of Cluvius Rufw, be flowed Tribune* 
fhips and the Offices of Praefe&s upon his Friends li¬ 
berally, and when he had fwelfd up the Tumor of his 
Ambition with thefe windy and vain glorious Hopes, 
he began to let it out by degrees, firft bv infringing his 
Power by little Arts and Tricks, and afterwards ruin’d 
it by fending away the Seventh Legion (who were 
entirely at his Devotion ) into Winter Quarters; the 

Third Legion which depended on Varus Arrim into 
Syria, and another Parc of the Army into Germany . 
And thus the City being f eed from thofe which could 
Create her Trouble, began to take Beach, and 
recover her former Eftate, the Laws to take their 
due Courfe, and the Magillrates to ref time their 

Charges.

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40. Upon this, Vomitian came to the Senate, and 
made a fhort and courteous Speech concerning his Fa* 
ther and Brother’s abfence* and his want of Experi¬ 
ence by reafori of his Youth, and did it with fo de* 
cent a Behaviour, that tho he blufh’d and was often 
out of Countenance, it was taken for Modefty, for 
his Villanies were not yet come to the Knowledge of 
the Publick.

That Reftitution Jhould be made of 
tbofs things which during the fVar, had been taken away 
by force ; That the Tables of Braft which contain'd thetr 
Lawsy and were decay'd by long Traff of tirpey fhould 
he view'd and amended ■ That the Vublick Regifiers and 
Records fhould be purg'd of tbofs Faults , which were crept 
into them by the Flattery of the Ttmes t and the Publick 
Exp wees regulated .

of their ruins, Aftcl Sulfitia Tratextata the Wife of 
Crajjus , with four of his Children, were there ready 
to witnefs againft him, if the Senate would pleafe to 
take Cognizance of the Matter.

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48. About the fame time Lucius Pifo Proconful of 
Africk was kill’d, I fhall truly fet down the Circum- 
ftances of the Murder, if I relate fome certain Mat¬ 
ters which went before; which feem chiefly to have 
given occafion to that and other wicked Enterprifes of 
the like kind. The Legion in Africk , and the Forces 
defign’d to guard the Frontiers, were under the Go¬ 
vernment of the Proconful, in the time of Augufius 
and Jiberius , till Caius Cafar a whimfical Prince, and 
one that was afraid of M . Silanus who had obtained 


Africk , removed the Legion from the Proconful, and 
lent a Legat or Lieutenant-General on purpofo to 
Command it; fo that the Power over {he Soldiers be¬ 
ing divided between Two, and the Points of their 
Commiffion interfering, created Difcord and Divifioa 
between them, and the Office of the Lieutenant- 
General, grew to that height by continuing longer 
in Command, that (the Power of the Proconful s be¬ 
ing eclips’d ) they fought rather their own Safety, than 

the full Exercife of their Office. 


49. Valerius Fefius had the Command of the Le¬ 
gion at that time, a young Man given to Riot and 
exceflive Expence, and withal ambitious of great 

Things (but very much perplex’d by reafon of his 

near Relation to Vitellms ) and in fome private Con¬ 
ferences, whether he perfuaded Pifo to Hand up for the 
Empire, or oppos’d himfelf to his Solicitations, is un¬ 
certain, for no Man was prefenc, and when Pifo was 
flain, moft Men favour’d his Deftroyer; but this is 

certain that the Army in Africk was ill affeCted to

tude of Children that Friends may decreafe by Time

Clajficus exceeded all that Country both 
in the Nobility of his Birth, and the Greacnefs of his 
Riches, for he was defeended of the Race of their an- 
tient Kings, and his Anceftors were Famous both in 
Peace and War, and he boafted that both he and they, 
were always rather Enemies than Friends to the Ro¬ 
wans* Julius Tutor and Julius Sabinus entred into Con* 1 
federaqy with him, the firftofthefe was a Trevir , and 
the other a Lingon , Tutor was made by ViteUius Grand 
Supervifor of the Banks of the Rhine ; but Sabinus 
was only (purr’d on by an innate Vanity, and the 

Glory of a falfe Original, viz*, that his Grand- 
Mother was carnally known by Julius Cafar , wheii 
he War’d in Gaul, Thefe three fearched the Minds 
of the beft in private, and affociating themfelves with 
fuch as they found fit for the purpofe, they appointed 
a private Meeting in Cologn , lor fear the publick Ma- 
giftrates Ihould take Notice, whom they knew to be 

abhorrers of all (uch like Attempts. Some of the 
XJbii and the Tungri were prefent at the Confutation, 
but the ftrongeft Part, and they that carried the greatefl 
(hare in the Bufinefs were the Treveri and Lingones :

That many Countries were yet Faithful , our Ar¬ 
mies Victorious, the Fortune of the Empire entire, and the 
Gods themfelves ready to Revenge their Perftdioufnefs. That 
long ago the Sacrovirs and 7Edui, and of late Vindex 
and the Gauls were overthrown in feveral Battels , who 
had rifen up againft the Roman Empire , and that the 
fame Deities would again Revenge themfelves on their 

PerftJiouf?iefs and Perjuries. That Julius and Auguftus 
Ca:far knew well the uncertain Temper of the Gauls, 
that Galba by the abatement of their Taxes had made them 
Seditious , and that now the Gentlcnefs of their Take had 
made them Enemies , but that when they [hall be made poor 
by Devastation and Spotf they will be our Friends and 
humble Servants again . Vocula fpoke this with great 
Fiercenefs and Courage, but feeing Clajficus and Tutor 
(till continue in their Traiterous Purpofe, he retir’d 
back again to Noveftum. The Gauls let down at two 
Miles affiance from the Camp, whither che Centurions 
and Soldiers re for ting from Novefium were corrupted 
to a Villany till that time unheard of, that a Roman 
Army fhould fwear Allegiance to Strangers, and for a 
Pledge offodilhonourable a thing,either kill then Com¬ 
manders or deliver them Prifoners into the Hands of 
their Enemies. Vocula , notwithflanding he was per- 
fuaded to fly, chofe rather to flick to it manfully, and 

therefore calling an Aflembly ipake to them in this 
manner.

Nay, 
our very Allies tbemftlves have often fuff eyed their Cities 
to be razfd, themfdves and their Families burnt to Ajhes 
without any other Reward than the Reputation of their 

Fame in being true to their Word given . Tou fee the 
Legions at Vetera, tbo' they want all manner of Provi- 
fens, jupport the Siege with Pattence, without being (haken 
either by the Fear or Promifes of their Enemies ; whereas 

we on the contrary, befides Men and Amunition enough, a 

Camp ftrongly Fortified, have Provifion and Stores for a 
long War. It is not long fince you have receiv'd, not only 
your Pay , but a Donative too , and whether you accepted 
it as coming from Vefpafian or Vitellius, it certainly 
came from a Roman Emperor. If, you who have Jo often 
foil'd and overthrown the Enemy, ft and in fear of a Battel \ 
we have Trenches and Walls , and Ways of prolonging the 
War , till fuch time as Supplies of frefh Forces fball ar‘ 
rive from the neighbouring Provinces. And if you are di (- 
pleas’d with me, you have other Prefects and Tribunes ; 
nay, make choice of any Centurion or Common-Soldier to 
bead you, if he be but a Roman.

diverfly employ’d, the Hour of remove came, which 
was more doleful than they expe&ed, for within the 
Trench the Deformity of the Spe&acle was not fo ap¬ 
parent. The Field and Day only difcover’d the Shame, 
for on one fide the Images of the> Emperors were 
taken away,and their ownColours furl’d up; whereas on 
the contrary the Banners of the Gauls glifter’d, and 
were difplay’d at length on every Hand, and it look’d 
like a filent and Funeral Pomp. Claudius Santtus was 
their Leader, and it encreas’d the Indignity, feeing he 
had an ill favour’d Countenance, but one Eye, and a 
ihallow Wit. But the Diftionour was doubled, when 
the firft Legion at Bonna marched out of their Camp 
and joyn’d them. The Country which before was 
terrified with the Name of a Reman, went horn all 
Parts in great Numbers, to gaze at (6 ftrange a Sight 
as theConqueft of the Legions. The Picentine Wing 
could not endure this, but negle&ing both the Threats 
and Promifes of Santttts , were reiolv’d to March to 
Moguntiacum , and by Chance met Longinus the Mur 
derer of Vocula in their way, and (lew him for a Te- 
ftimony of future Repentance ; but however, the relt 
of the Legions went on their Journey, and let down 

before the Walls of Triers. . 

6 %. CMlts and ClaJJicus being now putt up with 

ftrolperous Succefs, debated between themfelves, wne- 

ther they Ihould not give up Cologn to the Spoil ot the 

Soldiers. Their natural Inclination to Cruelty and 

Covetoufnefs drew them that way, but the Policy ot 
War againft it, as tending to the Rmn ot their new 
Empire, Clemency being always neceffary in the hilt 
beginning; and the City having formerly treated his 
Son very honourably, tho’ taken Prifoner among them, 

made him believe himlelf in Gratitude, obligd to ipaie 

tfe&ffl*

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them. But however, the People on the other fide of 
the Rhine, envied the flowing Riches of that Opu¬ 
lent City, and affirm’d there could be no End of the 
War, unlefs it were either levell’d with the Ground, or 
made a common Habitation for all the Germans , and 
the Ubii their Neighbours alfo difpers’d. 

64. For this purpofe therefore the TeuBeri a People 
on the other fide of the River, fent an Embafly to the 
Common-Council of Cologn , and their Ambaflador 
fiercely and imperioufly utterd it in this manner: We 

thank the Gods both of its adore , but efpeciatly Mars the 
Chief of them all , that you are now return'd into the Com - 
munity and Name of Germany, and we congratulate your 
Happinefs, that you (hall now live as Free men among 
thofe that are fo. For hitherto the Romans have (hut up 
both the Rivers and Land , and in a manner even Heaven 


it /elf, to bar our Converfe and mutual Acct/s one to a - 
nother ; and what is more dtfgraceful, that we who are 
Martial Men (hould not be fufferd to enter into your City, 
but without Arms , guarded by a Keeper , and forced to 


to pay Toll. 


Bat now to the end our mutual Friendjhip 


may continue for ever , we require you to pull down the 
Walls of your City , and utterly to raz,e thefe Fortifications 
which are the /landing Marks of your Servitude to the 
Romans, for even Wild Beafls loje their innate Virtue 


when they are enclos'd. 


In the next place we ab[&lately 


require you to kill all the Romans within your Territories, 
becaufe Liberty and Lords cannot dwell together t there be- 
iug a natural Oppojition and Repugnance between them\ 
and that the Goods of the Jlain jhould be divided in com¬ 
mon , and no Man hide any thing, or feek to feparate his

We demand alfo, that it may 


be free for both or either of us, to dwell on both /ides the 
River, ai our Ancefiors us'd to do, for as Nature has com¬ 
municated Day and Night to all, fo (he has laid open all 


the Lands in the World to Valiant Men.

fore the Laws and Gods of your Fathers , and break off 

thole 
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tbofe Pleafuresj by which the Romans fubdue more People , 
than they do by the SwordAnd by thus doing , you flaU 
become a People untainted and entire, and in a little time 
forget your Servitude , or become Lords over others. 

6 $. The City took time to deliberate, and feeing 
it was no way convenient for them to yield to the 
Terms propofed, in regard of the future Danger; nor 
advifable in the State of their Circumftances, to give 
a pofitive Denial, they made Anfwer as followeth. 

We have taken the firft Opportunity to aflert our Liber¬ 
ties > with more Zeal than Caution , out of the great defire 
we have to be joynd with you , and the reft of the Ger¬ 
mans our Kinfmen and Fellow Country-mem But it is 
more reafenable to ftrengtben } rather than pull down the 
WaUs of our City , feeing the Roman Armies are gather¬ 
ing like a Cloud from all Parts to pour in upon us. As 
for Strangers , whether Italians or others , they are either 
kill'd in the Wars, or fled home to their own Countries ; and 
for the antient Inhabitants and their Off-fpring 3 this Coun¬ 
try is their own Native Soil , nor do we believe you to be 
fo unreafonable to defire us to kill our Parents 3 Brethren , 
or Children . Taxes we do for ever Annul, and make 
void, and give you free Liberty to pafs and re-pafs with¬ 
out any inconvenience of that kind , only we defire it may 
be in the Day-time and without Arms , till our new Friend- 
flip be a little better eftabhfled and ftrengthened by Time 
and Cuftom . Civilis and Velleda flail be our Arbitrators 
in the Cafe , and to them we will refer the Conclufion of 
the whole Matter . The Teucleri being thus pacified 
in forne meafure, they lent Ambafladors to Civilis and 
Valleda with Gifts, and obtained for the City all 
they defired, without being admitted to fee her : For 
{he was inclos’d in a high Tower, and one of her 
Kindred carried her Refponfes, as. the Oracles of a 
Goddefs, it being thought convenient lo to do, to 
create a greater Reverence for her in the Hearts of the 
People; 

66. Civilis 
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66* Civilis being ftrengthned with new Confe¬ 
derates, refolved to affociate all the adjoyning Cities 
to his own Party, or to force them to it in cafe of 
Refiftance. He took in firft the Sunici , and com¬ 
pos’d their able Men into Cohorts, and intended to 
have gone further, but Claudius Labeo with a tumul¬ 
tuary Number of Bethufii, Tuvgri, an,d Nervii feiz’d up¬ 
on the Bridge of the River Moje, and taking his Ad¬ 
vantage of the Strength of the Place, was refolved to 
obftm 61 his Padage. The Fight was doubtful, till fuch 
time as the Germans fwimming over the River, attack’d 
them in the Rear, upon which Civilis boldly rulhed 
into the midft of the Tungri , and with a loud Voice 

faid, We do not undertake this War 3 to obtain Dominion 
over you , far be all fuch Arrogance from eur Thoughts , 
Do but enter into Friend flip with us , and you flail make 
me either a Leader or Common Soldier , The People 
were moved with thefe Words, and putting up their 
Swords, became all of a Party, and afterwards Cam - 
panius and Juvenalis brought over the whole Nation 
to him. Labeo made his elcape, when he perceiv’d that 
he fhould be encompafs’d. The Bethufit and Nervii 
alfo yielded to Civilis , fb that all the Cities either fear¬ 
ing or voluntarily giving up themfelves, he became 
Powerful and Strong. 

67* In the mean time Julius Sabitsus breaking his 
Faith with the Romans , commanded himfelf to be (fi¬ 
led Cafar , and led after him a vafl and rude Number 
of his own Country-men the Lingones , againft the 

Seejuani a People bordering upon them, but Faithful 
to us. The Sequani did not refufe the Battel, where¬ 
in Fortune favour’d the better fide, and the Lingones 
were beaten. Sabinus as he rafhly begun the Fight, 
was one of the firft that ran a way, and caufed a Ru c 
mor to be fpread abroad that was dead. He fet Fire 
to the Houfe wherein he entred, and there was fup- 
pofed voluntarily to have ended his Life, but time

Mind, the one upon the fpur by his Youth and Am¬ 
bition, the other contriving to put Stops and Remoras 
in his way, fearing that his fierce and untoward Difpo- 
fition might by ill Counfel, be driven forward to en¬ 
deavour to pofiels himfelf of the Army, and difturb 
both the Peace and the War. The Sixth and Eighth 
of the Vi&orious Legions, the One and Twentieth of 
the ViteUian 3 the Second of thole lately enroll’d, were 
march’d, part over the Benin and Cottian Alps , and the 

reft over Graian ; and befides, the Fourteenth Legion 
was fent for out of Britain , and the Sixth and Tenth 
out of Spain . The Cities of Gaul hearing of the March 
of fo great an Army, enclin’d to Peace; and calling 
an Affembly at Rheims l where an Bmbaffay from the 
Treveri attended, Tullius Valentinus , a fierce Beaut if eu 3 
in a premeditated Oration, made all the Obje&ions 
he was capable o£ Ihewing the Inconveniences all 
great Empires are liable to, and threw all the fpiteful 

Reproaches he could upon the Romans , and was willing¬ 
ly heard by reafon of his Eloquence. 

69. But Julius Afpex a Nobleman of Rbeims i fetting 

forth the Puiffance of the Roman Power, and the Ad¬ 
vantages of Peace, affirm’d that the War might be 
begun by Cowards, but muff be fought with the ha¬ 
zard of the moft Valiant, and that the Roman Legions 
were now at hand, and almoft entring upon their 
Borders, and by this means contain'd them within 
Bounds, the Antienc being ftaid by Duty and Faith, 
and the Younger by the Senfe and Apprehenfion of 
impending Danger.

moft extreme. Tutor encreas’d his Force which con- 
lifted of the Trevert , a fiefh Supply of Vangiones, Ca• 
vacates , and Triboci , and which was moft confider- 
able, many old Experienc’d and Legionary Soldiers 
both Horfe and Foot: They had firft kill’d a Cohort 
lent before by Sextilius Felix , and were afterward drawn 
in, fome by Hope, and others by Fear: But as foon 
as the Roman Generals and Armies drew near (re¬ 
deeming their Fault by an honeft Flight) went over 
to them, and were followed by the Triboci, Vangiones, 
and Caracates. So Tutor being left alone with his 
Trevert , durft not come near Moguntiacum but fled to 
Bingium , where after he had broken down the Bridge 
of the River Nava , he trufted to the Strength of the 
Place. But Sextilius with his Cohorts purfued him 
clofe, and finding a Ford broke in upon them, and 
routed them. This Overthrow quite di/courag’d the 
Trevert , fo that the Common People who had taken 

up Arms, now caft them away, and return’d to their 
Husbandry ; and fome of the Nobility to be the firft 
that fhould come in, fled to thofe Cities for Refuge, 
which had not broken with the Romans. The Legions 
which were drawn from Novefium and Bonne to Triers , 
retook the Oath to Vefpafian of their own accord in 
the abfencecf Valentinus , who at his Return rag’d like 
a Mad-man, and turn’d all things topfy turvy. The 
Legions went away to Mediomatrici , a State in Friend- 
fhip with the Romans , and Valentinus and Tutor to the 
Trevert , to perfuade them to refume their Weapons, 
and take the Field. Which after they had affeded, 
they (that there might remain no hope of Pardon ) 
prevail’d with them to tie the Band of their Union or 

Confederacy the fafter by the (laughter of Herennius 
and Numiftus Lieutenant Generals.

with the uttermoft Refolution, but drove them back 
from their Ground. Nor was it without the Affiftance 
of the Gods, that the Victory fettled upon our fide. 
After the Fight was over, they affirm’d that the fight 
of the Cohort terrified them, who being defeated at 
firft, and afterward rallying on the Tops of the Hills, 

feem’d a frelh Supply to their fight. But the Chief 
Reafon of the Lofs of the Vi&ory was, that they left 
eff Fighting, and foolilhly fell to Quarrel about the 
Plunder, and Cerealis "as he had almoft undone all by 
Negligence, reftor’d it by Conftancy, and following 
his Good Fortune, took the Enemies Camp, and fee 


it on Fire. 

79. The Soldiers were not fuffer’d long to remain 
quiet, for the City of Cologn lent to them for Affiftance, 
and offered to furrender the Wife and Sifter of Civil#, 
and the Daughter of Clafficus , which were left with 
them as Pledges of mutual Friendlhip, and in the mean 
time killed the Germans that lay difperfed up and down 
the City. Upon which they were afraid as they had 
reafon, and defired Affiftance, before the Enemy ha- 
ving gathered frefh Forces, fhould profecute their Re¬ 
venge. For Civilis intended to come thither, having 
as yet a Competent Force, but his Chief Confidence 
lay in his Cohort that were compos’d of the Cbauci 
and Frifiiy which were Valiant Men, and not prefent 
in the Overthrow, and lay at Tolbiacum , in the Ter¬ 
ritories of Cologn , but he was advertis’d by a for- 
rowfui Meflenger that they were deftroy’d by the 
Fraud of the People of Cologn , who when the Germans 

being fill’d with Wine and good Ghear, and laiddowi* 

to 
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to' fleep. had fet Fire to the Barracks, where they were 
quarterd and burnt them alive; but to prevent that 

Cereal* came himfelf to relieve them with all fpeed. 

Another Inconvenience that might happen, did ex¬ 
ceedingly trouble Civilis, which was, left the Four¬ 
teenth Legion aflifted by the Navy from Britain fhould 


wafte the Sea Coaft of the Batavians. 


Fabius Prifcus 


led forth the Legions in a Land-March, as far as the 
Nervis and tuners, and thofe Countries that had yielded 
toth eRomans. But as for the Navy which was intended

the Speeches of Flatterers gave him fome Caufe of 
Hope: at laft he defired the Phyficians to Confult whe¬ 
ther fuch Blindnefs and Lamenefs were poflible to be

and nothing now incredible, with a pleafant Coun¬ 
tenance, before a great Multitude who ftood by at¬ 
tending the Events, did as they had defied him, and 
immediately the blind Man recover’d Sight, and the 
Lame the u(e of his Limbs. They who were prelent 
affirm both to be true, even at this time when nothing 

is tp be got by Lying, 

82. This made Vefpafian defirous to vifit the (acred 
Seat of the God, and ask fome Queftions relating to 
the Empire, and commanding all to depart, he entred 

into the Temple, where buly’d at his Devotion, he 
thought he faw behind his Back, Baftlides a Noble¬ 
man of Egypt, whom at the fame time he knew to be 
fick in his Bed, many Days Journey from Alexandria. 
Then he enquired of the Priefts, whether Bafihdes 
was come into the Temple, and of others, whether he 
had been feen in the City, and at laft fending Horfe- 
men on purpole, he found Bafilides was no lefs than 
Fourfcore Miles diftant at the fame moment, upon 
which he concluded it was a Divine Vifion, and out 
of the Name of Baftlides deriv’d an Anfwer to his Que- 

85. The original of this God has not been recorded 
by any of our Writers, but the Egyptian Priefts do re¬ 
late the Story after this manner; That Ptolemy the 
firft of the Macedonians who obtain’d the Kingdom ot 
Egypt, when he added Walls to the new built City ot 
Alexandria. , as alfo ereded Temples, and inftituted 
Religion, (aw in his Sleep a goodly young Man, much 
taller than ordinary, who warned him to (end into 
Ponm fome Friends which he could conhde in, to 
bring his Image from thence, that it would bring Pro- 
fperity to the whole Kingdom, but particularly to the 
Place where the Image (houldbe (ec up, and the young 
Man feemed to be immediately carried up to Heaven 
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in a Flame of Fire. Ptolemy being moved with fo great 
a Miracle, declared his Vifion to the Priefts of Egypt , 
whofe Bufinefs it was to interpret (uch things. But 
when he found them ignorant of Pontus and other 
Foreign Matters, he asked Timothem an Athenian of the 
Family of the Eumolpida (whom he had brought from 
Eleufts to have the Chief Government in Matters of 
Religion) what Devotion or God that might be. 
Timotheus conferring with fome who had been in Pontus, 
underftood there was a City call’d Synope , and near 
it an antient Temple dedicated to Pluto , for there ftood 
by it the Image of a Woman, commonly call’d Prefer- 
pme. But Ptolemy prone to fear, as Kings commonly 
are, and quickly returning to his former Security, and 
being mote addicted to PJeafure than Devotion, ne- 
gle&ed the Matter, and turn’d his Thoughts another 
way, till fuch time as the fame Vifion appeared again 
in a more terrible manner, peremptorily denouncing 
Deftrudion both to him and his Kingdom, in cafe 
what he had requir’d was not perform’d. Then 
Ptolemy fent an Embaffy with Prefents to Scydrothenm 
King of Synope , defiring them to go by Delp&os, and ask 
Counfel of Apollo . Their Voyage by Sea was profpe- 
rous, and the Anfwer of Apollo was without ambigui¬ 
ty, namely that they ihould go forward, and bring his 

Father’s Image along with them, but leave his Sifter s 
behind. 

84. The Ambaffadors came to Synope , where pre¬ 
senting their Gifts, they open’d their Commiflion, and 
declar’d what the King their Mafter’s Requeft was. 
Scydrotbenus was in doubt what to do, fbmetimes he 
was afraid of the»Difpleafure of the God, fometimes 
the Threats of his Subjects, who were utterly averfe 
againft it, and fbmetimes he was inclin’d by the Pre¬ 
fents and Promifes of the Ambaftadors. And notwith- 

ftanding Three Years were (pent in this Negotiation, 
yet Ptolemy continued all the time an earneft and 

diligent 
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diligent Suitor, and fent more Honourable Ambafla- 

dorfone after another, together with more Ships and 

Go d. At laft a terrible and threatnmg Vifion ap¬ 
peared to Scydrothcnus, commanding him to Prevent 

?he Determination of the Gods no longer;, but as he 

ftill delay’d, various Mifchiefs and divers Difeafes be- 

fembly of all the People he declar’d to them the W.il 
of the God, his own, and Ftolemy s Vifion;, and the im¬ 
pending Mifchiefs in cafe of Refufal. But however, 
thev refus’d the Motion, and fearing their own State, 
and envying Egypt, they befet the Temple about. 
Whereupon there runs a ftrong Report that the God 
conveyed himfelf into the Ship without the Affiftance 
of Hand, and which is wonderful, tiut they arn 
° Alexandria in Three Days, tho’ they fail d through 
fo long and vaft a Sea, and fo built a Temple to the

famous Opinion concerning the Original and T 
{Donation of this God, though feme hold that 
ife was brought from Seleucia a City of Syria, in the 
Reign of Ftolemy the Third; and others,.that it was 
the 8 fame Ftolemy that tranfported it, but it was from 
Memphis, a famous City, and in ant.em t.mes one m 
the ftrongeft in Egypt. Many ft PPofe the God him

86 . The Craft was underftood, but feeing Obedi¬ 
ence was neceffary, he took no Notice of it. So 
they ftaid at Lions 3 from whence 5 cis thought he fent 

private Meftengers to Cerealis to try his Pulfe, Whe¬ 
ther if he came thither in Perfon, he would deliver his 

Army and Command to. him. What he intended by 
it, whether to War againft his Father, or to Strengthen 
himfelf againft his Brother, when Occafion ftiould re- 


qune, is uncertain. For Cerealis eluded this Requeft, 
as Chiidiih by Difcreet Anfwers; and Domitian per* 
ceiving his Youth to be defpis’d of Elder Men, med - 
led no more with State-Matters, but under che fhevv 
of Simplicity and Modefty refign’d up himfelf to a pri¬ 
vate and lolitary Life, pretending to ftudy Learning 
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and Poetry, thereby to conceal his Difpofition, and a- 
void all Emulation and Strife betwixt his Brother and 
himfelf, whole fweetnefs of Temper, and better 
Mind he made very untoward Remarks upon, and 

turn’d to the worfe Gonftru&ion.

I N the beginning of the fame year Titus Vefyafian 

Cafar, being appointed by his Father to reduce 
Judea, and renown’d for both their Martial Ex¬ 
ploits, enter’d upon A&ion at that time with in- 
creale of Forces and Glory; by reafon of the emula¬ 
tion of the Soldiers and the Provincials. And that he 


might appear to be yet more great than his Fortune, 
he fhew’d himfelf graceful in Arms and arrive, en¬ 
gaging the AfFe&ions of all by his Affability, and 
mingling with the Soldiers either upon March or on 
A&ion, yet at the fame time maintaining Imperial 

Dignity, Three Legions receiv'd him in Jud^a, the

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Fifth, the Tenth, and the Fifteenth, all of them Ve 


teran Bands of Vtfpafian 


Syria lent him the Twelfth;

nd the Third and the Two-and-twentieth march’d 


from Egypt. 


Befides he was follow’d by Eight Wings of 


Horfe, and by Twenty Confederate Cohorts; together 
with Agrippa and Sohemus Eaftern Monarch?, and the 
Auxiliary Troops of Antiochus , and by the Arabians , 
Mortal Enemies to the Jeivs , through an inveterate 
National averfion Cuftomary to Bordering People. 
There were divers whom their private defigns mid 
call’d from Italy with intentions of fecuring the Affe- 
aions of the Prince before they were pre-engag'd. 
Having pafs’d the Frontiers with the foremention’d For- 
ces, drawn up his Army, lent out fmall Parties to beat 
the Field, and prepar’d for Battel, he form d a Camp 

not very far from Jerufalem. 

i. But becaule I am about to relate the deitruction oi 


fo Renown’d a City, it may not be incongruous to un¬ 
fold its Original, (a) It is affirm'd that the Jews flying 
from their Native Ctcfc^ Ccime «md fat down upon the 

Skirts of Libya', at the very time that Sat urn was dri¬ 
ven from his Kingdom by the Superior power of Jupi- 
ter. The Realon of the Affertion is drawn from the 


Name: that Ue is a Mountain famous in Crete , and 
that the Idei who inhabited round about it, came by 
the corruption of a barbarous addition to be call d 
Judai. There are fome who relate that they were a 
confluence of People from Jftjria, who wanting room 
po He (Ted themlelvcs of part of Egypt, and afterward 
inhabited the Neighbouring parts of Syria, and Cities 
of their own. Some fay that dining the Reign or Lps , 
Egypt di (charged its overflowing Multitudes upon the 

bordering Countries, by the means of their.Two Cap¬ 
tains Jtsda and Jerufalem. Moft aver that they were 
Originally *A£t biops, whom their Fear, and the Hatred 
which they bore to Caphcus compel! d to change their 
Dwellings. But others derive them from a more iilu- 

itrious

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jftrious Original, and affirm that the Solymi, Celebrated 
by Homers Vcrfes, built and call’d by their own nam« 

Jerufalem . . 

But in this moft Writers agree, that a hngrmg 

loathfome Dileafe infeding Egypt, Boccborss the King 
was commanded by Hatnmon, whole Oracle he had 
confulted, to purge his Kingdom, and to difeharge it 
of that wretched Race which was odious to the Divi¬ 
nity. So that that miferable People by the narrowed 
fearch being drawn together in a Body, and left to 
themfelves in almoft boundlefs Solitudes; Mefes, one 
of the Exiles, admoniih’d the reft, whom grief haa 
render’d ftupid, that they Ihould ceafe to exped relief 
from Gods or Men, fince both had now abandon’d 

them ; but that relying on him alone, who was their 

Captain by Divine Creation, from his affiftance they 

fhould exped deliverance. They all aflented, and with 
blind Obedience follow’d him and Fortune. But that 


which plagu’d them moft was want of Water. C b) And 
now they lay through all the Plain extended and ex¬ 
piring, when a Company of Wild A(Tes that return’d 
from Pafture, ran on a fudden to an adjacent Rock 
which was (haded all with Wood. Mofes , who follow’d, 
Conjedur’d rightly that Springs fupplied the Verdant 
Soil, and difcover’d large Veins of Water. To that they 
ow’d their fafety, and went purluing their journey the 
next fix days continually, and driving out the Inhabi¬ 
tants, where they arriv’d the Seventh ; they feiz’d upon 
the Soil where they built their City, and Conlecrated 


their Temple. 

4. Mofes, that he might fubjed the Nation to his 
perpetual fway, immediatly Inftituted new Rites, and 
(c) contrary to thole which are oblerv’d by the reft ol 
Mortals. There all things are held Profane which a- 
mong us are Sacred ; and with them mod things are 
lawful, which with us are abominable, (d) 1 he Image 
of the Creature was ynmediatly Conlecrated, whole

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appearance had taught them to expel their Thirft, 
and made them ceafe from their wanderings; and they 
(lew a Ram as it were in affront to Hantmon. They 
Sacrifice an Ox too, which the Egyptians adore by the 
name of Apis. They abftain from Swines Flefh in 
memory of their misfortune, becaufe they had been 
formerly polluted by the fame loathfome Difeafe to 
which that Creature’s obnoxious. And they ftill by 
their frequent Fafts confefs their former Famine. And 
the Jeivifli unlevened Bread remains to this day a proof 
of the Provision which they formerly Plunder’d, 
(f) Upon the Seventh Day they are pleas’d to be idle, 
becaufe it was that which put an end to their toil. Nay 
fo great are the Charms of Eafe with them, that the 
whole Seventh Year is become Sacred to Sloth. Some 
affirm that to be in honour of Saturn. Whether the 

jdei) who are reported to be the Founders of their Na¬ 
tion, and to be driven out with Saturn , tranfmitted 

fuch Religious Rites to them, or whether it be that the 
Planet of Saturn , is of all the Seven bright Bodies by 
which Mortals are govern’d fupremeft in its Orb, and 
in its influence mightieft. 

5. But however thefe Rites were introduced amongft 
them, they have undoubted Antiquity for their defence. 
The reft of their bafe abominable Inftitutions owe 
their Eftablifhment to their Impiety. For ail their moft 
Profligate Neighbours contemning their Country, and 
Blafpheming their Gods, brought large Offerings and 
Prefents to theirs: Which advanc’d the Affairs of the 
Jews. Belide they are as Compaffionate one to ano¬ 
ther, as they are invincibly faithful; but they have an 
Enemies averiion to Strangersiwith whom they neither 
mingle at Bed norat Board. And the moft Lafcivious 
of all Generations abftain from Foreign Women. But 
amongft themfelves nothing is held unlawful. They 
are engag’d by their Law to Circumcife their Members 

on the account of diftin&ion. And all who go over to 

their 
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their Religion are obliged to the fame pra&ice. And 
the very firft Maxims that are infus’d into them are, 
that it is their Duty to Blafpheme their Gods, to dif- 

own their Country, to contemn their Fathers, their 
Children, their Brethren. And yet they have provided 

for the increafe of their People. (e) They efteem it ;an 
Abomination to expofe their Infants; and they believe 
the Souls to be Eternal of thofe who are Executed, 

or who dye in Battle. From hence proceeds the delire 

of Propagating, and the contempt of Death. They ra¬ 
ther Bury than Burn their Bodies after the Egyptian 
manner ; and have the fame Opinions of Hell, but ve¬ 
ry contrary thoughts of the Gods. The Egyptians pay 

Religious Worfhip to Animals, and to Images made 
by Hands. The (/) Jews acknowledge but one God, 
and that God a Spirir. They affirm thofe to be im¬ 
pious who pretend that an Image made of frail Matter, 
and of Human form, can reprefent a God. That 
he is a Supreme, and an Eternal Being, and by Con- 
fequence immutable, and incorruptible. And there¬ 
fore their Cities and their Temples are without Images. 
They refufetopay that Honour to their Kings, and to 

our Cefars who Command their Kings. But becaufe 
they make ufe of Drums and Flutes in their Ceremo¬ 
nies, becaufe their Prlefts are crown’d with Ivy, and 
a golden Vine was found in their Temple ; fbme have 
affirm’d that they Worfhip Bacchus Conquerour of the 
Orient: But their Inftitutions are vaftly different. 
Bacchus invented Luxurious Rites, and a Jolly Re¬ 
ligion. But that of the Jews may be laid to be as 

fordid as it is abfiird. 

6. The Country, where it inclines to the Eaft, is 

bounded with Arabia. Southward of it lies Egypt. The 
Sea and Fhenicia Weftward, and to the North Syria 0 

The Inhabitants are Healthful and Nervous, and pa¬ 
tient of Fatigues. The Soil is Fertile, tho it feldom 
Rains among them. They have plentifully all the

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Products which we have, and befides all thofe the 
Palm and the Bal(am-Tree. The Palm is a tall and 
a graceful Plant. The Balfam a Tree of a moderate 
height.

To open 
them they make ule of Flint or of Shell* The Com¬ 
manding Mountain of the place is Libanns, amazing¬ 
ly Verdant amidft intolerable Heats, and conuant 
to the eternal Snow upon it.

Nor does the Sea receive 
the Jordain. It runs entirely thro two Lakes, and 
the third confines it.

At cer¬ 
tain Seafons it throws up Bitumen , the manner of ga¬ 
thering which, Experience, which teaches us all our 
Arts, has taught us.

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Create their Kings; who being expell’d by the incon- 
ftancy of the Vulgar, and by force of Arms reluming 
their Sway, at the fame time that they prelum d to 
famifh their Citizens, to deftroy their Cities, to put to 
death their Brethren, their Wives, their Relations, and 
to do all that unlimited Power dares; yet took care to 
encourage the Superftition of the Place. The Realon 
is plain, they had themfelves affum’d the honour of the 
High-Priefthood, as the fureft Foundation of their 

Regal Authority. 

cf. The firft of the Romans who luhaued the jews 
was Pompey , who enter’d their Temple by right of 
Conqueft, and when he found it without Images, a 
report was immediately fpread, that their Religion had 
Myfteries without a meaning, and their Temple Al¬ 
tars without a Divinity. He dilmantled the Town; 
but he preferv’d the Temple. Afterwards when upon 
the end of the firft Civil-War the Eaftern Provinces 
fell to Antony , Pacorns King of the Partbians feizing 
upon JuJta, was kill’d in Battel by Publius Ventidius , 

and the Varthians were driven on the other lide the

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which Antonius Felix , who had Married Drufilla the 
Grand daughter of Antony and Cleopatra , a Man cruel 
and luftful to the laft excels, did at the very time that 
he exercis’d the Regal Authority, difeover the Spirit 

and Mind of a Slave. 

i o. Yet the .7 ews had patience till Gejjius Floras was 
made Procurator of the Country, and then the War 
broke out; and Cejlius Galius , Lieutenant of Syria , 
who undertook to lupprefs it, fought frequent Battels 
and with various, but oftner with ill Succels. Who 
afterwards dying either through grief, or the appoint¬ 
ment of Deftiny, Vefpafian who was Commiftton’d 
by Nero, feconded by his Reputation, and by his For¬ 
tune, and his gallant Troops became Mafter in two 
Campaigns of all the open Country, and of all the 
ffrong Places, Jerufalem alone excepted. The year 
following the minds of all Men were fo bent upon the 
Civil-Wars, that we had no leifure to think of the 
Jews . But as loon as ever we had Peace in Italy , we be¬ 
gan to reflect on Foreign Affairs. And the Jews the 
rather provok’d us, becaufe they were the only People 
who bad prefum’d to ftand out againft us. At the fame 
time Vefpafian thought it convenient for his new Em- 
pire, that Titus fhould continue to Command the Ar¬ 
mies in Perfon. He therefore, as we laid before, En¬ 
camping before the Walls of Jerujalem , fhew’d the 
Jews his Army drawn up in order of Battel. 

n. The Jews drew up under their very Walls, that 
in cafe they fucceeded they might truft to the open 
Field, and in cafe they were repell’d, they might fe- 
cure their Retreat. The Light Horfa that were lent 
againft them, engag’d with doubtful Succels. At length 
the Enemy gave ground, and the following days there 
were feveral Skirmilhes before the Gates; till by re¬ 
peated continual lodes they were driven within their 
Walls. The Romans laid dole Siege to them ; for they 

difdain d to come to a Blockade, and thought it not 

worth 
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worth their while to reduce them by Famine. Befides, 

they courted Danger, and cryed out for Adioni; fome 
thro* Bravery or thro’Ambition : others thro their in- 
bred Fiercenels, or the hopes of Advancement; Titus 
himfelf had before his Eyes the Magnificence and the 
Delights of Rome ; and both Soldiers and General 
thought that Jerufalwt would ftand as a fcandal in 
their way to glory, unlefs they faw it tumble imme¬ 
diately. But the Natural Strength of the Place, which it 

drew from its mountainous fituation, was confiderably 
increas’d by Redoubts, and Works that would have for¬ 
tified the loweft places fufficiently. For two Hills of 
a prodigious height, were encompaiied with Walls, 

which were Oblique by Art, or indented inwardly; 
that fo the fides of the Affaulters might lye open to 

the Defenders. The top of the Rock was craggy, 

and Towers where they had the advantage ofthc Moun¬ 
tain were rais’d about fixty Foot, but in the bottoms 
were advanc’d to a hundred and twenty, amazing to 
the Eye, and equal to diftant beholders. There were 
other inward Works that were thrown up around the 
Palace. There was a Tower particularly of a con- 
fpicuous, and a commanding height, which in honour 

of Antony , Herod call’d Antonia . 

12. Their Temple is built in the form of a Tower, 

and is furrounded with feparate Walls, which lurpah 
the reft both in their Strength and Beauty. The very 
Porches that furround the Temple are more than com¬ 
mon Bulwarks. Within it is a Fountain that flows per¬ 


petually, and the Rock is vaulted under it. They have 
Ponds and Cifterns for the preferving Rain. 

Founders forelaw that the diverfity of their Cuitoms 

would occafion frequent Wars; and therefore they 

made provifion of all things chat might be lerviceabJs 

in a lingring Siege; and Fear, and Experience upon 

■ Vi6tory had inftru&ed them in what was ne* 

for them. And having purchasd the priviledgs 

or 
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of Fortifying, thro the exceflive Covetoufnefs of the 
Court of Claudius , in Peace they carried on their 

Works for War. Their numbers were augmented by 
the glut of thole who flock’d thither from the deftruto 
on of the other Cities; whofe mod obftinate Inhabit 
rants fled for Refuge to Jerufakm, which occaliond 
frequent Seditions there. They had three Leaders, and 
as many Armies. Simon commanded the outward 
Walls, and? obn, whom they calld Barzotas, the mid 
City, and Eleazar had fortified the Temple/ Stmon and 
John had by much the ftronger, and the more nu* 
merous party i but Eleazar had the advantage in PolL 
Their Diffenfion and Treachery interven’d among!* 
them, and cafual Conflagrations, which con lum d the 
greater part of their Provilions. Then John treache* 
roufly cutting ofF Eleazar and his Men, upon a pre* 

tence of Sacnfizingi furprizd the Temple. Thus the 
Fa&ions were reduc’d to two, till upon the R ort ™?l 
approach, a Foreign War put an end to Civil Dm- 

cord. 


13 At the fame time were fundry Prodigies, which 
that Superfluous People, a profeft Enemy to the Rites 
of all other Religions, held it unlawful to expiate ei¬ 
ther by Prayer or Sacrifice. Armies were feen joyning 
Battel in the Heavens, and Arms were beheld to glit¬ 
ter, and the Temple appear’d to be all on Fire by the 
fl a flies of the Lightning. The Gates were all on a 
fudden thrown open, and, behold the Godi defart from 
you , pronounc’d in more than human Accents. At 
the lame time a wondrous found was heard, as lr they 
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half interpret fo glorious a Deftiny : Nor had Ad- 
verfity the force to convince them. The number of 
the befieg’d of each Sex, of all Ages, is (aid to have 
been fix hundred thoufand. All appear’d in Arms 
who were able to bear them, and feveral had the Cou¬ 
rage to do it, who had not the Power. Men and Wo¬ 
men were eaually obftinate, and in cafe they were 
compell’d to fhift their dwelling, they feem’d greedy of 
Death, and apprehenfive of Life. Cefar , fince he 
found it impoflible to carry the place by Storm, made 
his approaches flowly and regularly, every Legion had 
its different Office; and there was a fufpenfion of A- 
«ftion, till they form’d their Engines, and made pro- 
vifion of all forts of Machines which are found ufe- 
ful in Sieges, whether they are of Ancient or modern 

invention. 

14. But Civilis making up his Recruits as he march’d 

thro Germany after his defeat at Triers, at laft fat down 
at the old Camp, that he might be fecure in the ftrength 
of the Place, and that his Barbarians might be ani¬ 
mated by the remembrance of their former Succefs. 
Certain follow’d him, having Reinforc’d his Troops by 
the arrival of the Second, the Fourteenth and the Six¬ 
teenth Legions. The Cohorts, and the Wings, that 
had now for feme time receiv’d Commands to come up 
to him, as foon as they heard of his Vi&ory, march d 
with all Expedition. Neither of the Generals,could 
be call’d a trifler. But the depth of the Fields, which 
were naturally moift,was an obftacle to their Engaging. 
Civilis had thrown up a flaming Work upon the Rhine , 
which obftru&ing the Courfe of the River might turn 
it back upon us. Such was the Nature of the Place, 
where the Fords were uncertain, and very deceitful, 
and very prejudicial to us. For the Romans were hea¬ 
vily arm’d, and afraid of the Water, The Germans 
who had been ufed to Swimming, were kept above 
the Water by the lightnefs of their Armour, and by 

the advantage of their Statures, ] 5 * And 
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15. And now the Enemy bidding defiance to us, all 
among ours who were apteft to take fire, immediate¬ 
ly began to Engage : But as foon as they faw that 
Horfe, and Men, and Arms were fwallow’d by the 
depth of the Marfhes, they quietly cool’d upon if. 

The Germans leaping fprung thro the Fords, with which 
they were well acquainted, and palling by our Front, 
attack’d us in Flank and Rear. Nor was it a clofe or 
a certain Fight; but they aflaulted one another by 
Shocks as they cafually met in the Water, as if it had 
been a Sea-Engagement. And if they met with any 
thing that was folid enough to fuftain them, fupport- 
ing themfelves upon it with all their might, the wound¬ 
ed with the unwounded, and they who could Swim 


with thofe who could not, entangled one another to 
their mutual deftru&ion. Nor yet was the Slaughter 
near fo great as the diforder. For the Germans not 
daring to march out of the Marlh, made their Retreat 
to their Gamp. The event of that Combat excited 
the Generals to haften on a decifive Battel, but upon 
different motives. Civilis had a mind to pufh on his 
Fortune. And Cerialis to wipe off the affront which 

he had juft received. The Germans deriv’d their info- 
lence from their Succefs, and Shame was a Spur to the 
Romans . The Night was paft on the Barbarians fide 
either in Shouts or Singing, and on Our part in Threat- 
nings and Indignation. 

16. The next day Cerialis drew up the Horfe, and 
the Auxiliars in a Line of Battel. The Legions were 
placed in a fecond Line,and the General retain’d a Body 
of Referve to provide for Contingencies. Civilis was 

deeper in his Files than he was extended in his Ranks. 

The Dutch and the Cugernians were on the Right, 
The Inhabitants of the other fide of the Rhine were 
on the Left, and next to the River. The Exhortati¬ 
on of the Generals was not an univerfal Harangue, but 
an occafional Admonition as they rid thro the Troops. 

Cerialts 
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Cerialis remember’d them of the ancient Glory of the 
Roman name, of their old and their modern Triumphs, 
exciting them to extirpate to all Eternity, a perfidious, 
a vile, and a vanquifh’d Foe. That lately (mall num¬ 
bers of them had engaged with multitudes, and yet 
that then the very Germans were routed, in whom the 
Flower of their Strength confifted. That they who 
remain’d had to this day the memory of their infa¬ 
mous flight in their Souls, and the marks of difhoneft 
Wounds on their Backs. Then he us’d incitements 
that were proper to the feveral Legions, Saluting thole 

of the Fourteenth by the Title of Subduers of Britain , 
telling thole of the Sixth that Galba ow’d his Empire 
to their Authority; and admonishing the Second which 
was newly rais’d, that this was the Battel in which they 
were to Confecrate their Arms and Enfigns to Glory. 
And then fpurring on to the German Army, and ftretcn- 
ing out his Arms he cryed to them that they Ihould re¬ 
cover this their own Shore, and their own Camp, at 
the expence of the blood of their Enemies, He was 
anfwered with Shouts prefagingof Victory, by all who 
either were greedy of Battel after their long Repofe, 
or defirous of Peace after their long Fatigues. And 
every one had hopes of recompenfe, and reft for the 

future. 


17. Nor did Civil is draw up his Forces liiently, put¬ 
ting them in mind of the Field of Battel, as a Tefti- 
mony of their Bravery. That the Dutch and Germans 
flood now upon the footfleps, and the Foundation of 


their Glory, trampling upon the Allies and Bones of 


defeated Legions 


That which way foever the Roman 


turn’d his Eyes; he had Slavery and Slaughter before 
him, and a very dreadful profpetf. He advis’d them not 
to be terrified in the leaft by the unluccefsful Event of 


the Battel of Triers 


That there the Germans were ob 
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der. But that fince all things had fain out favourably 
for them, and unfortunately for their Enemy; That 
for his part he had been wanting in nothing which re¬ 
quir’d the addrefs of a General. That they were to 
fight upon a wafhy Ground which they knew, and up. 
on Marfhes fatal to the Enemy. That they had tne 
Rhine , and the German Gods before them, under whofe 

prote&ion they fhould begin the Attacks, in defence of 
their Wives, their Children, their Parents, and of 
their deareft Country. That that was the day which 
was to render them more glorious even than their brave 
Anceflors, or to tranfmit their infamy to their lateft 
Pofterity: As foon as the Troops had return’d their 
approbation, by the clattering of Feet, and the clafh- 
ing of Arms, Darts and Slings began a diftant Fight, 
the Remans not entring into the Marfh, tho the Ger¬ 
mans defied them. 

18. Having fpent the Weapons which they had to 
throw, and the Fight now growing warm, the Enemy 
came on with fury; vaft in their proportions, and from 
afar with their long Spears goring our falling and 
floating Soldiers; at the fame time a Band of the 
Brutteri came Swimming from the Work that was rais’d 
in the Rhine . Here we began to be diforder’d, and the 
Cohorts of our Confederates already gave ground; 
when the Legions renew’d the Fight, and reprefling 
the Enemies infolence, made the Battel equal. At tKis 
Conjun&ure a Dutch Deferter came over to Cerialis , 
and promis’d to bring him upon the Enemies Rear, if 
he would fend about his Horfe to the fartheft part of 
the Marfh. That there he would find folid ground, 

and that the Cugerni, who were Commanded to : 
Guard the Pafles, would be certainly furpriz’d in the 
negleft of their Duty. Two Wings of Horfe were 
fenc with the Deferter, and the unwary Enemy was 
encompafs'd on all fades. As foon as we were ad¬ 
vertiz’d of it by the outcry, the Legions preft upon 
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the Van ; and the routed Germans took their flight to 

the Roman Wing hid follow’d them with Expedition. 
But even the Horfe abandon d the purfuit, being re¬ 
train’d by the fudden Showrs, and by the approaching 

The next day the Fourteenth Legion was fent 

to Gallus Ann,ns into the Upper Germany. And the 
Tenth which came from Spain (upplyed the Army or 
Cerialis. The Cbauci fent fupplies to Civil*, who ne- 
verthelefs had not refolution enough to defendthe ff' 
tavians Town. But carrying away all that could be 
removed, and fetting Fire to the reft, he went over 
into Jflands; being very fenfible that Veftels were 
wanting with which we might build a Bridge, and that 
the Roman Army could not be transported without 
them. Befides they demolifh’d the Work that had been 

rais’d by Drufus Germanicus. And he lent the 
down pouring to Gaul, according to its natural Chan¬ 
Courfe. So that the fmalnefs of the Channel which 
upon this diverfion of the River remain d between t e 

Ifland and Germany, gave them the appearance ol one 
Continent. Tutor and Clajftcus pals d the Rhine too, 
and a hundred and thirteen Senators of Triers : amonglt 
whom was Akinus Mont anus, who was fent into t ranee 
by Primus Antonins, as we related above. He was ac¬ 
companied by his Brother Deans Alpmus. At the Uma 
time the reft, partly by their Prefents andI partly_by 
exciting compafBon, were Inftrumental in the railing

that Civilss prefum’d to attack the Forces in their Quar¬ 
ters, ■ thothey were conveniently diftnbuted in tour Di- 
“[ions, and at moderate diftance.

iler oi their Camp, feme few of the Soldiers, and five 
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Tutor and Clajficus. Nor was the Roman Nary prefent 
at that Action tho thev had receiv’d Commands in or¬ 
der to it. Their apprehenfion of danger partly ob- 
ftru&ed it, and the Mariners were partly difpers’d in 
the difcharging of other Military Duties. Indeed Ce- 
rialii had allow’d them but a very little time to obey his 
Commands, being a Man always fpeedy in his Coun- 
fels, but happy and illuftrious in his Executions. For¬ 
tune was prefent to him even where Prudence was 
wanting, which occafion’d a negle# of Difcipline 
both in him and his Officers. A few days afterwards 
he narrowly efcap’d the danger of Slavery tho he could 
not avoid the infamy of it. 

Having taken a turn to vifit the Retrenchments 
which were thrown up at Nuri and Bonne , for the Win¬ 
ter Quakers of the Legions, he and his Company 
came buck down the Srreamin feveral Veffels; his Bo¬ 
dy in the mean time being difpers’d, and no ftrieft 
Watch being kept. The Germans receiv’d advice of it, 
and detach’d a Party with adefign to furprife them. A 
very black night was chofen for the Execution > and 
being earned a main with the Stream they enter’d the 
Trenches without meeting any obftruiftion. The 
beginning of the A<5Hon was aided by Stratagem: for 
cutting the Coids of the Tents, they murder’d the 
Soldiers as they lay overwhelm’d with them. Another 
Body at the fame time put our Navy into diforder, 
faftning Graphng Irons, and hawling our Veffels. And 
as filencs at firft was requifite for the furprizing us, 
fb as foon as ever the Slaughter was begun, they let up 
loud cries ar every turn, that they might terrifie us 
the more The Romans alarm’d by their Wounds cry 
out for their Arms, and mill thro the Paffages, forne 
in Armour, others with Cloaks wrapt about them, and 
their drawn Swords in their hands. The General half- 
naked, and not got half awake, ow’d his prefervation 
to the Enemies mifiake. For they carried off the 

Pre* 
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Pretorian Veflel which was diftinguifh’d by its Flag, 
fuppofing the General had been there. Certain^ had 
pafs’d the night in another place, and in the Opinion 


of moft, in Claudia Sacrata s Arms 


The Soldiers who 
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that fell towards the end of the Autumnal Seafon, gave 
the appearance of a Lake to the whole Ifland, which 
was Flat and Fenny. Nor was the Fleet or the Con¬ 
voy near. And the Tents which were pitch’d in the 
Flat Country, were carried away by the force of the 

Current. 

14. Civilis imputed it fince to his merit, that where¬ 
as the Legions might have been then opprefled, 
and the Germans had refolved upon it *. they were di¬ 
verted by his Addrefs, which his furrendring himfelf 
a few days afterwards made more probable. For Cert¬ 
ain carried on an underhand Treaty, both with the 
Dutch and him, offering Pardon to the one, and Peace 
to the other; and at the fame time admonilhing Velleda 
and her Friends, that fince from the very beginning 

of the War, Fortune had declar’d it felf ftill againft 
them, by the frequent deftru&ions of theirs: they fhould 

change it bv doing fomething fuddenly for themfelves, 
that might fhow them deferving of the Favour of the 
Roman People. Fie advis’d them toconfider, that we 
had deftroyed the Trevirt, that the Ub 'u had Surrender’d, 
and that the Dutch had loft their Country. That all 
they had got by Civil is his Friendfhip, was Grief and 
Wounds,and Deflation ; that he was a banifhed Wretch 
from his Country, and that he brought ruin to all who 
received him. That if they made any more attempts, 
the Guilt and In.juftice would be on their Side, and 
Revenge and the Gods on ours. Promifes were 
mingled with Threats. 

25. And thus having fhaken the Fidelity of the Na¬ 
tions who inhabited beyond the Rhine i fuch difcourles 
as thefe arofe among the Dutch. That they would 
perfift no longer to their ruin, nor was any one Nati- 
cion fufficient to repel the Worlds Captivity. What 
had they effected by the Slaughter of fo many Legi¬ 
ons, unlefs it were the bringing in more and mightier? 
If War was declared for Vefpafians Service, that Vefpa- 

fum 
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they took Arms againft the Roman People, how 
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they might confulc their glory, whether Roman Prince 
were to be preferred to German Women. Thus (aid th< 
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inceflantly penfh unlefs they repent immediately, and 
demonftrate their Penitence by the punifhment of the 
Offender. 

26. Then* Inclinations were not hid from Civilis, 
who refolved to prevent them: tir’d out with Adver-

fi:y, and allur’d by the hope of life, which is fuffleent 
to tame the mightieft Spirits. He defires an Enterview, 
in order to which they cut down part of the B idge of

"Alps for the defence of Vitellius. Hordeomus Flac> 
cus , who redded amongft us, gave the fame advice in 
Per (on which Antomus gave by Letter. So that I

It is he alone that hath given light to thofe Ages 
whereof the Heathens had only fome loofe Traditions co- 
vered with much obfeurity , and intangled with Fa¬ 
bles : It Is he that bath delivered the Hifiory of the Be¬ 
ginning of Things and Nations ; of their Defirutiion by the 
Deluge, and of the Repeopling of the World ? whereof the 
Gentile Vhilofophers , and Hifiorians were alntofi wholly ig- 
norant , and about which they made very wild Gueffes , 
fo that although I have a great value for the Hifiories 
written by the Greeks and Romans, yet I think the 
World would have fuffered more by the logs of the ten 
fi^fi Chapters of Genens, than by all their Volumes. And 
having faid this in general of the Authority of Mofes, 
and the little regard that is to be had to Tacitus, and 
thofe other Authors from whom be takes thefe mifiakes > ( for 
in exctife of him it mufi be faid that they are not Origi¬ 
nally his) concerning the Ancient Hifiory of the Jews, it 
will be needlefs to confute each particular nnflake, and 
therefore I frail content my f elf to take notice of one or 

two of them . 


(b) To the Story of Mofes 5 / finding Water in the WiU 
dernefs (to relieve the Thirfi of the Ifraelites ) by follow¬ 
ing Affcs , and his Confecrating an A/Jes Head , and 
placing it in the Holy of Holies ; (Jofephus in his Tre,airs 

again fi Appion.) I jhall only oppofe Tertu Ilian 1 / Anfwer 
in his Apology: But the fame Cornelius Tacitus , (faith 

Tertull. Apol. p. 15. Edit. Rig.) relates in the fame 
Hifiory that Pompey when he took Jerufalem , and 
went to the Temple to view the fecret Rites, or Arca¬ 
na of the Jewifr Religion, found not one Image 
there. And if they had Worfhipped any Image, it 
would, if any where, have been found in the Holy 
of Holies, becaufe it was in no danger there of be¬ 
ing expofed to Strangers as a ridiculous Worfhip, it 
being lawful only for the High Pncfl to enter it, and 
3 Veil intercepted the fight of all ethers* To which 
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may be added what Tacitus faith 'within a Page, That 
they had no Images m their Ones nor Temples. 
(Jofephus again(l Appion 1.2.) So that Tacitus fhould 
have retnenfbred himfelf at leaf}, if he had not the Truth . 
Jofephus makes much the fame anfwer to Appion, who 
had urged the Jam-’ Calumny. Were that true, faith 
he, which he Reports, yet an Egyptian ought not to 
have objected it to us, feeing Cat an 4pe is as va¬ 
luable as a Goat, and other Brute Beads, which they 
Honour as Gods. Can he be fo blind as not to perceive 
that never any Fable was more evidently abfurd than 
this. There is none but could inform him that we 
have conftantly ufed the fame Laws without any al¬ 
teration ; andalthough Jerufalem hach had he Calami¬ 
ties as well as other Cities, and hath ->. en taken by 

Antiochus, Fompey, Crajfus, and at lad bv Turn, and our 

Temple been in the PofTedion of all ot chem ; yet 
what did they ever find there but great Piety and De¬ 
votion ?

(f) Amidfi our Authors unjufl Reflections on the 
Jewifh Nation, he lets fall fome things , which fet their 
Character much above the Heathens, of which I'll mention 
but two , one is the Great and Noble Idara they had of 
God , and their averfion to Polytheifm and Idolatry, which 
had debauched all Mankind befides, and was the higbefl 
dijlsonour to God, and the greatefl reproach to Human 

Nature. They feld, faith he, That God is a Supreme 
and Eternal Spirit, unchangeable and incorruptible, 
and that it is a great impiety to reprefent him by any 
thing that is a material or in a Human Form. There¬ 
fore there were no Images in their Cities, nor even in 
their Temple. Agreeably to which Dio Cadius, I.37. fays, 
That they had no Images at Jerufalem , but believing 
God to be Ineffable and Invihble, they Worfhip him 
with greater Devotion than other Men. The other is 
that they did not kill their Children as ether Nations did : 
This is fucb unnatural Cruelty that one could hardly think 
Humane Nature capable of it, and yet there is nothing 
more certain than that it was a common Prabiice, not only 
amongfl thofe Nations which were called Barbarous, but a- 

mongfl the Giecians and Romans them]elves (till Cbnfii- 

anity taught them better) to expofe as many of their tender 
Off-Jprmg, as they were not willing to Educate, to dye of 
Hunger, or by the Teeth of Wild Beafls. Rut of this un¬ 
natural Cruelty our Author acquits the Jewiih Nation.

If any clef re further fat is fact ion in this matter let them 
Read Jofephus’/ two Bocks againf Appion, which is a very 
Learned Vindication of the Jews from the Calumnies not 
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only of that Author, £#/ of Manetho, Lyfimachus, 

Clmemon, and the ref of their Heathen Adverfaries, 

and may ferve for a fuller anfwer to TacitusV Errors } if 
any think they need it . 


But fince feme, whofe ? ill will to Religion, have much ex¬ 
ceeded their attempts againfi it, have hoped that fometbing 
might have been Collected from this Fifth Book to the difi 
advantage of it, give me leave to add that had they duely 
cunfidered the great Event delivered in it, that would have 
taught them to have made quite another ufe of it, for that 
Event which he calls famofa: urbis fupremam diem, is 
the Completion of that famous Prophecy of our Blefjed Sa¬ 
viour, St. Matth. xxiv. and St. E uke xxi. Confirmed from 

the Mouth of a Heathen. Our Lord there foretels the De- 
ftruciion of Jer ufalem, and the end of the World ; and by 
joynmg them together feems to make the former an Earnefi, 
as well as an Image of the latter. However I (hall pafs 
ever thofe Pafiages which defcribe the end of the World, 
and mention only fomc of thofe which concern the Jews and 

Jerufalem. Our Lord faith there, That Jerufalem iliould 
be cncompafled with Armies; that it [hall be trodden 
down of the Gentiles, that there [hall not be left one 



and all this fhould befal them, becaufe they knew not 

the time of their Vibration, and that this Generation 

lhall not pafs away till all be fulfilled. It doth not ap¬ 
pear that the Jews had any apprehenfion ef thefe fatal Ca¬ 
lamities when our Saviour foretold them , their Temple fines 
its Rebuilding, had now flood above five hundred years, 
and they had been as long in Bofjejfion of their Country fince 

cbeir return from Babylon. They were at that time in 


profound Peace , and in good Correfpondence with the Ro¬ 
mans.

In the Ger¬ 
mains Cal. fannariis Galba iterum Vinio Cofs, at 
the time of Vitellius s revolt, were feven Legions, 
as is declared elfewhere; namely, in low Germany 
quinta , and qulntadecima , whole ftanding Camp 
was at Vetera : prim a, who lodged at Ncvcfu?n y 
and fcxtadccima at Bonna. In high Germany , quar- 
ta Macedcnica, and decimaodava alia: duo & viccfmia 
Encamped at Mago?itiacum,and una & vicefima Bap ax 
Lodged, as I think, at Vindonijfa. Whereof Cari¬ 
na took away with him una & vicefima Bap ax whol¬ 
ly, and pulled well the other two at Magontiacum , 
to make up thirty thoufand Men: and in Italy af- 
fociated unto him Slla Syliana. Valens took with him 
aquilam quinta , with Cohorrs and Wings out of the 
other three, to make up forty thoufand, and by the 
way aflociated to him, legio Italica, & odo cohortes 
Batavorum , Tacitus , i. d Hift. Neither dc we find d pag. 44.' 
in all this Acftion, before Vi tell ins's coming, any 
Legion named but Bdpax, and quintani. Now by 
Aquila quinta , we are to underftand fome good por¬ 
tion, not the whole Legion entirely, which portion 
albeit it beareth fometime the name of quinta y yet 
we are not to underftand, that fo many were left 
in Vetera thereof, as bare alfb the name of quinta 
at the fame time.

3. p. 112, 29* 
and Ter tins Julian us of the feventh; who, forfaking 
his place, as appeareth in this place, Vipfanius Mef- 
jfttlla undertook the charge, 3. Hift. p. 111. In Pan - 
nonia there were at this prefent two Legions, feptima 
Galbiana whofe Lieutenant was Antonius Primus ; 
and tertiadecima Gemina fent back out of Italy from 
Building of Amphitheatres, whole Lieutenant in this 
War was Vedius Aquila , the fame Man who was 
alfo Lieutenant in the laft War, 3. Hift. 112, 14. 


and 2. Hift. 80, 25. In Dalmatia there was none 
but only one Legion, namely, undecima Claudiana 
(the fourteenth being tranfported into Britany) whole 
Lieutenant was Annius Baffus, 3.
